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Police Nab Housebreak Suspect After Stand-Off 



Suspect 
Swims In 
After 45 
Minutes

After a 45-minute stand-off at the 
Mystic Lakes Tuesday, police caught a 
21-year-old Somerville man who escaped 
from the Billerica House of Corrections 
June 13, and arrested him on charges 
stemming from a Medford housebreak a 
few hours earlier. 

Roger Paul Rodrigues was arraigned 
in Woburn District Court Wednesday 
morning for receiving stolen property 
and was held on $10,000 bail. Medford 
police later sought complaints against 
Rodrigues for breaking and entering. 

The dripping wet suspect was pulled 
from the Mystic Lakes behind Everett 
ave. after Winchester police spent 45 
minutes trying to coax him out of the 
water. 

The lake ordeal began at noon when 
Inspector Richard Beaton reported that a 
man was walking down Wedgemere 
avenue acting suspicious. When Beaton 
observed the man repeatedly glancing 
over his shoulder, he radioed for a back¬ 
up car, according to police. 

Beaton and Officer Wright then ap¬ 
proached the man and started to question 
him. They said the suspect ran away, 
starting a chase which took the three 
across Church street, through backyards 
on Glen road, and into backyards on 
Everett avenue. The chase culminated 
when the suspect dove into the Mystic

Swimming and fishing at Wedge Pond 
were banned by the Board of Health June 
14 when water tests showed dangerously 
high levels of bacteria. The bacteria 
arrived via slimy clumps of raw sewage 
which spilled into the pond after sewer 
lines burst during the heavy rainfall 
earlier this month. 

But while the Public Works Depart 
ment (DPW> repaired the broken sewer 
line in Winchester, they have no 
guarantees that raw sewage will not spill 
into Wedge Pond in the future. 

“We’ve repaired our source of con¬ 
tamination at this point and there is not 
much more we can do," said DPW 
Director Dominic Serratore. “We’ve 
repaired the problem we had. but during 
high rainfall periods, there is a 
possibility that sewage could still 
overflow from MDC sources so it could 
happen again, depending on the rain¬ 
fall.” 

Town Manager Tom Groux has been 
meeting with officials from the MDC and 
the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering to identify sewage 
line problem areas. 

And while he said the MDC is working 
to resolve the problems associated with 
faulty sewer lines, he admitted that the 
forces of nature were too powerful to be 
controlled in this case. 

“The month of June had a very unique 
rainfall,” he said. “They’ve measured 14 
inches to date — more rainfall than the 
month of June has seen in 150 years. No 
system can be designed to accommodate 
those conditions." 

Sewage began pouring our of a 
manhole cover next to Horn Pond Brook 
on June 1 after a three-inch rainstorm. 
The smelly, greasy muck came from an 
MDC sewer line which carries sewage 
from Woburn, Burlington and 
Wilmington. 

It continued to spill from the manhole 
during a rainstorm the following 
weekend. Even after the rains subsided 
and the level of sewage in the MDC pipe* 
fell below the height of the manhole, 
sewage continued to pour from a broken 
Winchester sewer line. 

A five-inch town line exploded during 
the June 5 weekend when the quantity of 
sewage in the MDC line backed into the 
Winchester line. 

Sewage then spilled from the pipe up

Lifeguards Summer Job 


Has Been Shoveling Sewage

When the Winchester Recreation 
Department lifeguards were hired this 
summer, they never expected to be 
assigned to shovel raw sewage from 
Wedge Pond. But along with the 
maintenance jobs, pollution clean-up has 
been their top priority during the past 
week. 

And while they point out that they had 
envisioned their summer jobs to be a bit 
more glamourous, the lifeguards admit 


that the shoveling has not been as 
miserable as they had anticipated. 

In fact, with summer jobs a scarce 
luxury for students lately, many of the 
lifeguards considered themselves lucky 
to be employed even if it meant 
shoveling clumps of greasy sewage from 
the shore of the pond.. 

“Someone has to do it and that’s why 
we’re employed now,” explained Betsy 
Thomas, a lifeguard. “In order for us to 
keep these jobs, we have to do clean up 


and maintenance work. I was very lucky 
to get this job. I have lots of friends at 
school who are panicking about jobs.” 

“I don’t really enjoy doing it but it’s 
not that bad and plus I need a job,” 
agreed lifeguard Chas Gillooly. 

Their new jobs developed after the 
Board of Health banned swimming and 
fishing in Wedge Pond. The pond was 
declared unsafe for recreation after

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Danger Of Fill Carcinogens Still Unknown 

Amberwood Chemicals 
Toxic When Breathed

Most of the chemicals found in the fill 
dumped at Amberwood drive are car¬ 
cinogens, and all but one are toxic if 
breathed or swallowed. 

The chemicals discovered by a recent 
test of the fill are all dangerous, 
acknowledged Ed MacDonald, hazar¬ 
dous waste coordinator for the state 
Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE). 

The question, MacDonald added, is if 
the chemicals are present in great 
enough quantities to pose a hazard to the 
couples and children living on Amber¬ 
wood drive. 

DEQE officials and the Winchester 
Board of Health have been trying to 
answer that question since the test 
results on the fill became available last 
Tuesday (see related story). 

Sixteen different chemicals were 
found in the grey clay fill which was 
brought to Amberwood drive from the 
MBTA Alewife transit station con¬ 
struction site. The construction runs 
under a former W. R. Grace chemical 
dump classified by DEQE as a “con¬ 
firmed hazardous waste site under 
evaluation.” 

The chemicals were found after the 
Board of Health, responding to neigh¬ 
borhood fears, hired ERGO, a Cambridge 
laboratory, to test the fill. 

The tests, completed June 22 at a cost 
of $3,500, showed the fill contained 16 
chemicals in quantities of greater than 50 
parts per billion <ppb), four more 
chemicals in quantities of between 10-50 
parts per billion, and traces of 10 dif¬ 
ferent metals. 

Test samples were taken from three 
different sites on Amberwood drive — 
site A, which consisted of 10 piles of grey 
sand and clay on land owned by Robert 
Johnson of Amberwood drive; site B, a 
150 x 32-foot plot owned by Felix Pittarino 
of Pitt Construction which contained 
grey clay already bulldozed over; and 
site C, also owned by Pitt, a 64 x 41-foot 
plot covered with the same material 
found on site B. 

The Star culled descriptions of the 
chemicals from two volumes provided by 
DEQE— “Sax’s Dangerous Properties of 
Industrial Materials” and “The Merck 
Index-Encyclopedia of Chemicals and 
Drugs” — as well as “The Condensed 
Chemical Dictionary” available in the 
Winchester public Library. 

, The following chemicals were found 
on .the. three sites by the ERCO. tests: 

Naphthalene — This chemical, also 
known as tar camphor and used as moth 
repellant, fungicide and a solvent, was 
the material found in the greatest 
quantity at Amberwood. 

Unlike most of the chemicals, it was 
found in all three sites. Site A contained 
naphthalene in 71 parts per billion, site B 
contained it in 6,000 parts per billion, and 
on site C, the naphthalene was found in 


quantities of 1,300 parts per billion. 

According to Sax. napthnlene has 
caused tumors in experiments, and is 
toxic if swallowed. The lowest published 
lethal dose, according to Sax. is 100 
milligrams per kilogram The Chemical 
Dictionary states that according to the 
Manufacturer’s Chemists Association, 
naphthalene is toxic if inhaled in quan¬ 
tities greater than 10 parts per million 

Acenaphthene — This derivative of 
naphthalene was found in quantities of 
120 ppb on side B and 50-100 ppb at site C. 
According to The Merck Index, it is made 
from naphthalene passed through a red 
hot tube. 

Acenaphthene is irritating to both skin 
and the mucus membranes, according to 
Sax. The book also notes that like nap- 
thalene has caused tumors in laboratory 
experiments. 

Bis< 2-exhvlhexy 1 )phthalate 
Otherwise known as benzenedicarboxylic 
acid and used in vacuum pumps, this 
substance was found in all three sites — 
at 108 ppb on site A, at 232 ppb on site B. 
and at 87 ppb at site C. 

Sax lists the acid as moderately toxic, 
meaning it will "cause reversable or 
irreversable changes to exposed tissue, 
but not permanent injury or death" if 
swallowed. 

Fluoranthene — This chemical was 
found at both sites Bd C. in quantities of 
720 ppb and 310 ppb, respectively. 

No toxicity data was available on this 
chemical, according to Sax. The 
Chemical Dictionary notes it is im¬ 
pervious to corrosive chemicals, resists 
most organic solids, and is used in 
chemical piping, gaskets and tank 
linings. 

Benzofluoranthene — This chemical 
was found in the fill in two forms - 
benzofluoranthene and ben- 
zo(k)fluoranthene. Both were found at 
site B in quantities of 430 ppb, and at site 
C in quantities of 220 ppb. 

According to Sax, ben- 
zo(k)fluoranthene has caused cancer in 
mice during experiments. Cancer is 
caused when the chemical is absorbed 
through the skin, according to Sax. 

Anthracene — This chemical was 
found in two forms in Amberwood fill — 
benzo(a)anthracene and anthracene 
phenathrene. Pehnathrene is an impurity 
often found in anthracene, according to 
the Chemical Dictionary. 

Benzo(a)anthracene was found at 39<> 
ppb in site B ad 200 ppb at site (\ 
Anthracene-phenathrene was found at 
levels of 1.000 ppb at site B and 270 ppb at 
site C. 

According to Sax, Anthracene is a 
“recognized carcinogen of the skin, 
hands, forearms and scrotum, and an 
experimental carcinogen of the blad¬ 
der.” According to the Merck Index, it, 
like naphthalene, is made from coal tar 
and is a source of dyestuffs. 

Pvrene — Pyrene was found in both

its pure form, and indenopyrene and in¬ 
benzopyrene. which according to the 
Merck Index is a synthesis from pyrene 
and succinic anhydride 

Pyrene was found at site B in quan¬ 
tities of 680 ppb and at site C at 260 ppb. 
Benzopyrene was found at levels of 310 
ppb at site B and 160 ppb at site C 
indenopyrene was found at site B in 
quantities of 100 ppb and at site (’ at 56 

ppb. 

According to Sax. benzopyrene has 
caused cancer and tumors in ex 
periments. Pyrene has caused tumors in 
other experiments when introduced 
through the skin. 

Chrysene — Found at both sites B and 
C, Chrysene was present in quantities of 
350 ppb and 130 ppb respectively. 

The International Agency for 
Research on Cancer has classified 
chrysene as a carcinogen, according to 
Sax Sax says the substance is capable of 
causing death or permanent injury 
through the skin or by inhalation. In 
experiments, it has caused cancers and 
tumors, according to Sax

State and local officials are convinced 
that the priority pollutant” chemicals 
discovered in the Amberwood drive 
landfill last week can be extremely 
dangerous and are. in some cases, 
carcinogens. But whether or not the 
chemical concentration level in the (ill is 
cause for alarm has yet to be deter¬ 
mined. 

"We know that some of them 
ichemicals) are carcinogens, hut the 
problem is whether or not they are 
present in dangerous levels,” explained 
Edward Palowski, a chemist at the 
Department of Environmental Quality 
Fngineering il)HQF> "It's not an easy 
conclusion to draw based on the con¬ 
centrations found at Amberwood drive.” 

Carol Rowan, a DEQE toxicologist is 
now working to reach that conclusion. 
She said she will reach a decision within 
a week. "The soil has already been tested 
and dangerous chemicals have been 
found there," she said. "Now we’re 
evaluating existing data on those 
chemicals and their medical effects at 
certain doses.” 

Along with DFQK toxicologists, the 
Knvironmental Protection Agency is 
studying the results of last week’s tests. 
As soon as they hand in their results, the 
town’s Board of Health will hold another 
public hearing to determine what to do 
about the fill 

Meanwhile, bulldozing is still going on 
at Amberwood drive, but the source of 
the landfill has been changed. When 
controversy erupted two weeks ago over 
landfill from an MBTA construction site 
in Cambridge, the source location for the 
fill was changed to streets in Somerville, 
according to Felix J. Pittorino, president 
of Pitt Construction Corp. of Acton. 
Along with Robert L. Johnson of 
Amberwood drive, Pittorino has been 
developing the land on Amberwood 
drive. 

Their work provoked a furor in town 
during the past two weeks after residents 
discovered that the developers had been 
carting in landfill from the MBTA 


Alewife transit station construction site 
111 Cambridge land formerly used as a 
chemical dumping site by the W.R 
Grace Co 

That discovery prompted angry 
residents to demand an investigation by 
the Board of Health. Despitea DFQK test 
last fall which determined the landfill to 
be safe, the board ordered another test on 
the fill 

Sixteen chemicals considered “prior 
it> pollutants” were discovered by the 
Knvironmental Protection Agency after 
last week’s tests were completed by 
Knergy Resources Co. Inc. 1 KR(’O) of 
Cambridge. 

But whether or not they are present in 
dangerous amounts is still un 
determined. 

Although Palowski would not give a 
professional opinion on the danger level 
of the landfill, he did say that he per 
sonally would not be afraid to breathe, 
dust from the till 

“1 would feel safe breathing it 
because I think the 1 toxicity) levels are 
very low,” he said “You get just as 
much exposure (to dangerous 
chemicals 1 from an open can of engine 
oil or from a whiff of mothballs. 

"I've been in contact with the stuff in 
Cambridge and I never had any side 
effects, hut it depends on the person who 
is breathing it and on their health," he 
added “An older person with .1 
respiratory problem would be bothered 
by dust Besides being a pain in the neck 
as far as dirty windows goes, it's not that 
bad " 

Pittorini, who has also had constant 
exposure to the fill, said he has not suf 
fered from any bad reactions Citing 
private investigations done on the till, 
Pittorini said he was convinced that the 
chemicals were not present in quantities 
dangerous to humans and that people 
were overreacting. 

"I’ve been exposed to it and it has not 
bothered me at all ” he said. "I think it 
(claims of fill related symptoms by

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Town To Get Extra $250,000 


★ Toxicity 


A sweep of Gov. Edward King’s pen 
yesterday gave Winchester an extra 
quarter of a million dollars to spend next 
year. 

The 198:1 state budget includes in¬ 
creases in local aid which will up Win¬ 
chester's share of the aid pie by $251,849, 
according to Hep Sherman Saltmarsh. 

"Local aid is up substantially over 
last year,” noted Saltmarsh,. "It’s up $13 
million this year for a total of $484 
million ” 

Winchester’s share of those millions 
will come out to $852,299, said Saltmarsh, 
up $229,457 over last year’s $622,842 
figure. 

Winchester will pick up another 
$28,392 from the state Lottery Com¬ 
mission, Saltmarsh added, since lottery 
receipts increased by $15 million this 
year. 

Between the direct local aid and the 
lottery cut, Winchester’s take from the 


state will be just over a quar er million 
dollars. 

Besides sending extra money to the 
town, Saltmarsh noted, this year’s state 
budget contains a couple of items that 
will reduce the amount of money the 
town and its taxpayers will fork over to 
the state. 

The town will benefit from a cap on 
MBTA spending introduced into the 
budget this year, according to Salt¬ 
marsh. 

Under the cap, cities and towns 
belonging to the MBTA can only be 
assessed a total of 95 million, Saltmarsh 
explained. If MBTA costs run over that 
figure, he said, the state will pick up the 
difference. 

The state will also pay $97 million of 
•last year’s MBTA bill, Saltmarsh added. 
As a result of both moves, Winchester’s 
MBTA assessment will level off and 
perhaps decrease. 

"What this means is that the MBTA’s 


charges to cities and town’s can’t 
escalate,” explained Saltmarsh. 
"Eventually, this will mean a reduction 
in our assessment. 

"On this year’s cherry sheet (the 
state’s listing of charges and payments to 
the town), the T cost shouldn’t go up at 
all," said Saltmarsh. "There should even 
be a reduction, although I don’t know how 
much," 

Saltmarsh. a member of the MBTA 
Advisory Board, noted thah when they 
argueing over the budget began in the 
State House, "I made a commitment that 
1 would make sure we got the cap." 

Another element of the state budget 
gave Saltmarsh hope that the state’s tax 
hite will leave fewer scars in the future. 

Saltmarsh noted that the state budget 
contained a $30 million surplus this year, 
as well as $20 million in pension reserves, 
$20 in a recession reserve account, and 
$10 million in advance funding to the 
MBTA. 


"To me that’s an admission that we 
have a surplus of between $80 million and 
$100 million," said Saltmarsh. "And that 
surplus gives me reason to believe those 
of us who have filed legislation to repeal 
the surtax will have a strong case.” 

Although the surtax, instituted by 
former Gov. Michael Dukakis, brings the 
state $159 million each year, Saltmarsh 
said the surplus is evidence the state 
doesn’t need the money. 

Saltmarsh noted that state revenues 
had been increasing substantially over 
the past years. This year, he said, state 
revenues were up by nine percent, 
bringing in around $15 million additional 
funds. 

"Even though the state earns a 
considerable income from the surtax, I 
believe it can be phased out over the next 
five years," said Saltmarsh. "With the 
increase in revenues, we can probably dc 
that.”

Whether or not they could even get it all 
out now is questionable. We (residents) 
still hold that they should and we will 
come to the Board of Health public 
hearing with petitions saying so." 

The DEQE experts said their decision

School Attendance Policy Vote Postponed Again 


For the second time this month, the 
School Committee heard emotional 
arguments from students, parents and 
faculty Monday night about a new 
projxjsed attendance policy for Win¬ 
chester High School. And once again, 
committee members failed to vote on the 
controversial policy. 

Following two hours of debate on 
policies suggested by WHS Principal 
\ incent E. Larocco to resolve the ex¬ 
cessive absenteeism and tardiness at the 
high school, committee member Con¬ 
stance Papas moved to vote on the new 
policy. However the motion was tabled 
until the August 12 meeting because the 


written proposal members were about to 
vote on was inconsistent with what they 
had been debating for two hours. 

"After all that discussion. I attempted 
to make a motion to vote on the new 
policies, but when I went to make the 
motion it was clear to me that we didn’t 
have a clear policy to vote,” Papas said 
after the meeting. "So after two hours, 
we got nowhere.” 

"It’s really too bad that it turned out 
that way because, I feel that for the 
administration and the teachers to bring 
something that strong before us, it must 
be a real problem so I think we ought to 
support them,” she continued, "I hope

they come back August 12." 

Larocco’s policy had originally 
proposed that student cuts would be 
recorded cumulatively throughout the 
school year. That would mean that if a 
student cut a class during the first 
marking period and again in the third, 
the second time would be treated as a 
second cut. Students would be punished 
after the first cut. by having their grade 
reduced by one-third. Every cut after 
that would reduce the grade for the 
course by one full mark. Thus, an "A” 
would become an "A-" after the first cut, 
and a "B-” after the second cut. 

Larocco also suggested the formation 
of an appeals board to hear special cases 
of absenteeism or tardiness. He sug¬ 
gested that the board members be one 
assistant principal two students and two 
faculty members.

Members of WHS student government 
agreed to the proposal except for the 
cumulative aspect. The committee 
members finally agreed to vote on a 
policy that would allow cuts to be counted 
on a quarterly basis. However, neither 
Principal Larocco nor Superintendent 
William Macdonald had a written copy of 
the final policy. 

"I’m sorry but I have to comment that 
it is extremely poor form not to have a 
written copy ready for a vote,” said 
Chairman Roger Bauman. "I don’t think 
the Committee wants to vote on a verbal 
reading." 

Larocco and MacDonald adjourned to 
have the policy typed up, but when it was 
returned for a vote, it was found to he 
incorrect. The cuts were still stated as 
being cumulative over the school year. "I 
would propose that we table this until Mr. 
Larocco has a clear, coherent policy for 
us to consider,” Papas said. "It would be 
best to have this implemented at the start 
of the school year so that it would be 
uniform, but I don’t think we can vote on 
it under these circumstances." 

The School Committee did take a vote 
on one attendance policy Monday night, 
but it failed, 3-3. The proposed policy 
would have given an "N" grade to 
students who were absent 10 or more 
times without an acceptable excuse. 

Students who received two "N” 
grades in a course would have the option 
of making up the course in the summer, 
under the proposal a student with three 
"N" grades would have to repeat the 
entire course in the next school year and 
receive a zero toward his grade point 
average. 

Students who missed five or more 
consecutive days because of illness or a 
school activity would not receive an "N” 
grade, but would be required to make up 
missed work. Committee members 
Papas, Catherine Alexander and Mary 
Jean Weylman voted in favor of that 
policy and Bauman, John Duffy and 
Sandra Rogers voted against it. The 
motion, therefore, failed. 

Speaking against the policy, Rogers 
stated, "I find this policy has loopholes 
with the excused absenses part of it." 

Students who came to represent the 
WHS student government said that grade 
reduction was too stiff a penalty for 
lateness or absences. 

"I don’t personally feel that academic 


reduction of grades belongs to this 
problem," said Martin Hitchcock of 
Wildwood street. 

Hitchcock also claimed that teachers 
would not enforce it properly. Larocco 
countered that the staff had unanimously 
agreed on the policy with the un¬ 
derstanding that they would implement 
it. 

"The staff is strongly for this policy so 
I would think that they would adhere to 
it," he said. 

Bauman also said he did not favor 
lowering grades for reasons that were 
not academic. 

"I have a personal horror of grades 
being cut for non-academic reasons,” he 
said. 

MacDonald 
Commended 
For Rescue 

Following last month’s rescue of two 
elderly women from their burning home, 
Fire Chief Robert W. McElhinney sent a 
letter of commendation to the youth who 
pulled the women from the fire. 

The letter, sent to Board of Selectmen, 
read as follows: 

"At 2 a.m. on the morning of June 18, 
1982, Thomas MacDonald, an eighteen- 
year-old youth discovered a fire burning 
on the first floor of Katherine McGowan’s 
home on Canal street. Tom gained en¬ 
trance to the McGowan home and 
rescued Mrs. McGowan and Mrs. Mary 
Smith from their second floor bedrooms. 

"Tom’s acts displayed outstanding 
courage and definitely prevented a 
double fatality that morning. Tom’s 
rescue was performed with little regard 
for his own safety as he could easily have 
been overcome himself under the severe 
fire conditions that existed in that bur¬ 
ning home. 

"We often hear about bad acts 
committed by our younger people but 
very seldom do we give full recognition 
for the truly great acts performed. 

I wish to recommend to you and your 
Boaid the name of Thomas MacDonald 
of 67 Hemingway Street for an official 
citation from the Town of Winchester.”

an easy one to reach. 

"The problem we’re having is trying 
to see if the concentrations — which are 
low in Amberwood drive — are at a level 
strong enough to be dangerous," ex¬ 
plained Palowski. "Carcinogenicity tests 
are done with pure substances painted on 
or injected in lab animals. It's not easy to 
relate that to the real world with soil 
concentrations and humans. It’s animals 
and humans and the mode of contact is 
different. 

"It’s an evolving science which we 
don’t have a firm handle on,” he added 
"Contaminants in soil is one of the 
hardest problems to study because 
you’re bound to find some type of 
dangerous chemicals in everything." 

Palowski used that argument to ex¬ 
plain the contradiction in the test results 
done by his company last fall with last 
week’s results from the ERCO tests. 

“Either the chemicals they found last 
week weren’t there last fall or they were 
present in quantities lower than the 
detection limits we used for testing," he 
explained. "If ERCO used detection 
limits lower than one part per million, 
then they would have found chemicals 
that we did not see. 

"The lower you set the detection units, 
the more substances you’re going to 
find," he continued. "But there has to be 
a point when you decide what is 
significant and what isn’t.” 

Palowski cited additional reasons for 
the dramatically different test results. 
He noted that the DEQE investigation did 
not examine every square foot of fill and 
was only testing for specific chemicals. 

"The analysis done on that soil only 
looked for certain priority pollutants that 
the town asked us to check,” he said. 
"Those were contaminants known to 
cause health problems. They wouldn’t go 
through all the trouble to test for every 
single chemical. It takes a lot of work to 
interpret and identify every compound in 
a sample. You only program the in¬ 
struments to look for specific pollutant- 
s.” 

Palowski also appointed out that some 
of the chemicals could have oozed into 
the fill during the dumping and 
bulldozing. 

"You’re bound to find a lot of 
chemicals where you have a bulldozer 
pushing around soil,” he said. "If it is 
leaking hydraulic oil or crank case oil 
and a little bit gets mixed around with the 
rest of the stuff, it’ll get analyzed and 
show up as a pollutant. We find some of 
those chemicals in the ocean after an oil 
spillage. They can be formed by natural 
or man-made methods. Once they 
become airborne, they go wherever the 
air goes. 

Neil Moseman, a chemist at ERCO 
agreed with Palowski’s assessments. 
"The testing depends on many aspects,” 
he said. "Their (DEQE) detections may 
have been higher, the samples analyzed 
may have been different and, yes, oil 
could have caused a difference in 
results.” 

For the residents, however, the real 
problem how is not where to point the 
accusing finger, but whether or not they 
are in danger. 

"There are chemicals in the fill which 
are known carcinogens and it does leave 
us feeling concerned that they would be 
dumped in a residential area 
overhanging a conservation wetland,” 
said Schlaijker. "There has been a lot of 
dust flying around here and the fact that 
it is probably not healthy dust is a little 
scary.”

Video Game Fever May Spread To Winchester 

Other Towns Ban Or Selectmen 


Restrict The Games 


By ANN CARRNS 

Winchester is not alone in it’s 
dilemma over the licensing of video 
games. But while the games seem to be 
everywhere, every town seems to be 
dealing with them in a different way. 

As for Winchester, the fate of video 
games here will be revealed on July 12 
when selectmen will consider a licensing 
policy for the games. 

Reading has totally outlawed the 
games after licensing them on a trial 
basis for three months. “We tried them 
from January to April this year in 
smaller restaurants," said Carol Giglio 
of the Reading Selectmen’s Office. 
“Although there weren’t any major 
complaints, the selectmen determined 
that the general consensus around town 
was opposed to them.” As a result, when 
the games came up for a permanent 
license, it was denied. 

A little farther away, Marshfield is 
also in the process of totally banning the 
games. According to the town’s Select¬ 
men’s Office, the games are now 
technically illegal under the town’s 
zoning by-laws. However, these laws are 
extremely difficult to enforce, town of¬ 
ficials said. Town Meeting therefore 
voted to amend the by-laws, and put 
licensing of the games under the General 
by-laws, which police can more easily 
enforce. 

Any change in a town’s by-laws must 
be approved by the State Attorney 
General, who has 60 days to act on the 
amendment. As soon as word of approval 
is given, the games will be removed from 
the town, town officials said. 

Closer to home, Stoneham has ap¬ 
proximately 11 games in operation, but 
no complaints have yet been received, 
according to a spokesman for the 
Selectmen. Stoneham allows only one 
video game per establishment, which 
rqust not be located within 1500 feet of a 
school, playground, or church. In ad¬ 
dition, the approval of the Police Chief is 
required for the license, as it is for all 
licenses granted in Stoneham. 


Medford currently has granted 
licenses to five establishments, requiring 
a fee of $100 per machine. The location is 
jstricted by ordinance to places such as 
movie theaters and bowling alleys, ac¬ 
cording to Assistant City Clerk Mary 
Granfield. “The one cinema which has 
the machines has agreed not to operate 
them during matinee shows,” said 
Granfield. “The user must have already 
purchased a ticket to a movie. This 
prevents crowds of kids who would just 
come to play the games. One of the 
locations is Tufts University and they’re 
all adults so there isn’t any problem with 
restrictions there.” 

Neither Arlington nor Lexington have 
any licensed games at this time, although 
businesses can apply on an individual 
basis to the town selectmen. Lexington 
has no standard procedure for granting 
the licenses, but Arlington has an official 
policy which requires the applicant to 
submit a detailed description of the 
machines and the area in which they will 
be operated. Also, a plan for supervising 
the games and a list of rules and 
regulations for their use must be sub¬ 
mitted by the applicant, according to a 
spokesman for the Selectmen’s Office. 

In Woburn, businesses can also apply 
to the City Council for a permit on an 
individual basis. However, it is more 
than likely that the permit will be denied, 
according to Anne Beauchamp, of the 
Woburn Licensing Commission. “We 
tried some (games) downtown several 
years ago, but neighboring stores 
complained about kids leaving their 
bikes around and hanging out,” said 
Beauchamp. “We still accept ap¬ 
plications, but we haven’t granted one in 
the last three or four years.” 

Although there are a few games in 
Wobiirn that were in plape long before 
the licensing was implemented, the at¬ 
titude is now very negative toward the 
games and no new ones are likely to be 
allowed, said City Clerk John Ryan.

Resident Reaction Mixed 


Resident reaction to the possibility of 
video games coming to Winchester is 
mixed. 

In a random phone survey of 20 
residents, 40 percent favored the games. 
However, all but one also supported some 
sort of restriction on their use. Eight 
residents said they opposed the games, 
and six said they were neutral. 

Those with the strongest opinions 
were parents of school-aged children, 
while those with no opinion said the issue 
did not directly concern them because 
they did not have young children. 


Lack of other activities for teenagers 
was most often cited as the reason for 
favoring the games. “I don’t think the 
town has done much for the kids lately — 
there isn’t a lot for them to do,” said one 
Squire rd. resident. “As long as they 
were monitored to prevent trouble 
breaking out, I’d allow the games.” 

Other people suggested more definite 
restrictions. “While I don’t think kids 
should be able to use them during school 
hours, after school and weekends would 
be okay,” said Anthony Marini of 
Swanton st. “I also think there should be 
an age limit, maybe 15 or older.” 


Particpants will practice 
resuscitation on both adult and infant 
models during the course which will be 
conducted by Andrea Walker, RN. 

Those interested in registering for the 
course may call the hospital’s 
education department. There is a fee for 
the course.

“It’s the school children who would be 
affected by them, so I think they should 
only be able to use them after school 
hours,” said Rosemarie Vita of Cox rd. 

One resident who is employed in the 
Winchester school system felt that the 
games tempt children to skip school or to 
be late for classes. “It would depend 
where the games were located,” she 
said. “I would not allow them near the 
schools but downtown would be okay.” 

Some residents felt that kids would 
spend too much time and money on the 
games despite any restrictions. “I would 
ban them entirely,” said an Amberwood 
dr. resident. ‘‘They’re mindless and a 
waste of time.” 

“Kids are taking advantage of the 
games,’’ said Paul Petrillo of Sylvester 
rd. “They’re not in school when they 
should be and this could be bad for 
society. 

“Restrictions are just a half-way 
measure, either have the games or 
don’t,” said North Border rd. resident 
John Amato. “If people want their kids to 
have them, they can buy them for their 
own homes.” That opinion was shared by 
a Forest rd. resident. “I would oppose 
them even with restrictions,” she said. 
“Enough people have them and children 
spend too much time on them.” 

“I’m opposed to them because I think 
kids would always find a way to use them 
even with restrictions,” said Mrs. Ralph 
Sylvester of Main st. “I think there’s 
enough other things for kids to do without 
wasting time on the games.” 


Plan 

Regulations 

Video game regulations now in the 
planning stages will probably restrict 
hours of operation, limit the number of 
video games allowed in town, and require i 
adult supervision over the gamesplayers. 

A committee of town officials has 
been working to draft video game , 
regulations for about a month, since 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall advised 
the selectmen to adopt a set of video . 
game rules. 

Randall, pointing to two applications , 
for video game licenses recently 
received by the town, told selectmen that 
they should have a set of coherent, 
regulations before allowing or banning 
the games in town. 

According to Town Manager Tom 
Groux, the committee comprised of! 
Groux, Randall, Police Chief John 1 
McHugh, School Supt. William Mac- ; 
donald, Winchester High assistant! 
principal Evander French and Veronica | 
Fiorello, from the town’s Council on; 
Youth -- will come up with a final 
recommendation in about a week. 

Groux said that the committee has not 
settled on the final draft of the 
regulations, but did list a few restrictions 
the committee was considering. ; 

First, he said, video games will j 
probably be restricted to commercially- ■ 
zoned buildings. 

There may also be a limit on the ! 
number of locations allowed to house \ 
video games, Groux said. “For example, j 
there is a limit now on liquor licenses — j 
the town cannot issue more than three 
liquor licenses,” explained Groux. ; 
“There may be a similar limit on video I 
game licenses.” 

And in those locations where video 
games could be allowed, Groux con¬ 
tinued, there may he u limit on tjhe 
number of games. 

‘That ties into whether we are going to j 
have an arcade with 50 machines, or ! 
whether we’ll let a store have only one 
machine, or whether a store can have one 
machine per a certain amount of square 
footage,” said Groux. 

Groux said he didn’t think the town 
could legally restrict the games to cer¬ 
tain age groups in order to prohibit 
school-age children from playing the 
video games. 

But, he added, the town could restrict 
hours of video game use, to prohibit 
playing during school time. 

Of course, Groux added, the Board of 
Selectmen will have the final say over the 
video game regulations, and may change 
the committee’s draft before accepting 
it.

Waste Plant Eats Shortfall To Save Project 


A precedent-setting decision by an 
Illinois firm assures construction of a 
>100 million trash-to-energy complex in 
North Andover to serve Winchester and 
'.’3 other Massachusetts communities 
comprising the North East Solid Waste 
. Committee < NESWC). 

The NESWC contract with UOP. Inc., 
of lies Plaines. III., required that 900 tons 
per day (tpd) of community tonnage be 
under contract before the 1,500 tpd 
project could obtain financing. Hut on 
.June 23 UOP spokesman John Phillips 
announced the company has agreed to 
assume financial responsibility for a 170 - 
tpd shortfall, making possible an Aug. 16 
bond sale. 

Brian Sullivan, North Andover 
executive secretary, said NESWC has 
succeeded because of the steadfast 
determination of members to remain 
bonded together to solve a common 
problem. “This project is a reality 
because communities made the 
necessary decisions to keep the project 
on track. There were times when people 
counted us out because it took so many 


years to bring this about, but the NESWC 
committee has proven the doubters 
wrong. Communities can work together 
to solve common problems,” Sullivan 
said. 

Secretary of Environmental Affairs 
John A. Bewick said of the NESWC 
success, “This project is testimony to the 
cooperative spirit and tenacity of some 
200 elected and appointed officials from 
24 NESWC communities. Because of 
their hard work, 24 communities will 
dispose of their trash in a state-of-the-art 
facility that converts trash into valuable 
energy — instead of into the ground. This 
project means communities will save 
millions of dollars in landfill costs. I 
congratulate them.” 

Bewick said the delivery of a series of 
resource recovery facilities has been a 
top environmental priority of Gov. 
Edward J. King. 

Phillips said the decision by the 
company represents a ‘‘significant 
commitment” but “a manageable risk.” 
The UOP spokesman said besides 24 
communities committing 730 tpd, eight 


private haulers have signed five-year 
contracts to deliver 350 tpd. He said his 
firm is confident additional communities 
and haulers will sign by the time the 
facility opens its doors in 1985. 

Individual NESWC communities must 
now ratify contract amendments as a 
forerunner to the Aug. 16 bond sale and 
September groundbreaking. 

UOP will sell energy to New England 
Power Co. by incinerating 465,000 tons of 
trash annually. The process will displace 
approximately 40C.000 barrels of oil per 
year. 

NESWC, in preparation for the 
project construction phase, has elected 
an Advisory Board and Executive 
Committee in accordance with the 
group’s bylaws. 


Each contract community is 
represented on the Advisory Board which 
will be chaired by Edward J. Scanlon, 
North Andover, and former NESWC 
chairman. 

Those elected to the Executive Com¬ 
mittee include chairman Walter J. 
Tonaszuck, director of Lexington public 
works; vice chairman Donald Marquis, 
Arlington town manager and secretary, 
Sally Kincaid of Winchester. Members 
include Scanlon; Alfred A. Gatta, 
Methuen town manager; Kevin Marston, 
Peabody public services director; Peter 
Boyer, Watertown town manager; Nancy 
Banks, Acton town manager; Kathy 
Cadigan, of Westford and Robert 
McQuade, Andover director of public 
works.

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Need For Paid Health Officials In Town

IVsts of the 16 “priority 
pollutant” chemicals recently 
■ ii.wov ere (I in the landfill which 
had been carted from the MBTA 
construction site in Cambridge 
to Amberwood drive will soon be 
completed. By next week, 
anxious Amberwood drive 
residents will know whether or 
not the carcinogens found in the 
till are present in levels high 
enough to pose a health hazard. 

toxicologists and chemists 
will answer those questions, but 
there are several other issues 
v hich merit attention. 

We can only speculate as to 
what would have happened if 
concerned Amberwood drive 
residents had not followed the 
dump trucks into Cambridge. 

(inly their persistence led to the 


Highlight 

discovery that the source of the 
landfill near their homes came 
from a site formerly used for 
dumping by the W. Ft. Grace 
Company. 

We do not know what would 
have happened if those same 
residents had not pressured town 
health officials for additional 
investigations of the landfill. 
Those test results found car¬ 
cinogens in the landfill — 
chemicals which failed to appear 
in the results of the original tests 
done on the soil. 

And we don’t know what 
would have happened if those 
same residents had not con¬ 
sidered their suspicions valid 
enough to challenge the test 
results done by the Department 
of Enviornmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) — tests 


done by professional chemists 
last fall which declared the fill 
safe. 

The residents who have been 
devoting their private time to do 
the job that should have been 
done by the town’s elected health 
officials should be commended. 
But the town cannot always rely 
on community volunteers for 
health protection. 

The work of the Amberwood 
drive residents, substantiated by 
the test findings, highlights a 
need for paid health department 
officials who can devote more 
time to their important 
responsibilities. As volunteers, 
town Board of Health members 
cannot realistically be expected 
to thoroughly follow through on 
every health-related issue in 


town. Especially, when they may 
have other job responsibilities 
which command higher priority. 

But in these days of hazar¬ 
dous chemicals pollution 
problems of land, water, and 
living things, the responsibility 
of health officials should be 
taken very seriously. 

A paid health official could 
have devoted considerable time 
invetigating the landfill dumped 
in a residential area 
overhanging environmental 
wetlands. If there were paid, 
full-time experts on the Board of 
Health, residents might not have 
had to track down trucks and 
license plates and take turns 
scrutinizing the bulldozing ac¬ 
tivities near their homes. 

Maybe an expert would have 
realized the town needed a fill 


by-law before the fill had been 
dumped on Amberwood drive. 

But even if paid professionals 
with impressive degrees are in 
charge of overseeing the town’s 
health affairs, residents cannot 
necessarily feel comfortable that 
their health concerns are being 
taken care of adequately. 

Personal instincts can be 
very reliable. Although DEQE 
tests taken last fall did not find 
toxic materials in the Amber¬ 
wood drive landfill, recent tests 
done by Energy Resources Co. 
Inc. (ERCO) did. And the ex¬ 
cuses offered by DEQE officials 
for the discrepancy are far from 
comforting. 

DEQE chemist Ed Palowski 
said that it would be too much 
work to test for every single 
dangerous chemical (see related 


story). He also pointed out that 
ERCC tests found chemicals that 
DEQE tests did not locate 
because the detection limits set 
on their equipment were dif¬ 
ferent. Palowski also argued 
that every single square foot of 
landfill could not be tested. 

Those may be valid ex¬ 
planations for test discrepan¬ 
cies, but they are not reassuring 
to those who must live near fill 
and dust contaminated with 
carcinogens. Regardless of how 
small the toxicity levels may be. 

While it makes sense to hire a 
full-time health official, 
residents should also be en¬ 
couraged to share in deciding 
their own destinies. Their fears 
are as valid as those of an ex¬ 
pert.

Sometimes events speak for 
themselves. And sometimes the 
paitieipants and their dialogue 
need nothing more than straight 
transcription to convey a 
message. Such was the situation 
Monday night in this case a 
monologue, when Selectman 
Mark Lombirdi took center 
stage.

Lombardi sharply criticized 
School Committee Chairman 
Roger Bauman and Assistant 
Superintendent Jack Fallon at 
Monday’s selectmen’s meeting 
alter lie had read a request from 
the school committee for an 
additional $6,000 to pay lawyers’ 
fees. 


informed the selectmen that the 
School Committee had overspent 
its $15,000 legal budget. The 
committee requested $6,000 so 
they could take care of payment 
problems with the Braintree law 
firm of Murphy, Lamere and 
Murphy. 

However, Lombardi was 
infuriated that Bauman had not 
heeded a previous request from 
the selectmen to discuss the 
matter. Instead, the selectmen 
received a memo from Fallon. 

“We requested to talk to 
Bauman,” Lombardi shouted. 
“What happened? He didn’t 
want to come? Well, what if we 
refuse to talk to Fallon? He’s just 
a stooge anyway. 

“I say baloney,” Lombardi 
continued, his voice becoming 
louder. “If he (Bauman) wants 


to talk business, then let him talk 
business with us. Does he only 
come when he wants money? 
Why don’t we say to them, ’see 
you later guys.’ 

“Bauman doesn’t realize that 
in this day and age, we need a 
trade-off,” he continued, 
referring to a previous 
suggestion by the selectmen that 
the portable classrooms at 
Mystic Elementary School be 
closed to save $7,200 in electrical 
costs. 

Lombardi told the selectmen 
that the school committee should 
close the portables if they needed 
money. 

“They’re in a jam, so they 
say, ’We’re going to send Fallon 
over,’” Lombardi said. “Who 
are they, the great and almighty 
school committee and we have to 
bow down to them? I say 
baloney.” 

The School Committee had 
discussed the closing of the 
portables earlier this year and 
decided that closing costs would 


exceed operating costs. 

Macdonald defended Bauman 
repeatedly, stating that Lom¬ 
bardi had misinterpreted 
Bauman’s intentions. 

Lombardi, however, read a 
memo from Fallon suggesting 
that the selectmen talk with the 
Task Force on Declining 
Enrollment so the selectmen 
could learn about the com¬ 
mittee’s concerns about closing 
the Mystic portables. That 
suggestion infuriated Lombardi 
even more. 

Throwing down the memo, 
Lombardi shouted, “I’m not 
interested in their study. If it was 
any good, they (the portables) 
would have been closed. 

The recently-formed task 
force will not be reporting its 
findings until November, 

“If they don’t cooperate, I say 
let’s put the squeeze on it,” he 
continued. “Tell Bauman that if 
he’s such a bigshot, we’d like to 
talk to him.” 

Enough said.

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Mass Save Offers Cooling Tips 


Most of us consider an air conditioner 
an attractive asset to fight the sweltering 
dog-days of summer here in New 
England. But given the initial cost of an 
air conditioner or a central cooling 
system, the expense of labor to install the 
unit, and then the monthly bill to pay for 
the energy to operate one, the attraction 
begins to dim. 

Realistically, an air conditioner is a 
hard item to justify vis-a-vis the brief hot 
spells we experience each summer in our 
nook of the nation. The truth of this 
viewpoint is especially brought home 
when we become aware of other alter¬ 
natives to air conditioners, some of which 
utilize 100 percent natural cooling while 
others use minimal electricity. 

These alternatives really are worth 
considering before you make a decision 
to either buy. install or even switch on 
any air conditioner. 

First off, it is a good idea to prevent 
the sun’s rays from turning the interior of 
your home into a baking oven. Several 
options can be helpful in this area. 

They include proper installation of 
insulation in your attic — with the proper 
ventilation. This will help to keep heat 
from escaping in the winter and cut down 
on the amount of heat escaping from the 
attic into the living areas in the summer. 

Shading is another simple, but im¬ 
portant way to achieve summer cooling. 
The use of awnings and shades can 
prevent the sun’s rays from flooding the 
interior of your home. 

The planting of trees and the in¬ 
stallation of tall vine trellises about your 
home can also cut down on the effects of 
the sun. Deciduous plants provide a solid 
sun screen in the summer, but still 
permit you to obtain a valuable solar 
impact in the winter. 

If you are building a sunspace and-or 
solar greenhouse, keep in mind that the 
desired gain of winter can lead to 
overheating in the summer. Again, 
shading and adequate ventilation must 
be considered in their design. 

In all of this, don’t forget to plan for 
good cross-ventilation within the house 
itself. It’s such an obvious way to cool the 
home, that it’s often overlooked. 

If these measures prove insufficient 
or impossible, still other options are 
available for consideration. Humidifiers 


can make the temperatures more 
bearable and at a lower cost than air 
conditioners. 

Don’t forget fans. In circulating the 
air, they also remove moisture and make 
the air dryer and more comfortable — 
and also at a low cost. Small exhaust fans 
are helpful in removing excessive 
moisture from kitchens and bathrooms. 

Moreover, large house fans can 
provide an effective cooling system

depending on the layout of your home. 
However, if you vent directly into the 
attic, make sure the attic itself is well 
ventilated. Otherwise, rising moisture 
can condense there and lead to several 
problems, including fungus growth and 
structural damage. 

The dog-days of summer will always 
be with us New Englanders, but there are 
manv ways other than just air con¬ 


ditioners to combat their heat and 
humidity.

Selectmen Monday night put off a 
decision on whether to sign a proposed 
addendum to the New England Solid 
Waste (NESWC) contract that would 
allow the beleaguered solid waste 
disposal energy creation program to get 
off the ground in slightly revamped form 

Under the addendum, UOP Inc., the 
company behind NESWC, would agree to 
finance the project this summer even 
though its quota of 900 municipal tons of 
solid waste per day has not yet been 
reached. NESWC currently has 730 tons 
per day committed to it by the 24 com¬ 
munities who have signed up for the 
program. 

The addendum provides that each 
member community’s service fee for 
participating in the program will be no 


higher than if the goal of 9(H) tons per day 
had been reached. 

UOP Senior Marketing Engineer John 
Phillips asked Selectmen to approve and 
sign the addendum as soon as possible, 
but the board tabled the matter until 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall has a 
chance to study the proposed addition. 

Phillips also told the board that UOP 
still believes it can meet its original 
quota by 1985, when the program is 
scheduled to begin operation. NESWC 
will sell the energy created by the bur¬ 
ning of the solid waste to area power 
companies. 

“We’re confident that we’ll be able to 
get the additional 170 tons per day by 
1985," he said. “Many communities have 


expressed interest in joining. And we re 
willing to invest additional corporate 
monies in order to get the necessary 
tons.’’ 

The company wants to proceed with 
the financing of the program now even 
though the original minimum tonnage 
hasn’t been attained so that it can 
“keep as close as possible to the schedule 
set last year,” Phillips said. 

Last year, when the NESWC program 
was proposed, UUP set a deadline of 
December 91 for signing up. The original 
deadline was moved back to February 28 
of this year after the program came up 
short of the 900 tons per day mark. It was 
extended again to the end of June for the 
same reason.

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Rotary Club Donates $10,000 To Beautify Center 
Rotary With Trees, Shrubs And Flowering Plants 


The rotary in the center of 
town has become a much nicer 
sight in the last few weeks. And 
fittingly enough, the 
beautification of the rotary was 
made possible primarily through 
the largesse of the group that 
Shares its name : the Winchester 
Rotary Club. 

The Rotary, wanting to give 
something back to Winchester 
residents who had donated 
furniture and other items to the 
club for its furniture bam and 
annual auction, voted 
unanimously last year to donate 
$10,000 to the town for the rotary 
beautification project. The town 
in turn contracted Mahoney’s 
Rocky Ledge Nurseries to carry 
out the project, which was 
completed in early June. 
(Mahoney's also deserves 
thanks for donating $7,600 of its 
Own money to cover additional 
Costs on the project.) 

The credit for coming up with 
the idea of turning the rotary into 
a rock garden — complete with 
spruces, hemlocks, rhododen¬ 
drons and azaleas — belongs to 
Fire Chief Robert McElhinney, 
«the club's project committee 
•thairman, club President 
Lawrence Pasquale said. But the 
idea of doing something for 
Winchester and its residents 
came from the entire mem¬ 


bership, Pasquale added. “We 
felt this project would return 
something to the town in some 
measure,” he said. “We wanted 
to show our appreciation to 
residents for their help. ’ ’ 

The Rotary, made up of many 
Winchester businessmen and 
professionals has been helping 
Winchester residents ever since 
it was granted a charter in 1927 
by Rotary International, an 
organization which has nearly 
one million members in more 
than 150 countries all around the 
world. The club was formed by 
men interested in helping youth, 
the elderly and the less 
privileged, and Rotarians today 
are still “dedicated to service 
above self,” Pasquale said. 

A look at the Winchester 
Rotary’s history proves that 
dedication. Ever since the club 
raised $1,000 for Winchester 
Hospital by sponsoring a United 
States Marine Band concert at 
Town Hall in 1928, numerous 
Winchester organizations and 
institutions have received 
donations — of both time and 
money — from the Rotary. 

In the last year alone, the club 
has given money to such groups 
as the Boy Scouts and the Girl 
Scouts, the Little League, the 
Winchester Girls Softball 
League, the Winchester Drama

Workshop, Meals-On-Wheels, the 
Winchester Historical Society, 
Hospice Inc., Winchester Youth 
Hockey, the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the Winchester High 
School Guidance Department, 
the League of Women Voters, the 


Arlington Boys Club and the 
Mystic Valley Campership 
Program. 

Since the mid-70s, the Rotary 
has also sponsored an annual 
glaucoma screening clinic for 
Winchester residents, and since 


1979 the members of the club 
have held an annual Christmas 
party for underprivileged 
children from the Nazareth Child 
Care Center in Jamaica Plain. 
The widespread support the 
Christmas party received from 


Rotarians the first year it was 
held prompted the club’s leaders 
to make it an annual event. 

The Rotary gets most of the 
money it donates to other 
organizations through the sale of 
furniture and other items at its 
furniture barn on Elmwood ave 
and at its annual auction. The 
auction and the furniture barn 
were born in the 1950s, when the 
club’s members looked for 
fundraising activities that would 
enable them to further their 
charitable endeavors 

The furniture and other items 
for sale are donated by residents 
of Winchester and surrounding 
towns, Pasquale said, but all the 
work at the barn, which is open 
for business year-round on 
Saturday mornings and Monday 
evenings, is handled by Rotary 
members. The club’s members 
donate their time throughout the 
week for such chores as picking 
up furniture from donors 
repairing and restoring it 
lugging it onto the floor of the 
barn and selling it, Pasquale 
said. 

However, he makes it clear 
that his club would be helpless 
without residents’ donations. 
“The people make our work 
possible by their generosity,” he 
said. And that’s why Winchester 
now has a beautiful garden for a 
rotary

New Hoop Coach A Realist, Fundamentalist 
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Experts Divided Over Causes Of Agoraphobia

Imagine being afraid to leave the 
house when a simple trip to the 
supermarket causes you to break out in a 
cold sweat, or when even the thought of 
walking down the street holds untold 
terrors. 

While it’s difficult to fathom profound 
fear, such deep-rooted anxiety lies at the 
heart of agoraphobia, one of the most 
debilitating psycho-social disorders. 

Agoraphobia is defined broadly as 
“fear of open spaces.” Yet, experts are 
divided over agoraphobia’s causes. Some 
maintian the disorder stems from a 
biological chemical imbalance — others 
hold that it’s based on the accumulation 
of phobias, fears centering on objects or 
elements contained outside the home. 

“Everyone has fears,” said Dr. 
Edward Heck, a consulting psychologist 
at Winchester Hospital. “We have good, 
useful fear responses which make us 
avoid things which are hazardous to our 
health.

“All anxiety responses started out as 
useful, but what make them phobic is 
when we get this response to something 
that shouldn’t affect us.” 

Dr. Heck said that, in clinical terms 
agoraphobia is functionally pan-phobic, 
“where so many things affect us that 
even going out of -the house becomes 
fearful.” 

Psychology texts list countless cases 
of human fears. Some people recoil at the 
signt of snakes, others shudder at black 
cats, while still more will have a fear of 
flying in airplanes. In short, whatever 
the object, chances are there’s someone 
in the world afraid of it. 

The two chief schools of thought in 
psychology — behavioralists and

anlayticals — are split over how phobias 
develop. Behavioralists maintain that 
phobias are a learned behavior, a 
reaction to some earlier event which 
caused fear to be associated with it. 
Analytical psychiatrists contend the 
source of phobias rests deeper in the 
subconscious, and are linked to childhood 
sexual fears. They purport that a person 
with a phobia has some internal anxiety 
which has been displaced, or transferred 
onto an object or locale. 

Agoraphobics are often described as 
dependent people, with low self-esteem. 
They worry about being judged by 
others, and are uncomfortable in 
everyday social situations. 

Because of their fears, they base their 
trust in a safe person — usually a parent 
or a spouse. When they are away from 
that person, agoraphobics tend to 
“catastrophize” things, and expect bad 
results from normal actions. 

When agoraphobics are out of the 
house, they’re prone to panic attacks. 
Increased heart rate and shortness of 


breath are common symptoms, along 
with tremors, sweating and feelings of 
extreme anxiety. “The dynamics of 
agoraphobia are the same as any phobic 
reaction,’’ commented Dr. Andrew 
Fichera, chief of psychiatry at Win¬ 
chester Hospital. But while most phobics 
can lead normal lives avoiding the object 
of their fear, the psychiatrist added, 
“Agoraphobia forces people to remain at 
home compromising normal behavior.” 

According to Dr. Fichera, the onset of 
agoraphobia occurs usually in victims’ 
late teenage years, though symptoms of 
the disorder may appear earlier. Women 
comprise the majority of agoraphobis. 

Dr. Heck adds that agoraphobics 
frequently have a “super-sensitive” 
disposition. “They often have difficulty 
coping with society, and may have a 
history of school phobia,” he said. 

Continuing, Dr. Heck said that for 
agoraphobics, the major physical and 
emotional life changes of early adulthood 
clash with the need to contend with 
society at large. These factors can 
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snowball, causing agoraphobics to avoid 
dealing with jobs, school and the outside 
world in general. 

Few agoraphobics seek help on their 
own. Rather, experts contend, most 
agoraphogics consent to treatment of 
their disorder only after prolonged 
urging by relatives and friends. 

Due to the complex nature of the 
disorder, treatment of agoraphobia is 
focused on three techniques. Anti- 
depressive drugs have proven effective

in quelling panic attacks in some 
patients, while supportive therapy and 
behavioral treatment have helped other 
agoraphobics deal with their fears. 

But, Dr. Heck cautions that to correct 
an individual’s agoraphobia, therapists 
must pinpoint the root of the disorder. 
That, he maintains, rests with examining 
why a person is prone to suffer severe 
panic attacks in seemingly harmless 
situations. 

’’Agoraphobia is a functional term, 
but it’s not a good diagnosis,” Dr. Heck 
said. “It has a ring of false precision to it. 

“Agoraphobics are internally 
energized, and you have to get to the 
source of that energy in order to break 
the association between their fear and 
being away from home.”

We’re going to pick up a few things, and 
execute them well. If we execute, we can 
win.” 

Coach Smith does not plan to center 
his offense or defense around just one or 
two players.

“It’s 
important for kids at the high school age 
to play the game regularly,” he ex 
plained. 

Although Coach Smith feels that not 
having any games set up for the summer 
is something of a disadvantage, he plans 
to try to get the players together for some 
games before school opens again in 
September.

“Riding the Wave” of change in the 
1980’s instead of resisting and being 
thrown by it was the theme of an original 
theater piece presented on Friday, June 
25 at Mt. Vernon House.

Margaret Leader, outreach, Marcia 
Burton, curbing street crime; Annette 
Reilly, openess to change; June Hall, 
improving the quality of life; and Paulett 
Taggart, a nuclear freeze. Missing from 
the original group were Isabelle 
Crawford, Audrey DeMaio, Polly Kep- 
pler and Violet Myrvagnis. 

Depicting a society dominated by its 
technology, the group formed a human 
machine with sound and movement in¬ 
creasing in pace and volume until the 
whole structure broke down with a crash. 
To recover from this predicament each 
person received a neutral mask for the 
art of mime; entering the neutral, state, 
each could see beyond personal 
limitations to a new vision of life on the 
planet. One by one, they emerged from 
the broken down machine to break new’ 
paths with a musical background of 
“Oxygene” by Jean Michel Jarre. 

“I need to strengthen my hands,” said 
one holding up a stiff, arthritic right 
hand. “We need healthy people to build a 
healthy world.” She carried out her 
resolve after the group’s first per¬ 
formance w'ith a long delayed operation 
and now has nearly full use of the hand, 
as she continues regular hand exercises. 


Before this theater piece participants 
led the audience in yoga exercises to 
stretch and strengthen the whole body, 
coordinating the movements with 
diaphragm breathing. Some of the 
participants worked in standing positions 
and on floor mats while others sat on 
their chairs to show easier exercises with 
similar benefits. After a “Moon Series” 
of positions accompanied by Norman 
Keene playing DeBussy’s “Clair de 
Lune”, the active yoga ended with 
relaxed deep breathing for everyone.

The HPCFGB did not issue a com¬ 
ment on the decision because, according 
to Public Relations Director Harry 
Castleman, the Council hasn’t received 
an official notification from the Appeals 
Board. 

But Hunter, speaking for the hospital 
administration, applauded the ruling. 
“Obviously, we are all pleased by the 
ruling,” he said. “The main thrust is that 
we’ve got this thing and we are going to 
continue with our renovation program.” 

Hunter does not deny that 
Massachusetts may have more total 
hospital beds than it needs, but he insists 
that Winchester Hospital — and the 
Winchester area in general — has a 
shortage of available beds. 

“If you look at the number of beds and 
compare that with the population, you 
could conclude that the state has too 
many beds." he said. “But the problem 
has always been that the beds are not in 
the right location; they are not in the 
place where they’re most needed.” 

Hunter has said in the past that 
Winchester Hospital is often forced to 
turn patients away because of its shor¬ 
tage of beds. The problem, he has said,

has worsened in the past year. 

The proposed new wing is only a part 
of the hospital’s renovation program, 
which also includes the 305-car parking 
garage now under construction on Maple 
rd. and improvements of existing 
facilities. Construction of the new wing 
should begin on schedule in September. 
The program, which was originally 
expected to cost $17 million, is now 
projected to cost nearly $22.5 million — 
although Hunter said that figure will 
probably rise due to inflation before the 
program is completed in the spring of 
1985. 

The legal fees necessitated by the 
HPCFGB appeal will also push the 
renovation programs’ tax higher, Hunter 
said, although he isn’t sure yet just how 
much of an increase they will cause. 

“We don’t have any figure now," he 
said. “But obviously, whenever you enter 
into things like this there are added 
costs; more consultants fees, more legal 
fees.” 

The price-tag for the renovation 
program is not the only thing that will be 
going up in the next few years. Hunter 
said that the hospital will probably have 
to raise its prices to help pay for the 
program. 

“I suspect that we will have to make 
an adjustment in our rates," he said. 
“But I don’t think we’d be handling this 
any differently than anyone else who was 
entering a construction program. You 
don’t go into a construction program 
without making such plans.” 

However, Hunter said that he 
presently has no estimate on just how 
much patient costs will rise at the 
hospital. That, he said, won’t be known 
for some time. 


sign the purchase and sale agreement," 
Macdonald said. A motion to sign the 
contract was quickly put forward, 
seconded and unanimously endorsed by 
the selectmen. Selectman Mark Lom¬ 
bardi abstained from the vote claiming a 
conflict of interest since both he and 
Murphy are employed by the same firm. 

The final terms of the contract left 
Murphy $5,000 richer than originally 
planned. According to the agreement 
reached Monday, the state will pay 
$275,000 and the town $120,000 to purchase 
the $395,000, 27,000-square-foot lot. That 
is the same purchase price approved by 
Spring Town Meeting. 

Town officials had told Spring Town 
Meeting members that the state had 
agreed to pay $280,000 toward a parking 
facility in downtown Winchester. Of that 
money, $275,000 was going to be used for 
the purchase of the property and the 
remaining $5,000 for maintenance and 
improvements. 

But after Monday’s negotiations, that 
$5,000 will be spent differently. It will

now pay for closing costs incurred by 
Murphy. 

“The only way we would have been 
able to purchase that property now, was 
to assume some of the closing costs," 
Macdonald explained. "This (the 
negotiations) was not an easy process, 
but we felt we did what was best for the 
town. We have gone the extra mile 
because we realized this is a forever 
situation for the town." 

That “extra mile,” however, will 
probably put some wear and tear on the 
town’s highway department budget. 

“We’d prefer to use the existing public 
works department budget for main¬ 
tenance costs and improvements rather 
than go to an additional Town Meeting 
for the money," said Town Manager Tom 
Groux. “The surface conditions on the 
property need work and we’re now going 
to examine the highway department 
budget to absorb those costs." 

“We may not be able to make all the 
improvements we had wanted to," added 
Macdonald. 


At 7:45 Monday night, Murphy told the 
selectmen that he wanted an additional 
$7,000 to cover the interest payments he 
said he did not receive because of delays 
in reaching an agreement. 

“We had expected to have an 
agreement signed by May 10 and now, 
seven weeks later, we still have no 
agreement," Murphy said. “I don’t feel I 
should have to pick up the tab because of 
the delay. I would have had this money if 
things had gone the way you had said 
they would." 

At that point, Macdonald announced 
that “things were a bit thornier than we 
had anticipated" and an executive 
session was called to further discuss the 
contract terms. 

May 10 was the date when the Town 
Meeting appropriation for the lot could 
be legally be spent by the selectmen. 

According to state law, the selectmen 
were legally able to enter into a contract 
with that appropriation five days after 
Town Meeting ended, which was April 29.

Repeated attempts by police officers 
to coax Rodrigues from the water were 
unsuccessful. According to Detective Lt. 
Joseph N. Perritano, the suspect kept 
saying, “If I come out, you guys are 
going to beat the hell out of me." 

Perritano said that police did not dive 
in after the suspect because the water 
was not deep and he was essentially 
trapped. “If that was deeper water, he 
would have come out a lot sooner," 
Perritano said. "We knew we had him, so 
there was no sense of anyone going in 
after him. But just in case the kid went 
under, (Officer) Jack Alford had 
stripped down to his pants. 

Perritano said Rodrigues decided to 
come out of the water after Fire Dept, 
and MDC boats arrived. 

Police then pulled the dripping 
Rodrigues from the lakes and arrested 
him for disturbing the peace. But a 
subsequent search of the suspect led to 
additional charges against him. A solid 
gold watch, a gold chain, and a $100 bill 
was found in the suspect’s pockets. Five 
more $100 bills were found in his socks. 

Beaton and Wright searched the 
Church street area and found a car that 
had been stolen from Somerville Monday 
night. The car contained a quantity of 
stolen items including a dozen hummels, 
and AM-FM stereo radio, a fur coat, a 


silver coin collection, and a sterling 
silver candleabra. Police later deter¬ 
mined that the items came from a 
Medford home broken into Tuesday 
morning. 

Police are still seeking another man 
who they believe was with Rodrigues 
before he was caught. 

“He (Rodrigues) was seen getting out 
of the car by a neighbor who also saw 
another man in the car," Perritano said. 
“We’re certain that he (Rodrigues) was 
looking around for another house to hit. 
We believe their purpose in Winchester 
was to do another house." 

Perritano spent the next 24 hours 
trying to find out Rodrigues’ true iden¬ 
tity. When he was arrested, Rodrigues 
told police his name was Joe Souza. 
Perritano became suspicious when the 
suspect signed his name three times and 
spelled it differently each time. 

While Rodrigues slept in a cell at 
police headquarters, Perritano travelled 
to Boston, Chelsea, Cambridge, 
Somerville, Medford and Woburn trying 
to determine the suspect’s identity using 
his fingerprints. If Perritano had not 
been able to identify the suspect, 
Rodrigues would have been arraigned as 
“John Doe." At 9:30 Wednesday mor¬ 
ning, Cambridge police matched the 
fingerprints to ones taken there 
previously.

broken and backed-up sewer lines caused 
by the recent steady rainfall resulted in 
a build-up of raw sewage to spill into the 
water.

E oint Monday left Murphy with tax 
reaks and interest payments from the 
town until the deal is finalized on Aug. 12.

into Horn Pond Brook for two weeks until 
last week when DPW crews repaired the 
broken sewer pipe. It was repaired as 
soon as the source of the problem was 
discovered. 

Water samples tested last week 
revealed that fecal coliform bacteria 
levels were too high to measure, ac¬ 
cording to Board of Health member N. 
Bruce Hanes. 

Joanne Scott at the Board of Health 
said that the original water samples had 
a bacteria count “far above" 200 fecal 
coliforms per 100 ml., the amount con¬ 
sidered dangerous. 

“A test taken Thursday, June 24, 
however, showed marked improvement. 
Water from the right side of the pond had 
60 coliforms per 100 ml. and water from 
the left side, 16 coliforms per 100 ml. 

“The tests taken last Thursday were 
very good," Scott said. “It’s been very 
encouraging." 

The results of tests taken Wednesday, 
June 30 will determine exactly when the 
beach will open. 

Basically, the beach area and the rest 
has been cleaned up very nicely,” 
Cereghino said. “It’s an incredible im¬ 
provement."

After little debate at a single staff 
meeting last February, Winchester 
Hospital joined an extremely con¬ 
troversial Defense Department plan 
to treat persons wounded in a future 
large scale war. 

That commitment to the Civilian 
Military Contingency Hospital 
System (CMCHS) was made without 
the knowledge of many staff doctors, 
although they would be obligated to 
participate if a war erupted. (See 
related story for details of the CMCHS 
plan). 

When they learned about the plan 
and Winchester Hospital’s com¬ 
pliance, more than half of the staff 

War Plan 
Would Fly 
Injured 
Here _

The Defense Department's un¬ 
precedented plan to organize a 
nationwide civilian hospital system to 
treat military casualties from a large- 
scale future war has divided the 
medical community in Winchester 
and other cities around the country. 

The goal of the Civilian Military 
Contingency Hospital System 
(CMCHS) is to enlist civilian hospitals 
in a stand-by network for short-notice 
treatment of wounded military per¬ 
sonnel. Defense Department officials 
hope to obtain commitments for a 
total of 50,000 beds from selected 
civilian hospitals. 

The controversy among physicians 
concerning the CMCHS focuses not on 
the specifics of the plan, but on the 
motives behind the CMCHS and its 
implications for future warfare itself. 

Supporters of the CMCHS point out 
that available government facilities 
could not take care of all the 
casualties that would result if a war 
erupted. With hospitals set up in

physicians polled by The Star opposed 
the CMCHS and the hospital’s 
participation. And almost one-fourth 
of the physicians questioned said they 
did not know enough about the CM¬ 
CHS to even venture an opinion. 

Hospital administration officials 
defend their decision to participate in 
the CMCHS claiming that the medical 
staff is behind them. 

Recalling the February staff 
meeting vote on the CMCHS, Medical 
and Dental Staff President Dr. Roy 
Johnson said that the majority of the 
Winchester Hospital staff voted in 
favor of the plan. 

“It passed by a majority,” 
Johnson said. “I don’t think too many 
(physicians) were against it, but 
there were so many for it, that a count 
wasn’t needed.” 

A recent telephone survey con¬ 
ducted by The Star, however, in¬ 
dicated that the sentiments voiced at 
the meeting might not reflect those of 
the majority of the staff. 

Twenty-seven doctors, or 32 
percent of the 85-member physician 
staff, were polled and 82 percent of 
those auestioned said thev did not 
attend the staff meeting when the 
CMCHS plan was voted on and did not 
know anything about the hospital’s 
role }n the CMCHS. 

Of all the doctors questioned by 
The Star, 52 percent opposed the 
CMCHS, 22 percent favored it, and 26 
percent said they did not know enough 
about the plan to have formed an 
opinion. 

Regardless of their opinions on the 
CMCHS, all but two of the doctors 
polled by The Star said that, prior to 
the February vote, they did not re¬ 
ceive any information about the plan 
and were unaware that they would 
have an opportunity to vote on the 
hospital’s decision. 

That was not the case at other area 
hospitals. Spme administrators 
distributed literature about the 
CMCHS and solicited opinions from 
their staff physicians before decisions 
were made. Staff members of major 
area hospitals have sharply clashed 
when debating the CMCHS - so much 
so that the hospitals have tabled their 
decisions indefinitely. Still other 
hospitals have set up symposiums to 
discuss the plan and the decision 
process has been a series of on-going 
debates involving the staff. 

But at Winchester Hospital, 82

Summer’s Here: 


Wedge Pond Will Finally Open For 


Swimming Saturday As Pollution Drops

Recreation Department clean-up 
jrews and Mother Nature have combined 
to make Wedge Pond safe for swimming 
again. 

And the swimming can begin 
Saturday. 

Recreation Director Ken Cereghino 
siad the beach will open this Saturday at 
9 a.m., now that Board of Health tests 
have shown the high levels of bacteria 
which closed the pond have dropped. 

“The water is safe and the beach is in 
good shape for swimming,’’ said 
Cereghino, noting that his Recreation 
Dept, crews have had an extra three 
weeks to repair the beach house, clean 
the docks, and rake the sand. 

The Board of Health ordered a delay 
in the opening of the beach June 14, after 
sewage spilled into the pond caused 
bacteria levels to skyrocket above 
measurable levels. 

But according to Board of Health 
member N. Bruce Hanes, tests on June 24 
and June 30 showed the levels of coliforin 
bacteria in the pondwater have dropped 
to acceptable levels. 

“The health hazard is over, and it 
looks like the pond is good for swim¬ 
ming,’’ said Hanes. “The testing has 
shown extremely good results." 

Coliform bacteria is measured in 
colonies per 100 mis of water, and levels 
of over 200 are considered a health 
hazard. “We had back to back samples 
showing well under 200 colonies per 100 
mis,” said Hanes. 

To get the beach, and the water, in 
good shape took time and the labor of the 
Wedge Pond lifeguards — time for the 
bacteria to break down in the water and 
labor to clean up the sewage washed onto 
the beach. 

Three weeks ago, Board of Health 
tests showed coliform counts “too high to 
measure,” Hanes told the Board of 
Health before it closed the beach. 

The bacteria came with sewage 
pouring from an overfilled MDC sewer 
line and a broken Winchester sewer line 
which were dumping sewage into Horn 
Pond Brook, which leads into Wedge 
Pond. 

Eventually, the heavy rains which 
filled the MDC line beyond capacity 
subsided. And two weeks ago, town 
workers repaired the broken sewer line. 

Hanes noted that the Board ofHealth 
had tested Horn Pond Brook above and 
below the former break and at the mouth 
of Wedge Pond last week and found no 
sewage was entering the pond. 

Once the sewage flow stopped, Rec 
Department crews went to work raking

up the sewage from the edges of the pond. 

Hanes said the cleanup effort, along 
with the natural breaking down of the 
bacteria in the water, contributed to 
improving the water quality. 

“Bacteria will die off," said Hanes 
“And the clean-up hastened the opening 
of the pond. It was also important the 
sewage be cleaned off the ground so it 
couldn’t be picked up by hand." 

The three-week delay 

in opening the beaches also gave 
the Rec. Dept, lifeguards a chance to do a 
little extra maintenance on the beach 
house at the pond. Last week, the 
building was repaired and painted by the 
lifeguards. 

“The guards have done a terrific job 
— you wouldn’t recognize the bath 
house,” said Cereghino. “The clean-up of 
the grounds is all taken care of, we’ll 
have the beach turned over this week, 
and we’ll have new sand brought in this

Leukemia Study Finds No New 
Cases But Says Expand Search

The Board of Health’s survey on 
childhood leukemia, released last week, 
has allayed the fears of some parents 
that there are undiscovered cases of the 
disease in Winchester. 

But the study, prompted by parents 
who discovered four cases have been 
diagnosed in town in 19 months, was 
unable to determine whether the cases in 
Winchester were related to the presence 
of hazardous wastes in Woburn. 

The study did suggest a way of finding 
the answer to that question — by com¬ 
paring the results of Winchester’s study 
with those of other towns, to see if the 
abnormally high number of cases is 
normal around Woburn. 

The Board of Health authorized the 
study, done by Tufts University students 
Jeffrey Mark and Janice Guthrie under 
the guidance of Tufts professor and 
Winchester resident Annette MacKay 
Rossignol, after Allen C. Hill of 
Englewood rd. discovered the four cases 
in Winchester. 

Hill, whose son was diagnosed as 
having childhood leukemia (or acute 
lymphoblastic leukemia), told the board 
in September that the number of cases in 
Winchester was five to 13 times the 
national average. 

Hill, and the parents of the other three 
children stricken with the disease, feared 
the incidences of the disease might be 
related to the hazardous waste dump in 
Woburn. 


The state Department of Public 
Health in 1981 reported a possible link 
between that dump and the 10 cases of 
childhood leukemia discovered in East 
Woburn. Two wells serving that area 
were closed in 1979 because the water 
was contaminated with chemicals. 

Winchester’s study began in 
December, when 8,000 cards were sent 
out with the town census asking “Has any 
member of your family under the age of 
18 years been diagnosed as having 
childhood leukemia within the past five 
years?” 

Out of the 5,200 cards returned, none 
revealed any new cases of childhood 
leukemia — which brought some relief to 
the worried parents. 

“We were initially concerned that if 
we knew of four kids, there might be a 
w’hole bunch more,” said Hill. “This 
study answers pretty definitively that 
there aren’t." 

However, the study was unable to 
shed any further light on the reason 
behind the number of cases in Win¬ 
chester — which the study said was five 
times the number a town Winchester’s 
size should have. 

The study said that the fact that two of 
the children lived in an area of Win¬ 
chester near East Woburn “raises the 
possibility that the cases < in Winchester 
and Woburn) share a common cause." 

But the study added that “such an 
interpretation however, is highly 
speculative in light of the small number 


of cases." 

Parents of the stricken children and 
Board of Health members, like the 
authors of the study, were wary of 
drawing any conclusions from the high 
rate of leukemia in Winchester. 

Board of Health member Bruce 
Hanes, in fact, said the results of the 
study eased his fears that anything but 
blind chance led to the high number of 
cases. 

“There are often case grouping with 
leukemia — 1 have the general feeling 
that this is just a statistical aberation," 
said Hanes. “If the study had come back 
and there was a large block of cases, it 
would have caused increased concern. 
But there were only the four cases we 
know of, and there haven’t been any 
since. 

"I don’t want to suggest we’re com 
placent,” added Hanes “As a 
professional, 1 do not have reason for 
concern. But that doesn’t mean we won't 
continue to look into this." 

Hill pointed out that because there 
were so few cases in Winchester "the 
numbers are so tiny that you attach 
statistical significance to them at a very 
great peril " 

But the parents of one of the stricken 
children, David and Cynthia Krumme of 
Wildwood st., said they would have liked 
the study to define exactly how perilous 
the statistics are. 

“The study fails to claim that Win¬ 
chester’s rate is or is not statistically 


significant." noted the couple. “The 
study fails to give any estimate of the 
standard error associated with the 
Winchester rate." 

The study did, however, point out one 
way the Board of Health can continue to 
investigate the chance that the town’s 
rate of childhood leukemia is related to 
the Woburn dump site. 

“The data collected in this study 
might profitably be compared with the 
results of concurrent surveys in 
Burlington and Reading...to determine 
whether the area-wide incidence rate of 
childhood leukemia is higher than the 
national rale," wrote the authors of the 
study. 

"I don’t think that’s a bad idea," Hill 
responded to that suggestion. “Woburn’s 
problem does not stop at the boundaries 
of Woburn." 

Hill noted that in talking to other 
parents whose children, like Hill’s, go to 
Massachusetts General Hospital for 
treatment, he found many of the towns 
surrounding Woburn housed children 
with childhood leukemia 

"The parents at Mass General report 
a number of kids in Stoneham and in 
Reading who have the disease it's 
scary,” said Hill 

The Krummes also said they would 
like to see area towns coordinate their 
efforts in searching out cases of 
childhood leukemia. In Wakefield, they 
noted, they had heard of a number of

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Treasurer Antonelli To Appeal 
Ethics Commissions’ Guilty Verdict 


Middlesex County treasurer Koceo 
Antonelli says the state Ethics Com 
mission’s decision to fine him $5,250 was 
made “under great pressure from the 
press’’ and announced he plans to appeal 
that decision. 

Last week, the Ethics Commission 
found Antonelli, a Swan rd. resident, 
guilty of violating the state’s conflict of 
interest laws in accepting loans for his 
private business from banks handling 
Middlesex Co. accounts. 

The commission found Antonelli 
violated the law when he accepted a $1.95 
million refinancing loan for a Davis 
Square. Somerville redevelopment 
project from the Coolidge Bank and 
Trust Co. of Watertown. 

The commission said Antonelli 
received the loan “for, or because of, his 
decision to open county accounts in that 
bank.” County accounts in the Coolidge 
Bank, and in other area banks, were 
deposited in non-interest bearing ac¬ 
counts. 

The Ethics Commission also found 
Antonelli had violated ethical standards 
of conduct “by repeatedly deciding to 
open or maintain county accounts in 
banks where he was seeking or receiving 
private loans." 


But Antonelli, in a statement released 
this week, said the decision “was totally 
umvarrented by the evidence and will be 
reversed in a court of law.” He said he 
intends “to appeal the decision to the 
Superior Court of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and further if required, 
and the decision will be reversed.” 

Antonelli said the decision was not 
based on his performance as the county 
treasurer, and that pressure from the 
press forced the Ethics Commission to 
decide against him. 

“The Commission reached its 
decision only by the appearance of 
various actions, not by my actual per¬ 
formance,” said Antonelli. “The com¬ 
mission alleged that I tried to influence 
many banks and found me clear of those 
charges except in one circumstance. 

“There was no intention on my part to 
influence banks; I did not use county 
assets for my personal advantage; and I 
or my business interests, not the county, 
must repay any loans,” Antonelli con¬ 
tinued. “I do not know of any banker who 
would approve loans of almost $;t million 
to a politician based on his political 
status.” 


Antonelli concluded that 'I liiuiy 
believe that the state Ethics Commis. >n 
was under great pressure by (lie pH vs. 
that they were forced to return an . i 
verse decision of violation after fourh n 
months of investigation, hearings. \.ul 
the tremendous expense of handling my 
case.” 

In two months of hearings, 
prosecutors called a host of banking 
officials to the stand, and charg *d 
Antonelli had shortchanged Middle* *x 
i’o taxpayers of thousands of dollar? in 
interest. Last year, the county earned no 
money on interest. This year, the coui t\ 
commissioners expect to raise o\ *V 
$600,000 in interest 

It was the investigation of the M d 
dlesex Advisory Board into that lack if 
interest which sparked the Ethics 
Commission investigation. 

Antonelli also pointed out that the 
thought “it is very impressive that the 
presiding, and “sole" hearing officer, a 
priest, the Bev. Bernard McLaughlin, 
who heard the entire case, dissented 
from the decision.”

Winchester residents may recognize 
some familiar faces in new uniforms 
around town as the police department 
has recently added five new patrolmen, 
all of whom are Winchester residents and 
natives. 

Each of the new officers has made 
Winchester his home for at least 16 years 
and each considers himself fortunate to 
be employed by his hometown. While 
two of them said they had difficulty 
adjusting to the irregular hours the job 
requires, they all said they were very 
happy to have fulfilled their goal of 
becoming a policeman. 

Officers Peter Hersee and Lewis Best 
both said they had wanted to be 
policemen for a long time. “I’ve always 
wanted to be a cop because I enjoy 
helping people and this job really gives 
you an opportunity to do that,” said est. 
"I love it; it’s what I’ve wanted to do 
since I was a child,” said Hersee. 

For Lon Elliott, becoming a police 
officer was a family affair. “Both my 
father and my uncle are MDC cops — my 
father is a patrolman and my uncle is a 


captain,” explained Best. ‘‘I just thought 
I’d keep it in the family.” 

Paul Austin explained that he became 
interested in police work through a stint 
in the military. ‘‘I was a policeman in the 
service for the last four years and that 
led into this job,” he said. “I really enjoy 
being out here with the people.” 

Officer William Maggio had to wait a 
little longer than he expected to become a 
cop. The first time he decided to take the 
Civil Service exam four years ago, he 
discovered that it was scheduled for the 
same day that he was to be married. 

“Obviously 1 couldn’t change my 
wedding date which had been planned for 
months, so I had to wait four years until 
the exam came up again,” said Maggio. 
“It was worth the wait. I wasn’^sure if 
I’d like it, but it’s great. It gives you a 
real sense of satisfaction to know that 
you’re doing something for people rather 
than just digging ditches.” 

All five new policemen agreed that it 
is a distinct advantage to work in the 
same town in which they live. 

“Since I live in the town, I know how it 
works and I know what the people are

like,” said Officer Best. 

“It’s definitely an advantage,” said 
Officer Austin. “Although it could 
possibly be a problem having to deal with 
friends, real friends will never put you in 
a position to have to ticket them or 
anything like that.” 

Officers Elliott and Hersee agreed. 
“They (friends and relatives) would 
understand that this is my job and I’d 
have to treat the situation as the law 
says,” said Hersee. “It’s my job and I 
don’t see any problems with my friends," 
said Elliott. “The law’s the law.” 

On the whole, the five were very 
satisfied with their new positions and had 
very little to complain about. “The only 
bad thing is the pay," joked Austin. 
“Seriously, it’s great. I don’t feel like a 
rookie, we’re treated very well. We’re 
given detail, which new officers don’t 
usually get. The only bad part is that 95 
percent of the time, you have to deal with 
people on a negative aspect — tickets and 
such. But the one or two people who you 
see every day on a positive aspect make 
up for it.” 

Both Best and Maggio said the hours 
were no problem for them, as they had 
both worked irregular shifts before. 


However. Officer Hersee disagreed. 
“The only problem I’ve had is the hours 
— they take a little getting used to,” he 
said. 

One issue which several of the new 
officers said they’d like to be more in¬ 
volved in is drunk driving. “I’m 
definitely against drunk driving,” said 
Officer Best. “If I don’t have to drink and 
drive, other people don’t have to either,” 
said Officer Hersee. 

Another issue which interested the 
officers is youth activities. “I used to box 
when I was a teenager and I’d like to 
start some sort of program for kids in the 
future,” said Maggio, “I think it would be 
possible through the department and I’m 
sure it would catch on.” 

“I’d like especially to work with 
teenagers,” said Austin. “So many of 
them are basically good but they just get 
led into negative things like drugs. I’d 
like to work with them and try to get 
them into more positive activities.” 

According to Crime Prevention Kevin 
Mawn, the new officers are not filling 
new positions but are filling vacancies 
left by retirements. “They’ll just bring 
the force back up to its usual level,” he 
said.

Hospital Should Reconsider 
Vote To Join Military Plan

Winchester Hospital ad¬ 
ministrators should reconsider 
their decision to join a con¬ 
troversial Defense Department 
plan to treat people wounded in a 
future large-scale war. 

Hospital officials claim that 
they joined the Civilian Military 
Contingency Hospital System 
(CM CHS) with the backing of 
staff physicians. (See story on 
page 1.) As proof of that claim, 
they cite a February staff 
meeting where they say the staff 
overwhelmingly voted in favor of 
Winchester Hospital’s par¬ 
ticipation in the CMCHS. 

But a telephone survey of one 
third of the doctors on the staff 
revealed that hospital officials 
are not being realistic when they 
claim that the staff is aware of — 
much less in favor of — their 
decision to join the CMCHS. 

Almost every doctor con¬ 
tacted by The Star did not attend 
the staff meeting when the 
decision was made to commit 50 
hospital beds and the services of 
staff physicians to the Defense 
Department plan. Furthermore, 
most of the doctors polled didn’t 
even know anything about the 
plan or the role the CMCHS 
would force them to play if war 
erupted. And some doctors noted 
that attendance at staff meetings 
is very poor. 

Before committing their staff 
to a plan which has provoked a 
great deal of controversy in the 
medical community nationwide, 
hospital officials should have 
made sure that their physicians 


knew what was going on. 

At the very least, ad¬ 
ministrators should have made a 
concerted effort to inform every 
doctor about the plan, the 
arguments for and against it, 
and the time and place of the 
meeting when a vote on the 
controversial issue would be 
held. 

The CMCHS has stimulated 
controversy for a variety of 
reasons. High reputable 
organizations like the Physicians 
for Social Responsibility 
(PSRR) and the International 
Physicians for the Prevention of 
Nuclear War (IPPNW) have 
been very outspoken against the 
plan. 

At the heart of the debate, is 
the question of whether or not the 
plan is designed to prepare for 
conventional or nuclear warfare. 
Although government officials 
insist that the CMCHS is 
designed only to treat war 
casualties from a conventional 
war, critics charge that Defense 
Department officials only 
recently struck references to 
nuclear war victims from the 
plan. 

Supporters of the plan claim 
that it is only meant to prepare 
for conventional warfare. They 
argue that it would enable 
maximum efficiency in caring 
for wounded military personnel 
by supplementing the govern¬ 
ment’s limited military treat¬ 
ment facilities. They stress that 
the plan is merely a preparation 
and would not increase the 
likelihood of a war. 


Critics claim that the CMCHS 
was designed to prepare for 
nuclear war and is therefore 
unrealistic, stressing that no one 
could survive a nuclear war. 
They argue that its existence 
would not only fail to discourage 
a nuclear conflict, but would 
make one more feasible because 
people would feel comfortable 
about the possibilities of sur¬ 
vival. While doctors stress that 
they would never refuse to treat 
any wounded victims, CMCHS 
opponents say they would prefer 
to direct their energy toward 
war prevention. 

At other area hospitals as 
well as other hospitals nation¬ 
wide, the decision on the CMCHS 
was taken very seriously. So 
seriously, in fact, that many 
hospitals have decided to table 
their decisions for lack of 
agreement among their staff. 
Included in that category are 
Massachusetts General and St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospitals. 

But whether or not the CM¬ 
CHS is a beneficial or dangerous 
plan is not at issue here. What is 
important is that many of the 
doctors who will ultimately have 
to participate in the plan have 
not had a say in the decision to 
join or not to join. Many in fact, 
don’t even know what the plan is 
all about. 

Participation in the CMCHS is 
voluntary so it may not be too 
late for Winchester Hospital 
officials to begin the process 
again — this time with the full 
participation of an informed 
staff. 


Dentist Have A Dirty Job 
But They’re Still Good Guys

My dentist thinks I don’t like 
him. Every time I have an ap¬ 
pointment with him, he kids me 
about the way I present his 
profession in the public media. 

Now I wasn't aware that I’d 
ever even broached the topic of 
dentistry in the two years I’ve 
been writing this column, but he 
insists. There are veiled 
suggestions of contempt, he 
says; behind all the humor there 
lurks a sinister if implicit anti¬ 
dental bias. 

The guy's a little insecure, is 
all it is . . . I’m sure it comes 
with the territory. I mean 
anybody who ties people in a 
chair, bibs ’em up like giant 
babies, and the messes around 
inside their mouths for hours at a 
time all more or less against 
their will, mind you - has got to 
know that folks aren’t exactly 
dying to come see him. 

So okay, let’s talk about a trip 
to the dentist’s. Let’s get it all out 
in the open so the nice man who 
tinkers with this set of teeth at 
least will come to know how wide 
and deep these feelings flow — 
and what it’s really like for all us 
failed flossers to pull up outside 
his place of business twice a 
year. 

It starts when you enter the 
waiting room and that smell 
immediately hits you, that minty 
cheerful dentist office smell. 
Ijong before your brain can 
identify it as mouthwash or 
disinfectant or chloroform even, 
your skin says “uh oh”! Dark 
primitive corners of your mind 
start telegraphing SOS 
messages: “Let’s get out of 
here”! The hair stands up on 
your arms. You imagine stray 
teeth scattered like confetti at 
the base of the chair, buckets of 
bloody rags reposing just behind 
the door. 

If you’re me, you plop down in 
a chair and browse through the 
usual pile of magazines, the 
sports magazines, the beautiful 
people magazines ... I stare at 
Victoria Principal, at John 


McEnroe. I try to think about 
television, about sports . . . but 
these people’s lives have no 
common link with my own; I bet 
they never go to the dentist. If 
wealth and fame can spare one 
any of the tedious nastiness of 
life, surely it can spare one trips 
such as this. Hell, John and 
Victoria, they probably don’t 
even HAVE real teeth . . . 

I tap my foot. I listen to the 
music. Always it’s the same 
music in a dentist’s office: the 
FM station, the easy-listnin’ 
tunes, newsless news broad¬ 
casts, weather reports read in 
honeyed voices with all the hard 
edges filed away. “A beautiful 
day here on the waterfront (dong 
dong) . . . where the skies are 
always sunny (scream of 
seagulls) . . . and the music is 
always YOU’’). 

And then it’s my turn . . . 

My vision blurs, a line of 
sweat appears along my upper 
lip. I shuffle resignedly toward 
The Chair. 

The rest is remembered 
through a haze of distortion. 
Recalling the specifics is like 
trying to describe childbirth, or 
the time you almost drowned. 

First comes the Novocaine. 
There’s a sudden stab of pain, 
and then a black cloud, a patch of 
numbness like the inky squirt of 
an octopus. 

You feel yourslef overcome by 
the lack of sensation. You take a 
few chews of your gum; that wad 
in toward the back must be your 
tongue, cringing like a coward 
overby the molars. 

Next they bring in all the 
heavy equipment: the little 
cotton logs they stuff inside your 
cheeks; the razor-like clamp 
they wiggle down onto the of¬ 
fending tooth; and finally that 
thin rubber sheet they stretch 
over everything except the area 
in question. Once that’s in place, 
talking becomes impossible. All 
communications thenceforth 
must be made by gurgles and the 
rolling of eyes. 


At last the drill goes to work, 
whining like a mosquito and 
spraying water all over the in¬ 
side of your mouth — which mess 
is then taken care of by the final 
degradation: that little sucking 
thing that hooks over your lower 
lip and picks up the drill’s 
irrigations, any stray strings of 
blood, and the general super¬ 
fluity of good old-fashioned 
drool. 

While all this is going on, you 
can pretend you’re not really 
there. You can count the holes in 
a single square of acoustical 
ceiling tile, and then try to figure 
out how many holes there are in 
the entire ceiling. You can focus 
on the levels of heartbreak and 
yearning present in the Kenny 
Rogers tune that's playing in the 
background. Or, if you’re like 
me, you can sit up quick while 
the dentist’s back is turned, grab 
a hand mirror, and have a look at 
the excavation site — a mistake 
generally, since it’s nothing but a 
jagged hole, something 
resembling the scene of a 
terrorist raid, or an area that’s 
been taking three days of heavy 
shelling. 

Finally, the whole ordeal 
draws to a close. 

You emerge 90 minutes later 
with a crooked smile. With a 
mouth incapable of producing a 
whistle. With a dead and 
motionless tongue, like a slab of 
calves’ liver that someone sewed 
into your mouth. 

But still, you’re grateful. You 
flash the dentist a lopsided grin; 
say “Thanks a lot, Doc!” And 
generally try to make him feel 
that though you wouldn’t let him 
buy a drink exactly, and you 
certainly wouldn’t want your 
daughter to marry someone like 
him, basically he’s an okay guy. 

It’s a dirty job, all right, but 
after all. . . somebody’s got to do 
it.

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Scholarship Foundation Helps Dozens 
Of Students Continue Their Education

With the cost of a college 
education skyrocketing higher 
and higher, a student is fortunate 
if he or she has a rich old uncle 
somewhere who can help with 
tuition payments. For many 
Winchester High School 
graduates, that “rich old uncle” 
is the Winchester Scholarship 
Foundation, a non-profit group of 
volunteers who award money 
each year to deserving students. 

The Foundation was founded 
in 1945 by members of the 
Winchester Community School 
Association who were interested 
in furthering the education of 
students who ordinarily would 
not be able to attend college or 
post-secondary trade schools, 
according to current President 
Mrs. Henry Delaney. And since 
that time, the Foundation has 
helped to do just that - and the 
amount of money it awards 
continues to increase. 

This year the Foundation will 
be giving about $60,000 to Win¬ 
chester residents. Of that 
amount, about $50,000 will come 
from the Foundation’s own 
fundraising while the other 
$10,000 consists of special 
scholarships administered and 
awarded by the Foundation for 
the town and other private 
organizations. Indeed, 43 people 
who will be entering college for 
the first time next fall — 42 from 
the 1982 Winchester High class 
and one from the 1981 class — 
have already been recipients of 
the Foundation's generosity. 
They have received a total of 
$40,650, with individual awards 
ranging from $200 to $2,500. The 
rest of the available money will 
be awarded later in the summer 
to students beginning their 
second and third years of 
college. 

Simply put, the goal of the 
Foundation is, as Scholarship 
Committee Chairperson Berta 
Swanson once said, “to give 
financial assistance to help 
qualified, deserving high school 
graduates obtain a higher 
education at either a vocational 
school or a state or private 
university or college.” In order 
to be eligible for the Foun¬ 
dation’s scholarships, students 
must either be Winchester High 
graduates, Winchester residents 
who are graduates of the Nor¬ 
theast Regional Vocational 
School or special needs students 
who attend other schools but 
whose tuition is paid by town 
under Chapter 766. 

Applicants must fill out the 
national Financial Aid Form in 
order to get a need rating, and 
must also: 

1. have been accepted at a 
post-secondary school; 2. help 
finance their own education with 
savings from summer jobs; and 


3. have a real financial need. 

The money which makes the 
Foundation's efforts possible 
comes primarily from two 
sources: trusts and donations. 
Donations, whether they come 
from other community 
organizations or from Win¬ 
chester residents, are the most 
important of the two. “We try to 
raise money and we do it by 
appeals,” Delaney said. Each 
year, the Foundation raises 
money through a mailing asking 
for donations; the money given 
to the Foundation comes both 
from individuals and local 
businesses. 

The Foundation also gets 
annual contributions from such 
local organizations as the EnKa 
Society, The Winchester Art 
Association, the Winchester 
Education Association, the 
Rotary Foundation and the 
Winchester High School Parent 
Association. The money the 
Foundation receives from trusts 
also is important: this year it 
was given $10,000 by the Harold 
F. Meyer Trust, of which it is a 10 
percent beneficiary. When the 
money the Foundation raises on 
its own is added to the money 
that comes in for special 
scholarships from such sponsors 
as the Woburn District Court 
Judges Fund or the Old Colony 
Bank, it amounts to a lot of 
financial aid for students. 

What makes the Foundation 
itself possible are the 35 or so 
Winchester residents who 
volunteer their time and energy 
to make the organization tick. 
The Foundation is administered 
by three Trustees, with Harris S. 
Richardson, Jr. currently 
chairman. The Scholarship 
Committee, presided over by 
Swanson, is charged with 
awarding the scholarships to the 
students, while another group, 
headed by John J. Mclnnis, 
handles the annual fundraising 
drive. Without these volunteers, 
the money wouldn't come in and 
it also wouldn’t go out to those 
who need it. 

The Foundation would like to 
give away a lot more money than 
it currently does, and toward 
that end the organization’s 
leaders are looking into ways of 
fundraising other than mailings. 

' ‘We haven’t had any fundraisers 
yet, but we will have to because 
tuition has gone up so much in 
the past few years,” Delaney 
said. “We’ll have to do 
something.” There are no 
concrete plans at the current 
time, but something will almost 
certainly be done. And for the 
time being, Winchester students 
are undoubtedly happy with 
what they — and the town — 
have.

Most Doctors Unaware Of 


Hospital’s Decision 


“That won’t cause a nuclear war to 
happen. It’s a good idea to have a plan for 
any type of disaster. Just having the beds 
available will not make the chances of a 
war any more likely.” 

Dr. George Hazel also dismissed 
claims that the plan would make people 
more comfortable about the chances of 
surviving war and therefore precipitate 
its occurance. 

“Involvement in the plan will not have 
any bearing on whether or not there is an 
atomic war," he said. “Do you think the 
people who will start this will stop and 
wonder how many hospitals are part of 
the plan? It’s not preparing for war.” 

Hazel said that hospitals should go 
along with all disaster plans, regardless 
of the politics involved. 

“If people are hurt, hospitals must 
take care of them,” he said. “That’s their 
only reason for existence. Hospitals 
should not get involved in the moral 
issues. If you’re against smoking, you 


don’t refuse to treat a patient with lung 
cancer and if you see an unmarried 
woman in labor, you can't refuse to help 
her because you don’t agree with her 
morality.” 

“I don’t remember the vote being 
taken,” said Dr. George Ghareeb. “I 
don’t know all the details so it’s hard to 
form an opinion on it, but every hospital 
has an obligation to comply with disaster 
planning. I think every hospital should 
respond to the needs that might occur 
after a disaster or an emergency." 

“I go along with what the staff voted 
on,” said Dr. Amos Guarante. “I don’t 
really remember the meeting, but 
everybody knew about the vote.” 

But many doctors said they did not 
know enough about the specifics of the 
CMCHS or Winchester Hospital’s role in 
the plan, to form an opinion on it. 

“I don’t recall anything,” said Dr. 
Eugene Green Jr. “I don’t want to an¬ 
swer any questions about it until I’m 


more familiar with the details of the 
plan.” 

“I wasn’t there, so I would not like to 
comment,” said Dr. Frank Vernelli. 

“I don’t recall a vote being taken,” 
said Dr. Mark Margiotta. “I’ll have to 
find out what’s going on. ’’ 

“I was not even there for that vote.” 
said Dr. Richard d’Entremont. “And I 
haven’t heard any scuttlebut about it, so 
I can’t make an opinion.” 

“To be honest with you, I can’t recall 
that meeting,” said Dr. Donald Annino. 
“I’d have to know more about it before I 
could comment on it.” 

“I must have been away for that 
meeting because I don’t remember 
anything about it,” said Dr. John 
MacDonald. “Something like that 
probably should have been announced 
gnd literature distributed beforehand so 
people could make intelligent decisions 
about it. But I didn’t know anything 
about it.”

When asked for their opinions on 
Winchester Hospital’s participation in a 
controversial military-civilian hospital 
network to treat future war victims, staff 
physicians responded with questions. 

Doctors wanted to know if the Defense 
Department drafted the Civilian Military 
Contingency Hospital System (CMCHS) 
plan to treat casualties from a nuclear or 
a conventional war. (See related story 
for plan details.) 

Many of the 32 percent of the staff 
physicians contacted by The Star in a 
telephone survey said they did not know 
enough bout the CMCHS to even venture 
an opinion on it. 

Eighty two percent of the 27 doctors 
polled said they were unaware of the vote 
taken at a staff meeting last February. 
Hospital officials say the staff voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of the CMCHS 
at that meeting. 

In addition to questions about the 
specifics of the plan and the role they 
would play in it as a result of their 
hospital’s compliance with the CMCHS, 
doctors were concerned about the plan’s 
implication for future warfare. 

But one thing is certain. Debate on the 
CMCHS would have been considerably 
more fiery at the February meeting if the 
third of the staff contacted by The Star 
had been there. 

•1 must have missed that meeting 
when the plan was voted on) and I have 
not taken part in any discussions in the 
hospital on that subject, but I, per¬ 
sonally. would side with the argument 
that the more you do to prepare for a 
nuclear war, the more you’re preparing 
people mentally for the possibility that a 
nuclear war will occur,” said Dr. Ken¬ 
neth Snell. “You’re giving them a false 
idea of how well we can get through it. 

“It’s always hard to anticipate the 
motives in people’s heads when they 
come up with a plan like that,” he con¬ 
tinued. “It depends on who is asking the 
question and on whether or not by putting 
aside beds, you’re trying to tell people 
that you’ll insure a significant number of 
people will survive a nuclear war. 

“If people are trying to do that, then 
they’re painting more of a rosy picture 
than an accurate one,” he added. 

“No one ever mentioned the vote,” 
said Dr. Ralph Lepore. “I usually would 
have heard about it when I make my 
rounds, but I haven’t heard anything. 

“If someone came in from a con¬ 
ventional war, there would be no choice 
but to treat them like any other patient,” 
he continued. “But to take care of vic¬ 
tims from a nuclear war, I’d have to vote 
against that. It makes nuclear war seem 
more palatable.” 

“I don’t remember that vote being 
taken,” said Dr. Neil Cohen. “I un¬ 
derstand it’s a very controversial issue, 
but it’s possible that I wasn’t at that 
meeting and I have not received any 
literature about it. 

“I can’t speak for the hospital, but my 
own personal feeling is that I tend to go 
along with the thinking that it (the plan) 
just doesn’t seem to be adequately 
supported or really feasible under 
present day systems. ’’ 

“I think I was at that meeting,” said 
Dr. John Marshall. “I think there was a 
very small minority who didn’t think it 
(CMCHS) was a good idea. 

“I don’t think it was a good idea,” he 
continued. “My impressions, from 
available data, is that I’m just not sure 
we should commit ourselves to an open- 
ended proposal. They really don’t say 
exactly what the plan will do. I’d like to 
know that first. 

“I don’t remember whether or not the

percent of the doctors polled did not know 
about or participate in the hospital’s 
decision to join the plan. 

“I didn’t know about the vote,” said 
Dr. Ralph Lepore, reflecting the 
situation of most of the physicians sur¬ 
veyed. “I would think they (hospital 
administrators) could have done what 
you’re doing - polled for ideas or 
questioned as to what the staff thinks 
about the plan. 

“But it sounds like they just poo- 
poohed it as insignificant,” he continued. 

I never heard anything about it at the 
hospital.” 

“Something like that probably should 
have been announced beforehand,” 
agreed Dr. John B. MacDonald. “We 
should have been told and literature 
should have been distributed so that we 
could make an intelligent decision about 
it. 

“But I didn’t know anything about it,” 
he added. 

According to Johnson, Winchester 
Hospital’s decision to commit 50 beds to 
the CMCHS came after the staff en¬ 
dorsement vote at the February meeting. 
“It passed by a large majority at the 
meeting,” he>said. “Every doctor is 
obliged to come to the meeting. It 
(CMCHS) was discussed by the executive 
staff and it was discussed at the meeting. 
There was nothing secretive about it.” 

But many doctors who would be 
participating in the controversial plan 
were unaware of the decision. And when 
informed about it, most doctors polled 
said they opposed the plan. 

Many of the Winchester Hospital 
physicians who knew about the CMCHS 
were primarily concerned about the type 
of w r ar the plan was designed to address: 
conventional or nuclear. If the CMCHS is 
actually intended to aid victims of 
nuclear wars, (CMCHS critics say yes 
and supporters claim otherwise), many 
Winchester Hospital doctors felt that 
while any preparation would be 
inadquate, it might also make people feel 
more comfortable with the idea of 
limited nuclear war. 

Virtually all the arguments against 
the CMCHS are based on the premise 
that the government is preparing for a 
nuclear war. Defense Department of¬ 
ficials, however, insist chat the CMCHS is 
designed for conventional war only. 

Opponents of the CMCHS plan believe 
that the spread and sophistic ation of 
nuclear weapons and the government’s 
discussion of limited nuclear warfare 
and nuclear attack evacuation plans, 
makes it unrealistic to consider future 


hospital supplied adequate data to make 
a tenative decision,” he added. “But I 
haven’t seen a good enough reason to 
support it - not on moral or philosophical 
grounds, but on practical grounds 
because I’m not sure what they are 
really asking for.” 

“i haven’t honestly gotten into any 
conversation about it,” said Dr. Harold 
Wheeler. “I do remember some remarks 
about it at a meeting, but I don’t 
remember that a vote was taken. 

“I think at the time, I thought it was 
not feasible and just couldn’t work,” he 
continued. "The way I see it, if you don’t 
go along with the plan you’re a dog, and if 
you do. you have to agree to a plan you 
may not want to philosophically support. 

“Certainly, all the hospitals in the 
area would be open anyway, so it’s just a 
government scheme to put something 
down on paper," he added. 

Most doctors said that nuclear war 
preparation was a waste of time. 

“I usually attend the meetings, but I 
don’t believe I attended that one,” said 
Dr. George Evans. “The only way that 
would be rational to prepare for would be 
a conventional war. It would not do any 
good to even attempt to prepare for a 
nuclearwar.” 

Evans had mixed opinions on the 
CMCHS plan. “It’s unrealistic to think 
you can lie down like a lamb in a world of 
lions," he said. “But this business bout 
the hospital plan is breast beating - it’s 
not realistic. If they flew in wounded 
people, we’d welcome them into our 
hospitals - with or without a plan.” 

Evans also did not believe opposition 
to the CMCHS plan would affect the 
likelihood of a war. “The way to 
discourage the pentagon is to cut the 
defense appropriations,” he said. 
“Realistically, it may be more important 
to support the military and get them to do 
more rational things than this shadow 
boxing.” 

"I don’t see what good the plan would 
do,” agreed Dr. Anthony Giangreco. “If 
a nuclear war hit the Boston area, forget 
it. We’d all be destoryed. Whether or not 
it’s a good plan, I don’t know, but I don’t 
see the value of it for this area.” 

Dr. Bates also fell the CMCHS plan 
was a waste of effort and called it 
unrealistic. Bates argued that the 
military should direct their efforts 
toward preventing war, rather than 
preparing for it. 

“I guess I missed the meeting 
because I don’t remember any vote on 
the plan, but as far as I’m concerned, we 
can participate in a plan to prepare, but 
we realistically can’t accomplish much 
in the way of handling casualties if there 
were a nuclear attack,” he said. “The 
medical community would be knocked 
out along with everybody else. 

“Let’s go to the other direction and 
work on a nuclear treaty,” he continued. 
“I have not read the plan and I don’t 
know the details, but the public ought to 
be well aware of the fact that there is no 
way we can prepare for a nuclear con¬ 
frontation and it’s ridiculous to assume 
that we can. 

“I think hospitals like Mass. General 
(who have not complied with plan) are 
being more realistic,” he added. “If we 
have any kind of confrontation - even a 
conventional war - 50,000 beds would be a 
drop in the bucket compared to what we 
would need. Let’s face the fact that we 
can’t have an all out confrontation.” 

“I remember that it was brought up at 
one staff meeting, but I don’t recall any 
major controversy about it,” said Dr. 
Andrew Fischera. “I think a few people 
were arguing about it. ” 

Fischera warned that while the plan 


warfare solely in conventional terms. 
Those CMCHS opponents argue that 
rather than promoting an atmosphere 
where people believe nuclear war is 
survivable, efforts should be redirected 
toward preventing war of any kind. 
While critics reject all plans based on the 
possibility of surviving a nuclear war, 
they stress that they would never refuse 
to treat war casualities - regardless of 
how they were wounded. 

Defending Winchester Hospital’s 
decision to join the CMCHS, Executive 
Vice President Conrad Armstrong called 
the arguments about nuclear war 
irrelevant. 

“The plan has met resistance in 
hospitals nationwide as many ad¬ 
ministrators feel acceptance of the plan 
is a vote of confidence for the nation’s 
nuclear arms strategy,” Armstrong 
said. “But to the best of our knowledge it 
has nothing to do with nuclear war. If the 
possibility of a war comes up, you want 
to be prepared for it. 

“The best analogy is having a first aid 
kit available in your home in case you 
need it,” he continued. “Casualties in a 
future war would be greater than ever 
before because of the expanded 
capabilities of the weapons now used. 
Acute care or surgery can’t be done in 
hotels. It has to be done in a hospital 
environment. 

“My understanding is that the plan is 
not meant for nuclear war,” agreed 
Johnson. “I think that in the event of a 
national emergency, we need more 
treatment facilities because the 
government doesn’t have enough to 
handle the problem. 

“I don’t know about kicking out 
patients who are already in committed 
beds,” he contiued. “But in any situation 
where hospital beds are needed, they are 
always given to the most needy.” 

Supporters of the plan contend that it 
would provide maximum efficiency and 
speed in treating casualties from a 
modern conventional war. They argue 
that it is the role of the medical com¬ 
munity to prepare for disasters of any 
kind, war included. And furthermore, 
they contend that preparation for a 
disaster does not necessarily precipitate 
its occurence. 

Many Winchester doctors, however, 
never had the chance to debate those 
arguements among themselves and thus 
influence the hospital’s decision. 

If they had, the survey taken by The 
Star indicates the staff would probably 
not have endorsed Winchester Hospital’s 


sounds like a good means of sup¬ 
plementing military hospital facilities, it 
could have dangerous implications. 

“The military people are saying that 
it would not be for a nuclear war and that 
they would be depending on private 
hospitals to give back-up assurance,” he 
said. “In that kind of a situation, no one 
would be against it, but we don’t want 
them to feel comfortable about getting in 
to a nuclear war, because if that happens 
we won’t be able to do much of anything. 
We don’t want to encourage them. 

“I agree with people who oppose the 
plan because we shouldn’t give anyone 
any reassurance about survival after 
nuclear war,” he added. “If there was 
ever a nuclear war, it wouldn’t matter 
what was done." 

That viewpoint was not shared by all 
the doctors polled. 

“I can’t remember the vote, but I 
don’t see any harm in having the beds 
available,” said Dr. William F. Hannan.

up in organized network such as the 
CMCHS, supporters argue, wounded 
military personnel could receive the best 
possible care. 

Critics, however, say the government 
is trying to prepare for a nuclear war, 
and they therefore dismiss the plan as a 
waste of effort since no one could 
possibly survive a nuclear holocaust. 
(Government officials maintain that the - 
CMCHS was designed only for con¬ 
ventional warfare. But opponents argue 
that it is impossible to consider future 
warfare strictly on conventional terms 

Proponents counter that regardless of 
the political, or philosophical opinions of 
the doctors, they are obligated to par¬ 
ticipate in disaster planning. But op¬ 
ponents to the plan argue that par¬ 
ticipation in the CMCHS would be 
dangerous because it would lull people 
into believing a nuclear war is sur¬ 
vivable. But they also stress that they 
would never refuse to treat wounded 
people — regardless of how they were 
injured. 

Critics of the plan equate compliance 
to the CMCHS with tacit approval of 
nuclear war. But CMCHS supporters 
argue that preparation for a disaster 
does not cause it to happen. 

Participation in the CMCHS is 
voluntary. To date, some hospitals have 
joined the plan, others have denounced it 
and still others remain undecided or 
indifferent. 

Although the government has been 
soliciting beds from hospitals nationwide 
since August of 1980, they have only 
received commitments for 39,537 beds — 
79 percent of their 50,000-bed goal. Those 
39,537 beds are located in 480 hospitals in 
39 communities nationwide. 

Defense Department officials, 
however, say they are not disillusioned. 
“We’re sure we’ll reach our target,” said 
Capt. Sherri Stetson Mannix of the 
Defense Department’s public affairs 
division. “It takes a long time to set up 
something like this.” 

Planning for the CMCHS began in the 
mid-seventies. In a lengthy CMCHS 
explanation packet sent to all targeted 
hospitals in the summer of 1980, military 
officials wrote that “because of the 
technical advances in weaponry and the 
great mobility of armies today, a future 
large-scale war overseas will probably 
begin and end very rapidly and produce 
casualties at a higher rate than any other 
war in history.” Under the plan, 

wounded personnel would be flown to 
those hospitals which have agreed to 


participation in the CMCHS. They might 
even have succeeded in postponing or 
defeating it. 

“If someone came in wounded from a 
conventional war, there would be no 
choice but to treat him like any other 
patient,” Lepore said. “But I’d have to 
vote against a plan to take care of vic¬ 
tims from a nuclear war. 

“The CMCHS plan seems to make 
nuclear war more palatable," he added. 
“I can’t see a nuclear war in any 
situation being beneficial for either side. 
Everyone has to be against it.” 

Many doctors oppose the plan on 
philosophical grounds but feel 
professionally obligated to support it. 
This mental tug of war has left them in a 
quandry as explained by Dr. Paul F. 
Kelley, who also did not know about or 
attend the February staff meeting. 

“I think that for most physicians the 
issue is this,” he began. “We’ll always be 
ready to take care of any problems - that 
goes without saying. But there is a 
philosophical aspect to this. By sup¬ 
porting the plan, you’re sort of tacitly 
agreeing with the country’s position that 
we can win a limited nuclear war. 

“I do have some reservations about 
the philosophical concept of that plan,” 
he added. “It’s a matter of aiding a 
philosophy we don’t espouse.” 

Six of the 27 doctors polled supported 
the hospital’s decision, but only four of 
them recalled the February meeting. 

“I was not at that meeting, but I 
would have voted for the plan because I 
think that hospitals should go along with 
anything that would protect the com¬ 
munity,” said Dr. Donald E. McLean. “It 
is the first duty of any hospital.” 

Dr. Thomas Mulvaney called the plan 
a better alternative to government 
construction of additional military 
hospitals. Government officials maintain 
that they do not have adequate facilities 
to handle casualties of a future large- 
scale war. The CMCHS plan was 
developed to enable the government to 
take advantage of existing facilities, 
according to Defense Department of¬ 
ficials. 

“I wasn’t at the meeting when they 
took the vote,” Mulvaney recalled. “But 
I am aware of the plan because I’m a 
councillor on the Massachusetts Medical 
Society and we discussed the plan. 

"I’m totally in favor of the plan,” he 
continued. “My personal reasons are 
that if there is a land war in Europe or 
South America - and I assume that if 


provide a minimum of 50 beds each on 
short notice. Participating hospitals 
would be reimbursed by the government. 

The medical community is in stormy 
disagreement over the type of “future 
conflict” the government is actually 
perparing for with the CMCHS. And 
therein lies the prime source of con¬ 
troversy. 

Defense Department officials and 
many administrators of participating 
hospitals — including Winchester 
Hospital — claim that the plan is a 
preparation for a conventional war 
only. 

“Since the inception of the idea in 
1975, the CMCHS was designed to provide 
a response to the medical needs and 
casualties arising from a conventional 
conflict,” Mannix said. “Casualty 
estimates are based on wartime 
scenarios using conventional weapons. 
Our biggest concern is that it (CMCHS) 
isn’t and never was meant for a nuclear 
war. 

“We couldn’t address any opposition 
to it as a plan for a nuclear war because 
the plan is only based on medical needs 
arising from conventional warfare,” she 
concluded. 

Conrad Armstrong, Vice President of 
Administrative Services at Winchester 
Hospital acknowledged a nationwide 
resistence to the plan which he attributed 
to a belief that the CMCHS addresses 
nuclear war. But like the Defense 
Department officials, he disagreed with 
those claims. 

“There has been resistence nation¬ 
wide which stems from the plan being 
viewed as a license to wage nuclear 
war,” Armstrong said. “But to the best of 
our knowledge, it (CMCHS) has nothing 
to do with a nuclear war. All the 
literature on the plan makes no mention 
of nuclear weapons.” 

That omission, however, has CMCHS 
opponents worried. In addition to being 
wary of the plan for not mentioning 
nuclear weapons when addressing future 
warfare, CMCHS opponents claim that 
when the plan was originally drafted, it 
did refer to nuclear war but was later 
revised. 

That oft-cited argument against the 
plan stems from a letter written by Dr. 
John Moxley III, former Assistant 
Secretary of Defense for Health Affairs. 
In May 1981, Moxley wrote, “...the most 
likely scenario for a future military 
conflict would be in an overseas area 
using conventional weapons. This does 
not rule out the possibility that such a 


there is a war, it will be for some 
reasonably good cause - American 
casualties will need hospital beds. This is 
a good way for them to get them. 

“I think this is a good plan because 
the alternative is to build huge military 
hospitals and keep them with no one in 
them,” he explained. 

Several other local hospitals were not 
as eager as Winchester Hospital to join 
the CMCHS. And many major hospitals 
in the Boston area are still wrestling with 
their decisions. 

To date, Massachusetts General, New 
England Memorial, Mount Auburn, St. 
Elizabeth’s and New England Medical 
Center have been asked but have not 
joined the CMCHS. Choate Symmes, 
Lawrence Memorial have joined the 
plan. Mount Auburn Hospital has not yet 
reached a decision, but the medical staff 
voted to ask the trustees to reject the 
CMCHS and many physicians there 
signed a statement opposing the plan. 
Newton Wellesley Hospital approved the 
plan, but also issued a statement con¬ 
demning nuclear war. The faculty at 
Harvard University Medical School is 
split on the issue. 

Outside of Boston, the experience is 
similar. At the prodding of the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of San Francisco, 
John R. Quinn, five Catholic-run 
hospitals in California and Arizona reject 
the plan. The stuffs of Stanford 
University and Contra Costa hospitals in 
California have also rejected it. 

The plan has provoked fiery debate 
among physicians at some of the major 
Boston hospitals. 

“Mass. General and St. Elizabeth’s 
finally hd to table their decisions because 
they could not reach a decision on it,” 
said Dr. John Fastore of Calumet rd., 
who serves on the Board of Directors of 
International Physicians for the 
Prevention of Nuclear War (IPPNW) 
and works at Tufts University School of 
Medicine as well as St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital. 

“There may not be a decision on 
this,” said Mount Auburn Public 
Relations Director Peter Gerace. “There 
is controversy about it here. It’s come up 
at staff meetings and it’s been discussed 
privately among the staff. 

Martin Bander of Mass. General’s 
public relations department, said his 
hospital has not yet joined or rejected 
the plan, but Bander would not elaborate 
about the reasons for delaying the 
decision. 


war could escalate to tactical nuclear 
exchange and planning must, of course, 
consider that possibility.” 

The letter went on to outline the 
CMCHS procedures in a limited nuclear 
war. “If there were a tactical nuclear 
confrontation, casualties would be 
decontaminated before being returned to 
the United States for treatment,” Moxley 
wrote. 

That last detail does not appear in the 
official descr otion of the plan nor in the 
thick packet distributed to hospitals. 

“They (the Defense Department) say 
that the plan is not meant for a nu¬ 
clear war, but having gotten the initial 
response that it would include a nuclear 
war, we’re real suspicious of the flat 
denial now,” said Dr. John Pastore of 
Calumet rd. Pastore, a doctor at St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital in Brighton, and a 
member of the faculty at Tufts 
University Medical School, is also on the 
Executive Board of the International 
Physicians For The Prevention of 
Nuclear War (IPPNW). 

Criticizing the plan as an 
“unrealistic” preparation for nuclear 
war, the CMCHS has also been 
denounced by Physicians For Social 
Responsibility (PSR), a 6,500-member 
organization also dedicated to the 
prevention of nuclear war. The American 
Public Health Association and several 
well-known hospitals including those of 
the University of California and Stanford 
University have also denounced the 
CMCHS plan. 

The plan has been endorsed by the 
American Hospital Association, the 
American Medical Association, the 
American Osteopathic Hospital 
Association, and the Joint Commission 
on Accreditation of Hospitals. 

“Although they studiously avoid using 
the phrase ‘nuclear war’ now, there was 
never an attempt to deny that they are 
planning for a nuclear war,” Pastore 
claimed. “When the plan first came out, 
it was implicit in its wording that it was 
planning for a limited nuclear war. We’re 
not fantasizing about this. 

CMCHS opponents also disagree with 
the method of enlisting hospitals into the 
CMCHS. Opponents charge the Defense 
Department with excluding Congress 
and the medical community from 
“adequate” discussions of the CMCHS. 

“Part of the problem is that the 
Defense Department contacted hospital 
administrators first, rather, than ad¬ 
vising the medical community about it,” 
Pastore said. 


“We have been communicating with 
the people at Fort Devons and I don’t 
think it’s fair to comment until we reach 
a decision,” he said. 

At New England Medical Center, 
officials presented the plan to Defense 
Department officials which they said 
would work more efficiently than the 
CMCHS. 

According to Ray Petri, assistant 
public relations director at New England 
Medical Center, that hospital is waiting 
for further communication from the 
Defense Department before they decide 
whether or not to comply with the CM¬ 
CHS. 

“I’ve spoken to the military folks and 
told them that all the university hospitals 
in Boston already belong to an 
emergency system where a single phone 
call can decide where to send a person,” 
Petri said. “1 told the military to ap- 
praoch all the hospitals on a unified 
basis, instead of going hospital by 
hospital. 

The military has not done a thoughtful 
and skillful approach of aligning all the 
hospitals,” he continued. “It’s been done 
on a piecemeal system. ” 

Petri also said the issue has been 
widely debated among the staff at New 
England Memorial. “The staff has 
certainly been notified about the issue,” 
he said. “It’s been discussed at board 
level meetings and there is a wide 
number of politically active doctors on 
the staff with liberal to conservative 
viewpoints so every philosophical point 
of view has been discussed.” 

New England Memorial staff 
members have also discussed the CM¬ 
CHS plan without reaching their final 
decision, according to Ben Jacques, 
director of public relations. 

At Lawrence Memorial, Public 
Relations Director Donna Umana said 
the plan was endorsed without much 
controversy. 

“The way it was presented to us was: 
‘Would you be willing to take care of 
casualties in a war,’ ” said Umana. “And 
of course we would. 

Explaining Choate-Symmes’ support 
of the CMCHS plan, hospital President 
Paul Downey said the administrators felt 
they were obligated to participate in 
advance war preparation for treating 
wounded persons. 

Repeating Defense Department 
assertions that a future full-scale war 
would begin and end very quickly and 
produce more casualties than any other 
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Pastore also criticized the drafters of 
the plan for using physicians to in¬ 
timidate the Soviet Union. 

“If we are tellirig the other side that 
we can survive a nuclear war, then I’m 
against doctors and hospitals being used 
as part of that message," he said. “No 
one can survive a nuclear war. 

“The number of hospital beds they are 
asking for is 50,000 available on short 
notice,” he continued. “You have to ask 
yourself, ‘what kind of a conflict are they 
talking about that would merit that type 
of attention?’ If you read the plan, you 
must come to the conclusion that they are 
not talking about a Vietnam or a 
Falklands war — they’re talking about 
something different.” 

Pastore also said CMCHS opponents 
draw a distinction between opposition to 
the plan and a commitment to treat 
wounded people. 

“As physicians, we’re not used to 
refusing a request to prepare for 
treatment of the wounded,” he ex¬ 
plained. “Basically, the government is 
planning to take care of our soldiers and 
we’re all for it. We just don’t want these 
people going around playing war games 
with the nuclear weapons 

“Physicians are sensitive to an issue 
like this because people have to un¬ 
derstand that our oath binds us to take 
care of patients who need our services,” 
Pastore continued. “But we have to 
communicate our opposition to a plan 
like this because it is not in the best in¬ 
terests of our patients if we become 
comfortable with the idea that we can 
prepare for a nuclear war.” 

Whether or not the plan is actually 
intended to cope with the aftermath of a 
nuclear war, some doctors still maintain 
that participation in the plan gives tacit 
approval to the concept of a nuclear war. 

Supporters of the plan disagree, 
arguing that preparation for a disaster 
does not necessarily precipitate it. 

“We’re planning for a conventional 
emergency and we like to feel that just 
because we’re planning for it and 
preparing for it doesn’t mean it’s going to 
happen or that we’ll make it happen,” 
said Mannix. "This plan could also be 
used in case of a natural disaster which is 
one of its advantages.” 

“The best analogy is having a first aid 
kit available in your home,” agreed 
Armstrong. “It’s there in case you need 
it. Hospitals can be better prepared to 
cope with casualties under this plan. 
Acute care or surgery can’t be done in 
hotels.”

war, Downey said, “Because it is not 
feasible for the Defense Department to 
build, equip and staff hospitals to full 
war-time levels for a war that may never 
occur, Choate-Symmes feels it has an 
obligation to participate in advance 
precautionary planning.” 

Dr. Paul Kelley, who works at 
Lawrence Memorial as well as at Win¬ 
chester Hospital, said that ad¬ 
ministrators at Lawrence Memorial sent 
out questionnaires to find out doctors’ 
opinions on the CMCHS. 

“The trustees asked us whether or not 
we agreed with the plan,” he recalled. 
“There was a soliciting of mailings. I 
don’t recall that it came to a vote, but I 
remember the letter.” 

According to the public relations 
department there, the majority of 
doctors favored the plan and Lawrence 
Memorial subsequently joined the plan. 

At Winchester Hospital, however, the 
CMCHS was only brought to the attention 
of doctors at one staff meeting. 

Nonetheless, Armstrong and Johnson 
both maintain that the decision was 
made with the backing of the staff. 

“The plan was presented at a regular 
staff meeting," Johnson said. “Although 
the decision was not unanimous, the staff 
agreed that it had no objections to joining 
the plan. It was discussed that many 
points of the plan were thought to be 
impractical, but there was no real out¬ 
spoken objections to it that stand out in 
my mind. 

“I don’t think too many were against 
it and I don’t believe a count was taken 
because of the large majority who ob¬ 
viously favored it,” he continued. “The 
entire active staff are obliged to come to 
staff meetings and it was presented to 
the entire staff at one of those meetings. 
We don’t normally get a 100 percent 
attendance though.” 

Some doctors privately stated that 
instead of bringing up the CMCHS plan at 
a staff meeting, Winchester Hospital 
officials should have tried a more 
realistic method of informing the staff. 

“Usually, there is such poor at¬ 
tendance at staff meetings that it would 
be very difficult to get an opinion 
representative of the entire staff,” one 
physician said. “Most doctors only at¬ 
tend the minimum number of meetings.” 

Regardless of their feelings, neither 
the opponents nor the proponents of 
Winchester Hospital’s participation in 
the CMCHS currently plan to try to 
change the hospital’s decision.

abnormalities have all been suggested as 
causes for childhood leukemia. But it 
added that the reasons behind “most 
cases of childhood leukemia is 
unknown.” 

Krumme pointed out that if the in¬ 
cidences of leukemia in Winchester and 
surrounding towns was abnormally high, 
it would point to environmental causes of 
the disease. 

“This would be another piece of 
evidence in the medical mystery,’’ said 
Krumme. “The more hard data we have, 
the more we will learn about the 
disease.”

Contaminated Fill Still 


On Site One Week After Removal Order 


Board Of Health: Get It Out Of Here 


By DAVE LEECO 

Despite last week’s Board of Health 
ruling that the chemically contaminated 
Amberwood fill must be hauled out of 
town, the fill still sits in piles on two 
Amberwood building lots. 

The developer of those lots, Felix 
Pittarino of Pitt Construction, has 
reportedly been out of the state since the 
board issued its ruling July 7. 

Health Director Stephen Weinstein 
sent Pittarino a registered letter this 
w'eek conveying the board’s ruling, but 
said he has received no reply. Calls from 
The Star to Pittarino’s Acton office also 
produced no response. 

The Board of Health ruling came after 
both the Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) and the state 
Department of Environmental Quality 


Engineering (DEQE) recommended the 
fill either be removed or covered to 
protect residents. 

And the EPA’s Pat Hynes, testifying 
before the board, said that of the options 
“the best solution is not to expose people 
to it (the chemicals). And that means 
move it.” 

Hynes noted that the EPA was 
especially concerned with one of the 
chemicals found in the fill ben 
zo(a)pyrene — since the chemical was a 
proven carcinogen. 

And the amount of benzo(a)pyrene at 
the site was three time the levels ever 
found naturally, and 2,000 times the 
amount the EPA felt desirable for long¬ 
term exposure. 

Hynes noted that the EPA con¬ 
centrated its evaluation of the fill on 


benzol a)pyrene because of its potential 
danger. 

DEQE, on the other hand, looked at all 
the 16 chemicals found in the fill. DEQE’s 
Ed Palowski told the Board of Health the 
amount of chemicals found — taken 
together — were 10 times the amount 
which should be found naturally. 

The chemicals were found in the soil 
in tests ordered by the Board of Health 
and performed by EHCO labs in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The Board of Health ordered the tests 
after an outcry from Amberwood neigh¬ 
bors who had discovered the fill came 
from underneath a W.K. Grace chemical 
dump in Cambridge. 

The fill was taken during excavation 
of the tunnel for the MBTA Alewife 
transit station, which is across Kte. 2 


from the Grace plant 

Tests were run on fill from three sites 
on Amberwood drive two owned by 
Pitt Construction and one owned by 
Robert Johnson of Amberwood drive. 
The tests showed traces of 16 chemicals 
in the two sites owned by Pitt, and two 
chemicals, napthalene and bis(2- 
ethylehexyl) phthalate, on Johnson’s lot. 

The Board of Health ordered the 
removal of the fill only from the two lots 
owned by Pitt Palowski noted that 
DEQE’s toxicoligist felt “the traces in 
site A (Johnson’s lot) were in 
significant.” 

In voting to have the fill removed, 
Board of Health member N. Bruce Hanes 
stated “I am convinced there is a 
potential health hazard as a result of 
some of the components in the fill. 


I will make me Vote unanimous that 
the fill be removed,” he concluded. 

The other member of the board voting 

Jeanne Thomas said that she was 
not convinced a month ago that the fill 
was dangerous, but changed her mind 
after seeing the results of the tests and 
talking with EPA and DEQE officials. 

“My feeling at first was, what’s a few- 
mothballs under 20 feet of dirt,” said 
Thomas referring to napthalene, the 
most prevelent chemical found at the site 
and the ingredient in mothballs. 

“But what about the families living 
there.” she continued “What about the 
families living down the hill? 1 have to 
agree it’s not the best material.” 

The board’s decision came after two 
hours of testimony from the EPA and 
DEQE officials and pointed questions 


and impassioned pleas from neighbors 
The meetings began with statements 
from the EPA’s Hynes and DEQE s 
Palowski evaluating tin* results ol tin 
tests performed by ERCO 

Palowski told the board that he bad 
passed the results of the mst on to 
DEQE’s toxicologist, who had m turn 
made a recommendation. 

Palowski cautioned the board that 
although the chemicals found were 
potentially hazardous, “you can find 
them throughout the world. Wherever 
you sample, you’re likely to find traces ol 
these chemicals. You’ll find them in the 
bottom of the ocean, or in pristine 
areas.” 

However, Palowski continued, the

A 14-year-old Hollywood road girl 
drowned Sunday morning in Gloucester 
while her best friend valiantly struggled 
to free her entangled clothing from their 
boat’s propeller. 

Lauren Lavey was pronounced dead 
at Gloucester's Addison Gilbert Hospital 
despite the continuous efforts of her 
friend, police, lifeguards, and Coast 
guard rescue workers to save her. 
Lavey’s friend, Melissa Skates of Central 
Green was treated for exposure, 
exhaustion, and shock and then released 
from Addison Gilbert Hospital. 

“I think Melissa did the most she 
possibly could have to help her friend,” 
commented Gloucester police Sgt. C.R.

Robinson. “There are pretty big swells 
out there (in Good Harbor Beach) and 
the lifeguard said that when she arrived 
on the scene, the Skates girl was doing 
everything possible to help her friend.” 

The accident happened about 200 
yards off of Good Harbor Beach. 
According to Robinson, the two girls 
were riding a 14-foot aluminum skiff with 
a 25-horsepower motor mounted on the 
rear from Long Beach in Rockport when 
the motor apparently ran out of gasoline 
in Gloucester. 

The girls then lifted the motor out of 
the water to check the propeller and 
realized they had run out of gas, 
Robinson surmised. He said they 
returned the motor to the water and 
changed the fuel. When they started the 
motor, however, the shaft flipped out of 
the water because it had failed to lock 
when it was placed back in the water. 

“The boat lunged forward and the 
Lavey girl plunged over the side and her 
clothing got caught in the propeller,” 
said a spokesman for the Gloucester 
Coast Guard. “Apparently, her clothing 
was pulled so tight that it strangled her 
and she drowned.” 

Robinson said that as soon as Lavey 


arrived and cut her free.” 

Gloucester police rushed to the beach 
after Winchester residents visiting the 
area phoned at 10:57 a.m. to report a boat 
in distress. 

‘‘Ironically, it was Winchester 
residents who live on Atlantic avenue in 
the summer who called us.’ Robinson 
said. “After we got there, we called tin* 
Coast Guard. They were dispatched at . I 
a.m. and they arrived on the scene in 
twelve minutes.” 

“They really were moving Iasi.” he 
added. “They went a hell ol a long 
distance — clear across Gloucester!' 
Harbor — in a short amount of time 

By 11:19 a.m., Lavey was on the beach 
receiving CPR (cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation) from a Needham doctor 
who happened to be there. The CPR 
treatment continued during the am¬ 
bulance ride and in the hospital, uc 
cording to Robinson. 

“She had the best of care she possibly 
could have,” Robinson noted “She bad 
CPR as soon as people got to her and it 
was continued from the water to the 
beach to the hospital 

“It was unfortunate as hell, he 
concluded. 


Twelve-Year-Old Rescues Five In Boston Harbor

Twelve-year-old T. J. Foley was the 
only one who could save the five men 
trying to swim in a choppy, wind-swept 
Boston Harbor. 

On Sunday, Foley was cruising the 
harbor near Logan airport in his 13-foot 
Boston Whaler “Flying Lady” when he 
noticed a boat in trouble. 

The roof of the 35-foot charter boat 
had collapsed, sending the five men 
sitting on it into the w'ater. 

According to Coast Guard Seaman 
Chief James Rambus the flying bridge of 
the boat, the “Enterprise”, had collapsed 
due to dry rot while the men were sitting 
on it, watching airplanes land. 

The captain of the “Enterprise”, 
Patrick Houston of Boston, later told 
Foley that the bridge had collapsed when 
iVyn was hit from the side with three 
large waves. 


When Foley, riding in his boat with a 
friend, Angela Luongo of Tewksbury, 
arrived, the men were floating in the 
w'ater, surrounded by life jackets and 
safety rings but unable to reach them. 

“I saw this boat and the roof wasn’t on 
it,” recalled Foley, sitting in his Lin¬ 
colnshire rd. home. “There were guys in 
the water, and the people in the boats 


kept throwing lifejackets toward them.” 

But the men in the water couldn’t 
reach the lifejackets. Nor could the three 
larger boats circling the area get near 
enough to pull them to safety. 

“They couldn’t swim to the big boats, 
but I just went right up with the little boat 
and they could climb right on. ” explained 
Foley. 

“The other boat 1 were just too big to 


get close,” added Foley’s mother, 
Francine, who was cruising nearby in the 
family’s other boat, the :>5-foot “Flying 
Lady Too”. “And the sides ol the boats 
were so high, they couldn’t pull the men 
out.” 


But Foley could. While he 
manuevered the boat around the men, 
Luongo pulled the men on the boat. 


Luongo’s mother, Lois, who was also 
boating nearby, lept into the water and 
helped push the men onto the “Flying 
Lady.” 

The first man pulled on-board the 
“Flying Lady” was unconscious, with a 
cut on the nose suffered when the roof 
collapsed. 

“The captain < of the Enterprise) said 
hew-as very concerned about that man,” 


said Mrs. Foley. “He kept going under 
His son, who was also on the “Enter 
prise”, was in the water trying to hold bis 
father’s head up.” 

Despite the choppy water, Foley said 
he had no problem pulling the men in. 

“It’s a flat-bottomed boat, so it 
doesn’t really rock,” the boy recalled. 
“It’s low, and it has a square front, so 
they could climb right in.” 

Once the men had been plucked from 
the water, Foley waited for tin' arrival of 
the Coast Guard and the MIX’ harbor 
patrol, who had been called from one of 
the ships circling the area 

While waiting for the Coast Guard, 
said Foley, the men were in good spirits, 
joking that “Now we’ve got a con¬ 
vertible” and thanking him for the help 

“But they were saying they would 
never go on another boat,” he added 
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Health Director Wants Action

After receiving his masters degree in 
public health last January and working 
as an epidemiologist at Faulkner 
Hospital for five years, Steven Weinstein 
was ready for a health director’s job 

And when he attended public 
meetings in Winchester about the 
Amberwood fill problem, Weinstein knew 
he wanted that job to be in Winchester. 

“I was attending some of the meetings 
to get to know the issues in town and 
when I saw how interested the people 
here were in community issues, I made 
up my mind to work here,’’ he said. “I 
wouldn’t want to work in a town where no 
one cared about the health issues and 
clearly they care here.’’ 

When Weinstein assumed the position 
as Winchester’s new health director 
Tuesday, he immediately sent thank you 
letters to Amberwood drive residents. In 
the letters, Weinstein thanked residents 
for alerting the town to the potentially 
dangerous landfill and he urged them to 
continue their involvement in health- 
related issues. 

“I was very happy with the reactions 
of those residents to the problem,” the 27- 
year-old Director said. ‘‘A health 
department is'only as good as the people 
who support it.” 

Weinstein not only encourages 
community concern, he views it as a 
prerequisite to a successful health 
department. 

“The citizens are our watchdogs,” he 
explained. “We (health officials) can’t be 
on the streets 24 hours a day, so we rely 
on them (citizens) to help us know what’s 
going on.” 

And there has been so much health- 
related action going on recently, that 
Weinstein has had to plunge into his new 
job responsibilities without time to adjust 
to a new job and town. 

But although this is his first job in 
community health, Weinstein feels right 
at home with the responsibilities of the 
position. 

“There is a lot to learn and get ac¬ 
climated to in community health,” he 
said. “It’s different work than I’ve been 
doing at Faulkner Hospital, but in many 
ways the responsibilities associated with 
being a consultant to a hospital staff are 
similar to being a consultant to the 
citizens in town. 


His experiences during his first few 
days in Town Hall proved Weinstein’s 
preconceptions of his position to be 
correct. 

“This was an interesting situation to 
walk into,” he noted. "The second day on 
the job. I wrote a note to have the 
Amberwood fill removed after 
representatives from the EPA 
(Environmental Protection Agency) and 
the DEQE (Department of Environ¬ 
mental Quality Engineers) said they 
thought the material might be potentially 
hazardous.” 

Along with the Amberwood fill 
problem, Weinstein also assumed his 
new position when the leukemia study 
was released and Wedge Pond was closed 
after it was determined to be unsafe after 
sewage poured into it. 

But all these town problems have 
Weinstein convinced that the town’s 
health situation is working. 

“It’s never too good when things are 
running 100 percent smobthly,” he ex¬ 
plained. “There are always problems 
that need attention and if you dig deep 
enough, you find them.” 

As Health Director, Weinstein plans to 
do a great deal of digging and therefore 
views himself as somewhat of a detec¬ 
tive. Which is not an unfamiliar oc¬ 
cupation for him. 

“I used to be a detective of organisms 
in the hospital and now I’m a detective of 
environmental issues,” he said, adding, 
“although there is a difference between 
having 250 patients and 22,000 citizens.” 

Area industry will be scrutinized 
under Weinstein’s reign. 

“1 want to activate a review of the 
area industry to find out their chemical 
inventory, the safety methods used, look 
into possibilities of hazardous disposal 
and look at their emergency control 
programs,” he said. 

In addition to dredging out existing 
community health problems, Weinstein 
hopes to eliminate problems before they 
begin. 

“I’d like to expand the community 
awareness in preventative health,” he 
explained. “The most important thing is 
to provide education in the different 
areas of public health to prevent disease. 
It’s more cost effective than dealing with 
the problems afterwards.” 

Residents will receive questionnaires 



in the mail soon so that Weinstein can 
find out topics of interest to the town. He 
then plans to distribute free publications 
to interested residents and organize 
seminars. Weinstein said he plans to also 
look into the possibilities of combining 
efforts with surrounding towns and of 
using cable television. 

Armed with his masters degree in 
public health from Boston University, his 
epidemiologist experience, a bachelor of 
science degree from Adelphi University 
and basic expertise in laboratory science 
as a microbiologist, the certified medical 
technologist was looking for an op¬ 
portunity to expand in areas besides 
infections. 

“I’m interested in environmental 
issues and I have a strong interest in 
what’s happening to people,” he said. 
“As health director here, I have a good 
opportunity to do that. 

“I was contemplating whether or not 
to stay in hospitals or branch out in in-’ 
dustry where the financial opportunities 
are better,” he continued. “But what I 
really wanted to do was stay in public 
health.” 

The financial rewards may not be 
tremendous in the public health field, but 
for Weinstein, the personal satisfaction 
makes up for that. 

“I can’t say I directly saved a life, but 
in the back of my mind. I know that 
through prevention, I’ve saved a lot of 
lives, or at least a lot of financial burden 
tor people,” the tall, bearded health 
director explained. “I’m one hundred 
percent happy that I made the tran¬ 
sition.”

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B&M Moves To Abandon Loop Railroad Line

About two miles of vacant land along 
Main street will be available for 
development if state transportation and 
town officials successfully maneuver 
their way through at least a year of 
paperwork without derailing. 

But the land — the Woburn train loop 
cannot be bought from the MBTA until 
the B&M railroad company obtains 
federal permission to abandon the 
property. 

And that could take between one and 
three years.' 

The first step toward freeing up the 
land which runs parallel to and east of 
Main street from Winchester center to 


the Woburn line, came June 23. On that 
day. the B&M railroad company filed 
abandonment papers with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission (ICC to 
discontinue freight service on that line 
If the town did eventually acquire the 
Woburn loop, now owned by the MBTA 
and used by B&M railroad, it would open 
up development possibilities for Main 
street. But all future plans must wait for 
at least a year while all the necessary 
legal processes take place

Abandonment Brings 
Development Options

It’s the real estate opportunity of the 
century in Winchester - a two-mile-long, 
100-yard-wide strip of land running right 
along the busiest commercial street in 
town. 

The abandonment of the Woburn train 
loop would open up this land to 
developers, if and when the town pur¬ 
chases the land and decides to turn it 
over to private interests. 

One stretch of the train tracks — 
running from Swanton street towards the 
downtown — actually has frontage on 
Main street. 

And the rest of the land could be a 
boon to developers who already have 
land on Main street, but want to expand 
their property. 

For example, the rear of John Kup- 
jian’s accounting office on Skillings rd. is 
two steps from the railroad em¬ 
bankment. Kupjian said if given the 
chance, he would love to have the land to 
expand his offices. t 1 

T bought this property with expansion 
in mind,” said Kupjian, noting he was 
spending $18,000 this year to refurbish 
the building. “One of the attractions of 
this building was that I could expand to 
the side or out to the street. 

“But I’d much rather go in back, and 
keep the appearance of the building as it 
is now,” Kupjian continued. “One of the 
problems I’m faced with is that I know 
that at some time, I’ll have to expand.” 

Another person eagerly awaiting the 
abandonment of the loop is Ted Allen of 
Ted Allen Real Estate, who is handling 
the rehabilitation of the T&R Pool 
Building on upper Main street. 

Allen had hoped to put a mini-mall in 
6,000 square feet of vacant space in the 
rear of the building, but found the site did 
not have adequate parking for such a 
development. 

Allen said he could use land now 
covered by railroad tracks to park cars. 


“I hope to take advantage of the space 
to provide the parking space we need.” 
said Allen. “It’is a once-in-a lifetime 
opportunity to provide parking that you 
would not normally expect.” 

Allen added that many other 

developers along upper Main street could 
increase parking, and retail space, 

thanks to the abandonment. The size of a 
commercial business is often set by the 
amount of available parking, since the 
town’s zoning laws require a parking 
space for every 200 square feet of floor 
space. 

“Providing increased parking for that 
area of Main street could make it a viable 
business center.” said 'Allen. “The 

abandonment is absolutely crucial to the 
redevelopment of Winchester center. 

“There are a lot of little pieces of 
property along Main street which are not 
contributing anything to the town,” said 
Allen. “With the abandonment of the 
spur, you can add parking and turn those 
pieces into viable, tax-producing, in¬ 
teresting properties. It’s a God-send.” 

Another who might benefit from the 
abandonment is Jack Coakley, of Parker. 
Lane, Winn Fuel Oil Co. Coakley owns a 
large section of land behind Main street, 
running from Hill street to in back of his 
office. 

“I do think it would help me. I would 
be able to increase the land I own — if the 
town offers it to me and depending on the 
price,” said Coakley. “It would make my 
lot more desirable.” 

Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery envisions that there will be 
more Kupjians, Allens and Coakleys who 
want to take advantage of the former rail 
line. 

“It would help development all along 
Main street — it would deepen all those 
lots,” Connery noted. “But it’s something 
that could take quite a bit of time.” 

And developers will be counting the 
days.

President of operations at B&M. “At this 
point we don’t anticipate any problems 
but that is subject to the reaction we get 
from freight customers.”

responsible for maintenance of the line 
and the MBTA may then decide what to 
do with the land 

Winchester and Woburn officials 
would then have to petition MBTA of 
tieials for acquisition of the abandoned 
right of way. 

“I would think you’d see aban¬ 
donment within a year. Connery 
predicted “But there could be a couple of 
unforeseen problems and the thing could 
be blown up to three years. Then we have 
to begin a negotiating process with the 
MBTA.” 

But Connery noted that he could not 
even guess at how long that negotiating 
process would take as the whole 
acquisition process is a slow one and 
must be done step-by-step. 

“We haven’t even broached the 
subject with the MBTA at all.” he said 
I don’t know how they'll react when I 
say to them, ‘there is an abandoned 
railroad we would like to buy. "

Connery said the town could then 
develop a policy for selling off the land, 
but he would not begin to make any 
guesses on the specifies of the policy until 
negotiations with MBTA officials begin 
“It would all depend on the agreement 
reached with the MBTA.” he said “So 
where you want to get into it as much as 
possible and be prepared, you must go 
step by step or you’ll mess things up.” 

While acquisition of the land would 
open up a wide range of possibilities for 
center development. Connery warned 
that all improvements must be viewed as 
long range projects. 

It (acquisition of the land) would 
help |X'ople develop as it would deepen all 
the lots along Main street, but it’s 
something that could take quite a hit ol 
time.” Connery said. “Anything on the 


up|x*r portion of Main street would bo 
very long term 

It could take three or four years to 
gel tin* property, but it is a long term 
possibility and communities should have 
foresight,” he continued. “We’re pretty 
much on top of the situation.” 

Connery also noted that the aban¬ 
donment of the Woburn line and the 
subsequent acquisition of property for 
communities is not a new process. 

"The area north of the St. Charles 
Church in Woburn all sits on abandoned 
Boston and Maine property." he said 
“The whole line now is 1.82 miles and it 
list'd to he six 

“So we re not shattering precedent by 
tiling for abandonment, we’re just 
finishing up a job that has been going on 
for 20 years.” 


Police And Fire Station 


Could Sit On Tracks

Winchester’s new police and fire 
station may have found a home if the 
town’s plans to purchase the Woburn 
train loop property don’t hit any im¬ 
passes in the next couple of years. 

Boston and Main Railroad filed for 
abandonment of the Woburn loop June 23. 
If the Interstate Commerce Commission 
(ICC’i approves that request, about two 
miles of vacant land along Main street 
will be available for development. That 
process could take between one and three 
years, according to Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery 
and B&M officials. 

Town officials could then negotiate 
with the MBTA to buy the land extending 
from Winchester Center to the Woburn 
line. Although the right of way is used by 
the B&M. it is owned by the MBTA. 

Fart of the Woburn loop property, 
which is about 100 feet wide in most 
places, is a strong possibility for a future 
site for Winchester’s new police and fire 
station. 

Later this summer, the Public Safety 
Building Committee will hire 
engineering and environmental con¬ 


sultants to look into tearing down the 
railroad bridge between Winchester High 
School and Purity Supreme. With the 
bridge gone, the land under the em¬ 
bankment could be combined with the 
public land on the Purity Supreme side of 
Skillings road for the future police and 
fire station. 

“If you could imagine that site 
without the bridge, it would be a rather 
extensive area,” said Public Safety 
Committee Chairman Paul Amico. “But 
that is only one of about five sites we’ll he 
evaluating. There has not been a decision 
yet.” 

“It’s definitely under consideration,” 
agreed Economic Development Coor¬ 
dinator John Connery. “That area 
(where the railroad bridge sits) com- 
binded with the public land would 
provide enough land for the new safety 
buildings for parking.” 

“We hope that when the engineer 
consultants finish their soil tests and the 
environmental evaluation is complete, 
we’ll then be in a position to come before 
the town and make a recommendation on 
some sites for the new buildings,” Amico 
said.

The EnKa Society has come a 
long way since It was founded In 
1902 by six Winchester High girls 
who just wanted to be like the 
boys. These days, EnKa has 225 
active and provisional members, 
all of whom volunteer their time 
and energy to raise money for a 
variety of good causes. And, 
thanks to the annual EnKa Street 
Fair, the society is one of the 
most visible - and popular — 
organizations in town. 

But EnKa’s beginnings were 
quite a bit more humble. The 
name comes from the German 
pronunciation of the letters 
“NK," and the society’s original 
German motto meant "to 
imitate the boys." A group of 
boys had already formed a 
society of their own at Win¬ 
chester High, and the girls were 
just following the other sex’s 
lead. 

However, when the boys 
proceeded to heckle the EnKa 
girls - calling them "end cars" 
— the girls decided to change 
their motto. The new motto, 
which allowed them to continue 
as EnKa, translated into "to live 
up to the sisterhood." And that’s 
what EnKa’s been doing ever 
since. 

The society first gave 
assistance to another 
organization in 1908, When EnKa 
members began sewing 
regularly for the Visiting Nurses 
Association. By 1912, the society 
was taking an active interest in 
the new Winchester Hospital; 
several years later a Hospital 
Fund was established to furnish 
a room at the hospital that was to 
be called the EnKa Room. 

For the next 16 years, EnKa 
continued to help various groups 
and organizations, raising 
money by giving parties, con¬ 
certs and shows and by running 
Movie Nights at the Regent 
Theater in Arlington. Then, in 
1928, EnKa apparently died, the 
victim of a School Committee 
ruling preventing members of 
secret societies from taking part 
in school athletics. 

The room at the hospital, 
however, proved to be the 
salvation of the society. When 
the EnKa room needed refur¬ 
bishing, four years of club 
inactivity came to an end. In 
1932, 85 EnKa members held a 
reunion banquet to raise the 
necessary funds to refurbish the 
hospital room. At the banquet, 
the members voted unanimously 
to reorganize as a senior society 
dedicated to aiding Winchester 
charities. And that h^s been the 
EnKa tradition for the last 50 
years. 

In the last year alone, EnKa 
has given about $27,000 to such 
local organizations as the ABC 
House, the Winchester Red 
Cross, Meals-on-Wheela, the Boy 
and Girl Scouts, the Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation, the 
Winchester Police Department, 


the Winchester School Depar¬ 
tment, the Winchester athletic 
leagues and, of course, the 
hospital. The hospital received a 
$25,000 "Gift of Health." 

EnKa also sends 35 to 50 
Winchester children to day or 
special needs camps each 
summer, which costs the society 
about $10,000. The society’s 
members also provide a monthly 
dinner with entertainment for 
members of the Mount Vernon 
House, and they still help out the 
Visiting Nurses Association with 
both money and time. 

The society raises most of the 
money it gives away at two local 
institutions: the annual fair and 
the EnKa Exchange — a con¬ 
signment clothing shop at 736 
Main st. staffed by society 
members. The fair, which 
brought in $76,000 this year, was 
started in 1935, while the store, 
which has raised $36,000 in the 
last year, began in 1944 on 
Church st. as the "What-Not" 
Shop. 

All 125 active members of the 
society work at the Exchange 
and help organize the fair, and 
provisional members also lend a 
hand. Altogether, EnKa 
President Marcia Saltmarsh 
said, the total membership puts 
in from 9,000 to 10,000 hours each 
year in all the society’s ac¬ 
tivities. And everyone works. 
"There is no unemployment in 
the EnKa Society," Saltmarsh 
.said. "There are job op¬ 
portunities for everyone." 

The society’s members, 
under the leadership of Mary 
Ann Crockett and Aileen Barcus, 
are already planning next year’s 
fair, which will be held on the 
weekend of May 20-21. Mean¬ 
while, work goes on at the 
Exchange, with Nancy Mills, 
Loma Tseckares, Barbara 
Haddad and Jean Donahue in 
charge. Plans are also being 
made for next year’s donations 
to other groups. The budget isn’t 
set yet, but, thanks to the success 
of the 1982 fair, it will probably 
be higher than this year's. "We 
would expect we’ll have more to 
give away," Saltmarsh said. 

EnKa’s activities take up a lot 
of time, but the society’s 
members are dedicated to 
making the group work. "It’s 
very difficult, because we have 
women who are working and 
doing EnKa and being mother 
and wife as well," Saltmarsh 
said. "But it seems that they are 
able to do all three, and most 
want to continue doing this." 

And that’s good, Saltmarsh 
added, because these trying 
economic times demand 
volunteers. “Volunteer 
organizations are probably more 
important now than ever, what 
with Prop. 2.5 and budget cuts," 
Saltmarsh said. "This is a time 
when EnKa can really help the 
police, the fire department and 
the schools, and they look to us." 


The annual EnKa Fair, which 
provides a large portion of the 
society’s funds, raised $76,000 
this year. As is evident in the 
faces of the children, the fair also 
provides Winchester residents 
with an opportunity for fun and 
games. Another fundraiser, the 
Plant Sale at Mahoney’s Rocky 
Ledge (photo below) is a popular 
spring event. 
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Hospital’s Garage Construction Work Infuriates Neighbors

Winchester Hospital is once again 
under attack from its neighbors. 

The latest episode in the on-going feud 
was triggered when workmen delivered a 
crane to the construction site of the 
hospital’s new garage Saturday morning. 

The neighbors considered the delivery 
a violation of a Board of Appeals ruling 
limiting hours of construction activity to 
weekdays from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. 


The incident, coupled with the neigh¬ 
bors’ discovery that the garage had been 
built too close to the property line, and 
the aggravation caused by the dust and 
noise from the construction, spurred the 
neighbors to protest to the Board of 
Selectmen Monday. 

Daniel Chane of Forest st. presented 
the selectmen with a petition from neigh¬ 
borhood residents, and warned them the 
situation between the hospital and the 
neighbors has become “extremely 


volatile.” 

Chane. noting the petition was not 
from the neighborhood study group, 
listed several complaints the neighbors 
had with the construction at the hospital 
There had been three violations of the 
Board of Appeal ruling on the hours of 
work, according to Chane. the latest of 
which occurred Saturday 

Three sides of the building were closer 
to the lot line than required by the Board 
of Appeal ruling, he continued.

Chane also said that noise from roof¬ 
top ventilator prevented residents from 
“enjoying their homes in the summer.”

Winchester Center Parking Plans Are Jammed Up 


Plans to revise Winchester’s parking 
system have hit a snag - the lack of 
money for parking machines to monitor 
the proposed long-term parking lots. 

Selectmen refused to approve 
Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery's parking package Mon¬ 
day night, pointing to the lack of money 
for the machines and several areas of 
parking problems not addressed bv the 
plan. 

But Connery and Economic 
Development Committee member A1 
Vanderbilt promised to return to the 
selectmen with a revised plan which may 
not include the machines. 

Connery told the selectmen that the 
thrust of the plan was to move all-day 
parkers off the street and into three long¬ 
term lots — one on each side of the train 
station and one at the Jenks Senior 
Center. 

By taking the all-day parkers from the 
on-street parking spaces, Connery said, 
“we will increase the turnover rate, and 
in effect give us more parking spaces on¬ 
street.” 

Currently, said Connery, there are 
eight different parking regulations in 
effect downtown — from all-day free 
parking to two-hour metered parking, 
from posted two-hour parking to all-day 
on-street parking. 

Connery said his plan would reduce 
that number to three different types of 
parking. 


First, all on-street spaces would be for 
one hour parking. The spaces would be 
either metered or posted as one-hour 
spots, depending on the result of a meter 
“meter-holiday” experiment Connery 
had planned for Aug. 16. 

For shoppers who wish to stav 
downtown for more than an hour, Con¬ 
nery would set up two two-hour lots — in 
back of the police station and along 
Laraway rd. 

Finally, the town would have three 
long-term lots for commuters, downtown 
employees, or those who wish to stay in 
town for more than two hours. 

One lot would be the Waterfield rd. lot 
next to the Winchester train station, 
which the town is now negotiating to buy 
from Richard Murphy of Dartmouth st. A 
second would be the lot across from the 
Post Office, and the third would be the 
Jenks lot. 

All three lots would be monitored by 
machines similar to those now being used 
in Belmont and Lexington, explained 
Connery 

Parkers would pay for the time they 
planned to park, feeding money into the 
machine and getting a ticket in return. 
The ticket, which would be left on the 
car’s dashboard, would tell police 
checking the lot how long the car could 
stay. 

But the problem with the plan, 
selectman John J. Williams pointed out, 
is that there is no money in the budget to

purchase the machines. 

The November Town Meeting, said 
Williams, would have to approve any 
appropriation for buying the machines. 
And since Connery had planned to im¬ 
plement the parking plan by Aug. 16. 
waiting for that approval will delay the 
plan. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said 
the money for the machines could be 
squeezed from the Public Works budget. 

“We could rent the machines within 
the funds appropriated for Public 
Works," said Groux. “Then we could 
come to Town Meeting in November, 
having run the experiment with the 
machines and the one-hour on-street 
parking, and ask Town Meeting to buy 
the machines or continue leasing them.” 

But Williams retorted that the 
machines, which Connery said were 
encased in concrete and could be 
knocked over “only by a tank.” “don’t 
seem to fit into the nature of an ex¬ 
periment." 

And Selectman Michael Saraco stated 
flat out that “I am not in favor of using 
DPW funds in this manner. I think it’s

machines) is not part of anything we 
discussed at budget time.”

Forced Fill Removal 


N eighbors 

By DAVELEECO 

If it weren’t for the neighbors, 
the chemically contaminated fill 
would probably still be sitting in 
piles on Amberwood drive or 
worse yet, houses would be going 
up on top of that fill. 

It was the neighbors who 
brought the situation to the at¬ 
tention of the Board of Health, 
the press, and the rest of the 
town. 

And it was the neighbors that 
kept fighting to convince town 
officials that the fill was 
dangerous. 

Before voting July 7 to 
remove the fill, Board of Health 
member Jeanne Thomas ad¬ 
mitted that she was skeptical 
that there was any problem at all 
with the fill. 

“What’s a few mothballs 
under 20 feet of dirt," was how 
she described her original 
reaction upon discovering that 
naphthalene, the ingredient in 
mothballs, was present in the 
fill. 

But the neighbors per¬ 
severed. They contacted officials 

Barbecues

You know what’s nice about 
summer? Barbecues are nice 
about summer. 

For some reason, cooking and 
consuming food out-of-doors is a 
terrifically fun thing to do. 

We who clean up the kitchen 
after an indoor dinner probably 
like it the most. We’d hold 
barbecues in December if we 
could anything to avoid those 
greasy broiler pans. 

But there’s more to it than that, 
more than a simple desire to 
eliminate work. 

There’s just something very 
satisfying about dining al fresco, 
something that hearks back to 
our cave-dwelling days, 
probably. It has to do with 
watching the sun go down while 
you gnaw on the day’s kill, with a 
sense of having dominated the 
natural world and come home, 
successful hunter, with three or 
four moist and ready portions of 
animal flesh for the fire. . . . 

Now some folks have the 
family barbecue down to a 
science. They’re the ones with 
the gas grilles — great domed 
things large enough to roast a 
boar in. They’re the ones who 
have a dozen little straw baskets 
to support their paper plates, the 
ones with styrofoam Keep-It- 


in the state Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Engineering and the federal 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. They convinced Nelson 
Lovins, a Thornberry road at¬ 
torney, to plead their case before 
the Board of Health. 

And their perseverance 
brought results. The Board of 
Health ordered the testing of the 
fill testing which ultimately 
showed the presence of 16 
potentially harmful chemicals. 

But the neighbors didn’t quit 
once they had the test in hand. It 
was Amberwood drive resident 
Patsy Schlaikjer who first 
brought the test results to the 
attention of Pat Hynes at the 
EPA. 

And it was Hynes who spoke 
out with the strongest and most 
authoritative voice at the Board 
of Health hearing which resulted 
in the order to remove the fill. 

Winchester’s new Health 
Director, Stephen Weinstein, 
recognized the value of the 
neighbors’ efforts when he sent 
each one a letter thanking them 


Kool Koats to wrap around the 
Pepsi cans. . . . And that’s all 
well and good, to render the 
cookout such an exact science. 

But I prefer our kind, 
somehow. Barbecues of a 
slightly more casual order. 

Our kind are planned at the 
last minute. There’s a mad 
scramble for charcoal and 
lighter fluid. A crooked old grill 
is dragged out of the garage, a 
grill whose ribs are furry and 
thickened with the ghost of 
bygone barbecue sauces. No 
problem. A little purifying flame 
takes care of that, we figure. 

At our kind of barbecue, the 
menu never varies. We have a 
whole chorus line of chicken 
legs, all just this side of cooked 
on the inside, but charred to a 
faretheewell on the exterior, so 
that even the most delicately 
devoured drumstick leaves 
cinders in the teeth. We have 
hamburgers that I, for one, can 
never seem to make the proper 
size; the big round ones droop 
into the fire like all those melting 
watches in a Salvador Dali 
painting; and the smaller 
thicker ones end up as jaw¬ 
breaking nuggets. They look like 
chunks of volcanic rock thrown 
up from the earth’s hot center. 

And finally, of course, we 


for their concern and their ac¬ 
tion. 

The lesson here is that 
citizens cah affect the actions of 
their town government. In fact, 
without the constant in¬ 
volvement of the citizens, their 
government will become 
paralyzed. 

In Winchester, town gover¬ 
nment is nothing more than a 
handful of amateurs - although 
many are well qualified aided 
by another handful of paid of¬ 
ficials. 

Such a group cannot possibly 
keep track of all potential or real 
problems in town - con¬ 
taminated fill being brought in, 
unsafe construction, a poor 
family in need of help to buy fuel. 

Only the citizens, the people 
who watch their neighborhoods, 
day in and day out can discover 
those wrongs. And the Amber¬ 
wood incident proved that 
Winchester citizens don’t suffer 
wrongs lightly. 

So thanks for a job well done. 

And please, keep it up.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The news that Wedge Pond is opening 
again is welcomed, no doubt, by many 
local swimmers, but it would be even 
more exciting to hear that school-age 
youngsters could take advantage of the 
two beaches in town. 

The safety rules seem to effectively 
eliminate from the beaches the school- 
age children who are good swimmers but 
who are unable to swim the crawl stroke 
75 yards non-stop. These children are 
confined to the shallow section of the 
water, where it’s not only less than waist- 
deep, but also full of splashing toddlers. 
Even an underwater hand-stand is im¬ 
possible in this area. At Leonard’s Beach 
the deep end of the pool, about chest-high 
on my son, is off-limits to him for 
swimming or diving because he can’t 
pass the 75-yard test. At neither beach 
can he swim to the rafts — a distance of 
about 10 yards from where he can walk — 
because he can’t pass the test. I’d love to 
hear from other parents who feel the 
rules are a bit excessive. 

While the motivation for the rules — 
the children’s safety — is admirable, the 
application of the rules becomes 
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somewhat arbitrary; if a youngster is 
swimming and diving in the deep end and 
begins to tire out, a lifeguard, instead of 
suggesting a rest, requires the child to 
take the test. That anyone passes the test 
after a strenuous period of swimming is 
marvelous. That most 8 to 12 year olds 
fail the test anyway is an effective way of 
keeping the rafts free of hazards, 
potential problems, and ah yes, swim¬ 
mers having fun. 

I wish the Recreation Department 
would reconsider the entire set up at the 
beaches, perhaps moving the ropes 
further out to give room for 10-year-olds 
to swim, changing the swimming 
requirement for access to the rafts, 
awarding certificates of competency to 
those who pass the test so they won’t be 
asked to repeat it at the discretion of any 
and all guards (my son passed the test 
three times last summer when the 
requirement was 50 yards). I wish too 
that the guards would make an effort to 
encourage the children to have fun, 
rather than creating a police-state at¬ 
mosphere. And I’d like to suggest that if 
absolute safety is the prime con-

sideration they slould put a fence at the 
water’s edge so Uat nobody can get wet.

"Requiring the alility to swim 75 yards is 
to minimize the assists or rescues our 
guards must inaki. It’s not because these 
kids can’t swim it all, but they can get 
tired. We’re not trying to be a police 
state, we want to prevent things hap¬ 
pening before thty happen.”)

Assessors Appoint Reval 
Review Board Members 


The Board of Assessors appointed five 
residents Monday night to serve on a 10- 
member committee to review 
assessments and assessment practices in 
Winchester and make recommendations 
to Fall Town Meeting. 

The new committee members aie: 
Richard Murphy of Dartmouth street, a 
real estate broker in Winchester; Gail 
Burns of Wedgemere avenue, the 
Principal Assessor in Cambridge; John 
France of Woodside avenue, a computer 
programmer: Roberta Augello of 
Fairmount street, an active participant 
in many community affairs including the 
revaluation; and Barbara Petrilli of 
Irving street;, a close follower of the 
assessment situation in Winchester since 
revaluation. 

The committee was formed by the 
Spring Town Meeting in response to the 
public outcry about the town’s recent 
revaluation by Patten Appraisal 
Associates of Maine. 

Town Meeting members mandated 
that five of the committee members 
would be appointed by the Board of 
Assessors, four by the selectmen, and 
one by Town Meeting Moderator John 
Sullivan. The five members appointed by 
the assessors Monday night were the only 
residents who applied to mat board for 
the position. 

Jack Farrell of Pierrepoint road, was 
appointed by Sullivan to chair the 
committee. Farrell has been very out¬ 


spoken in his criticism of the work done 
by Patten ever since he discovered his 
home listed in the wrong neighborhood 

The remaining four members have 
not yet been appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. Only two residents have 
requested appointments from the 
selectmen. The two Frank Lambiase 
of Tremont street, who organized a 
citizen group to protest the revaluation 
and John Kupjian of Lesley road, an 
accountant were interviewed by the 
Selectmen Monday night. Selectman 
Chairman Alan Macdonald told the board 
he knew of a few more interested 
residents and he will invite them to ap¬ 
pear before the hoard at their meeting 
next week. The selectmen said they 
hoped to appoint their four members by 
the end of July 

Although the committee was formed 
after many residents were claiming their 
assessments were wrong, Assessor 
George Andersen noted at the assessors 
meeting Monday that the committee’s 
purpose expands beyond the revaluation 
situation. 

“Town meeting implies that this 
committee came about because of 
revaluation, but actually, their 
responsibilities are broader than the 
revaluation,” he said. “Their job is not 
solely revaluation.” 

"Yes, this committee’s job will be 
quite broad,” agreed Assessor Chairman 
Werner Carlson. 


Canned Tuna Recalled, 
Suspect Contamination 


The Winchester Health Department is 
reminding consumers in the state that 
several brands of canned tuna have been 
recalled by the federal government 
because of the possibility of con¬ 
tamination during the manufacturing 
process. 

The State Department of Public 
Health’s division of Food and Drugs is 
recommending that consumers who have 
cans of the recalled tuna in their homes 
return them to the place of purchase. 
There have been no health problems 
reported as a result of eating any of the 
recalled tuna; however, state health 
officials do not recommend eating any of 
the recalled tuna. 

One recall involves four brands of 
tuna all canned at a Honolulu canning 
plant in 1981 and 1982. These cans of tuna 
may have been punctured during the 
manufacturing process by damaged wire 
baskets used to hold the cans during heat 
processing. These wire baskets are no 
longer being used. 

The cans being recalled were 
distributed under the following brand 
names. Bumble Bee (3 !, .» ounce to 13 
ounce cans) ; Cloverleaf (0 ounce cans) ; 
Coral 3‘.| and 12 1 ounce cans); and, Mid- 
Pacific (6 ounce cans). The recalled cans 
can be identified by the two-line code 
stamped on each can. If the first line of 
the code begins with either a 21 or 22, the 
can has been recalled. 

The second recall announced by the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) involves Geisha brand albacore 
solid white tuna in water and albacore 
chunk white tuna in water. This recall 
was prompted by reports that some of the 
tuna smells and tastes of lubricating or 
machine oil. 

According to the manufacturer, all of 
the 30(H) affected cases were distributed 
in the New England area.

The FDA has classified both recalls as 
Class II voluntray recalls, which means 
that the FDA feels that the probability of 
serious adverse health consequences is 
remote.

Ample Parking 
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Tax Bills Are Going Out Today 

If You Don’t Like It 


Appeal It

While Winchester property 
owners go about their business 
today, clerks in Town Hall are 
busily stuffing and licking en¬ 
velopes to mail out the good or 
bad tax news. 

The Board of Assessors an¬ 
nounced Monday that state 
certification of the town’s recent 
revaluation was obtained earlier 
this week and tax bills are finally 
ready to be mailed three and 
one-half months late. 

Delays in the town 
revaluation job combined with 
furor over assessments caused 
the bills to be late and cost the 
town over $2 million in lost 
revenue, according to town of¬ 
ficials. 

About 900 angry property 
owners contested their 
assessments before represen¬ 
tatives of Patten Appraisal 
Associates of Maine, the town’s 
revaluation firm, after impact 
notices were mailed out last 
February. 

Some of those assessments 
were changed, but many 
property owners are still 
dissatisfied. Those people can 
still contest their bills by filing 
for an abatement. And to make it 
as easy as possible for them, the 
envelopes containing tax bills 
will also contain abatement 
applications. 

Although property owners are 
only required to write down the 
name of the assessed owner and 
information identifying the 
property type and location, the 
assessors urged citizens filing 
for abatements to complete as 
much of the form as possible. 

“While they are only required 
to fill out a minimal amount of 
information, we suggest they be 
as complete as possible,” said 
Assessor Chairman Werner 
Carlson. “That would help us to 
make a decision.” 

Carlson also recommended 
that residents who plan to file for 
abatements do so as quickly as 
possible. Abatement ap¬ 

plications must be filed within 30 
days after tax bills are 

delivered. 

“The faster they get them in, 
the better,” Carlson said. The 
forms may be mailed or per¬ 
sonally delivered to the 


Treasurer’s office in Town Hall. 
A registered letter is not 
required with mailed ap¬ 
plications. 

Abatement applications are 
not public record. According to 
state law, applicants must show 
their property to the assessors 
and provide information about 
expenses and rents within 30 
days of filing for the abatement. 

The assessors may require 
applicants to provide a written 
statement under oath within 60 
days containing the information 
which may “reasonably be 
required to determine the actual 
fair cash valuation of the 
property,” according to law. 

The assessors are required to 
provide written notice of an 
abatement decision within 10 
days after the decision. If the 
assessors fail to act on an ap¬ 
plication within three months 
from the day it was filed, it is 
considered to have been denied. 
The assessors then have no 
further authority to act upon it. 

Although the applications 
themselves are not open to 
public scrutiny, the abatement 
records must be open to public 
inspection and copies of them 
must be furnished by the 
assessors upon request. 

If satisfaction is not obtained 
through that abatement process, 
property owners may take their 
case to the state. Petitions must 
be filed with the state appellate 
tax board within three months of 
receiving the assessors’ notice of 
decision or within three months 
after the time when the 
abatement application is 
deemed denied. 

The assessors may agree to 
abate all or part of the tax during 
the appeal period. 

A dissatisfied property owner 
may appeal directly to the ap¬ 
pellate tax board by filing a 
petition within the appeal period. 
A formal or informal procedural 
hearing must be provided. 

The assessors also have the 
authority to abate part or all of a 
property tax bill if they deter¬ 
mine . the tax bill to be un¬ 
collectible because of death, 
absence, poverty, insolvency, 
bankruptcy or other liability of 
the assessed party to pay.

The American League All-Stars took 
both ends of the town's All-Star 
doubleheader last Friday night. Clob¬ 
bering the N.L. Stars 17-0 in the first 
game, and supressing a late inning N.L. 
rally in the second game to gain a 9-4 win.

In the first game of the doubleheader, 
the A.L. Stars scored early and often, 
with two runs in the first, three in the 
second, five in the third, three in the 
fourth, two in the fifth and two in the 
sixth. 

The Athletics’ Neil Harrington held 
the N.L. Stars at bay, hurling four in¬ 
nings of two-hit, shutout ball. 

Offensively, slugger J.R. Morton stole 
the show with a towering home run that 
Coach Bob Nutile is still talking about. 


In the second inning, Morton stepped 
to the plate and blasted a line shot over 
the fence.

Lahey Expansion Denied 


The Health Planning Council for 
Greater Boston has turned down a 
request by the Lahey Clinic to add 140 
new beds at a cost of $20.8 million. The 
agency’s board of directors voted last 
Wednesday night to deny the Burlington 
hospital’s application for a certificate of 
need. 

“Lahey Clinic is located in an area 
which is already overbedded.“ said 
Health Planning Council Executive 
Director Charles Donahue. “As an 
alternative to expansion, we have en¬ 
couraged Lahey to develop 
arrangements with other hospitals to 
accomodate Lahey patients.” 


Donahue said that some hospitals in 
the area have already indicated a 
willingness to contract with Lahey for 
the use of their beds. 

In related action, the planning council 
approved part of a $21.5 million ex¬ 
pansion at Emerson Hospital in Concord, 
on condition that the hospital reserve up 
to30 beds for patients from Lahey Clinic. 

The Health Planning Council’s ace 
tions will be forwarded as formal 
recommendations to the state Public 
Health Council, which has final say on 
whether the hospital expansion projects 
receive certificates of need.

LEASES AND TENANCIES 


A buyer of property 
should use extreme care 
When checking over a 
contract. Reading it is 
not enough . . . the im¬ 
portant thing is to un¬ 
derstand the various 
terms and phrases that 
are used. When buying 
income property, forex- 
ample, the contract 
may have something in 
it to the effect that the 
title will be accepted 
subject to existing leas¬ 
es and tenancies. 

When and if you see 
this phrase, a "STOP" 
sign should pop into 
your head! Don't sign 
until you get some infor¬ 
mation, or to be more 
specific, find out the 
when, who, and how- 
much regarding those 
tenancies and leases. 


Ask for data concerning 
the rental amounts, 
dates, and names of the 
tenants which would be 
shown either in the con¬ 
tract or on a separate 
sheet. Find out about 
options, too, concerning 
the purchase of the 
property and-or renewal 
of leases.

Program Helps 
Winchester Youth 
Find Employment 

Despite the rising rate ol unem¬ 
ployment, the Youth Career Develop¬ 
ment Corps, a program of the Medford 
Community Center, continues to ex¬ 
perience success in directing Winchester 
youth full-time, unsubsidized em¬ 
ployment. So far in 1982, participants in 
the program have gone to work in a wide 
variety of jobs. 

“Our program," says instructor 
Vincent Calderone, “is designed to get 
youth started in a career direction, not 
just to get them a job. In these times, 
sometimes they have to lower their 
sights a little, but we encourage them to 
keep their long-range goals in mind. 
Even if they have to start lower than they 
would like, we try to direct the people to 
work with to entry level positions that 
can move them in the direction that they 
want to go.” 

Calderone teaches the lour week 
seminar portion of the program, which is 
accredited by Bunker Hill Community 
College. During this part of the program, 
participants are paid minimum wage for 
twenty hours per week of classroom 
work; also available for each participant 
is an On-Job-Training allotment, 
allowing the program to reimburse 
training employers for up to half of the 
youth’s first nine weeks of wages in 
return for training. 

Past participants in the program have 
found employment in such diverse oc¬ 
cupations as electronics assembly, sales, 
management, child care, receptionists, 
nurse’s aides, and an assortment of other 
types of work.

Consent Forms Save Lives 


In hospital emergency cases involving 
minors, precious moments are 
frequently lost due to the inability of 
medical personnel to locate a child’s 
parents. 

This potentially dangerous situation 
can occur because hospitals are legally 
prevented from administering treatment 
without a parent's consent. 

To address this problem, Winchester 
Hospital reminds area residents that 
when they leave their children in the care 
of a friend, relative or sitter, parents 
should also provide their child’s tent 
porary guardian xvith a completed 
“parents’ medical treatment consent 
form.” 


The parents' completed form, xvhen 
brought to the hospital iu the event of an 
emergency, ensures that a child will 
receive appropriate medical treatment 
quickly and responsibly. 

The consent form should he completed 
and signed by one or both parents and 
witnessed hy a third party either a 
neighbor, friend or relative and given 
to the person in whose care the child has 
been left. A separate! form must be filled 
out for each minor child. 

Parents’ consent form can he ob¬ 
tained from several locations in Win¬ 
chester Hospital: at the main lobby in¬ 
formation desk, in the emergency room, 
ot hy calling the community relations 
department.

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Selectmen Push For Suit Against Patten 


The selectmen are pushing the Board 
of Assessors to sue Patten Associates for 
delays in completing the town’s 
assessment — delays which have cost the 
town more than $2 million in lost 
revenues. 

The selectmen are angry over the loss 
of revenues, and wasted little time in 
telling the assessors Monday night that 
they feel Patten should be sued under a 
contract clause calling for a penalty for 
each day Patten was late in completing 
the revaluation. The deadline for the 
revaluation was last October. 

“I’m ready for suing,” said Select¬ 
man Michael Saraco. “We must ask 
ourselves, ‘When are we going to take 
legal action and get back some money for 
our taxpayers?”’ 

Saraco’s cries were echoed by the 
majority of the board of selectmen, as 
Selectman John J. Williams, Alan 
Macdonald and Edward O’Connell 
pushed for a suit. 

“As of this moment, I have to sit down 
with Mr. Saraco,’’ said O’Connell. 
“There is something here that goes 
beyond dollars — something called 
principle. And I for one thought Mr. 
Patten’s performance at the public 
hearing was outrageous.” 

Williams, however, had nothing but 
the lost revenues in mind. Williams, 
normally the most reserved member of 
the board, could barely contain his anger 
as he spoke of the money lost. 

The town has had to borrow $4.4 
million — at an interest cost of $30,000 — 
to pay its bills while waiting for the taxes 
to come in. And thousands more have 
been lost because the town could not 


invest its tax revenues at a profit. 
Assessor Chairman Werner Carlson said 
Monday that comptroller A1 Faggiano 
estimated the town lost $900,000 in 
revenues in May, and another $1 million 
in June. 

“The town has suffered what I con¬ 
sider a severe financial loss — in excess 
of the price of the entire contract with 
Patten,” stated Williams, voice shaking 
with rage. 

To strengthen their position in a suit, 
the selectmen said they would continue to 


withhold payment of $3,000 to Patten, as 
well as the final 10 percent payment — 
$17,000 — on the contract. 

The assessors authorized the $3,000 
payment June 21. Carlson told selectmen 
they had approved the check because 
“we felt the job had been done, and 
partly because we wanted to help Patten 
with ongoing expenses.” 

Carlson explained that Finnegan 
Associates, Patten’s computer sub-' 
contractor, was still waiting for 
payments from Patten. 


‘We thought Finnegan had done „ 
pretty good job for us," said Carlson. 
“By paying Patten, we thought we could 
get some money to Finnegan, although I 
don’t have any control over sub¬ 
contractors.” 

But the selectmen refused to release 
the money — although last year the 
selectmen decided to pay Patten bills 
even though the revaluation was late. 

But Selectman Chairman Alan 
Macdonald said the only reason select¬ 
men paid the bill was to make sure 


Patten didn’t use lack of funds as an 
excuse to delay the revaluation further. 

“If it weren’t for the feeling that we 
would jeopardize our own case, we would 
have withheld money a year ago," said 
Macdonald. 

“Now we’ve reached the furthest 
point we can go with Patten,” said 
Macdonald. “We can withhold the money 
without hurting our position.” 

Carlson told the board that if they 
were going to withhold the money, they 
should soon make the decision whether to 


sue Patten or not. 

“You have to make the decision very, 
very soon,” said Carlson. To continue to 
withhold the money without having made 
a decision, he added, wasn’t “right.” 

Macdonald turned the decision back 
to the assessors. 

“We’re holding the money until we 
hear from you,” said Macdonald. “If the 
case isn’t there, we obviously don’t want 
to bring suit. But if the case is there, we 
certainly do — and we want to bring it 
soon.”

chemicals found in the Amberwood fill 
were in amounts 10 times greater than 
would be found at the bottom of the ocean 
or in pristine areas. 

“This would indicate we have a more 
direct source of contamination,” 
Palowski continued. “And while the 
concentrations are low, we recommend 
the Board of Health take action.” 

Palowski had three suggestions for 
neutralizing the danger from the fill. 

Since the chemicals in the fill break 
down quickly when exposed to air or 
sunlight, Palowski said, the Board could 
have the fill turned over regularly for six 
months, thereby exposing all the fill to 
sunlight. 

Or, he continued, the fill could be 
covered, so to minimize the chances of 
anyone coming in contact with the 
chemicals. Since all the chemicals had a 
low solubility he said, the chemicals 
would not move from the fill. 

Or, he said, the fill could be removed. 

Hynes then gave her report, which 


was also prepared by an EPA 
toxicologist. The report was only on one 
of the chemicals, benzo(a)pyrene, she 
explained. 

“We looked at benzopyrene because it 
is considered an active carcinogen, and 
human exposure should be minimized as 
much as possible,” she said. 

Benzo(a)pyrene is also found 
everywhere in the world, Hynes said, 
usually in concentrations between zero 
and 127 parts per billion (ppb). 

But at the two Amberwood sites 
owned by Pittarino, the chemical was 
found in concentrations of 310 ppb and 160 
ppb. 

Both of those numbers were well 
above levels recommended by the EPA 
for short-term and a lifetime’s exposure, 
Hynes said. The EPA recommends a goal 
of 60 ppb for short-term exposure and .15 
ppb for a lifetime’s contact, she said. 

“These are not standards — they can’t 
be enforced by law,” cautioned Hynes. 
“What I feel the document means is we 


try not to have these chemicals come in 
great amounts from any one source.” 

Hynes had two recommendations for 
taking care of the fill — bury it, so the 
chemicals could not be picked up on dust 
and blown around, or get rid of it. 

Board of Health members asked both 
officials which options they preferred. 

Palowski declined to choose, but 
Hynes came flat out on the side of getting 
rid of the fill. 

“I wouldn’t want to live on top of it,” 
said Hynes. 

“The problem I see with the way this 
is used is that it is concentrated — one 
group of people will be living on it,” she 
said. “To concentrate this chemical on 
land people are going to use — I don’t 
think that’s good at all.” 

Hynes also foresaw problems with the 
other options for taking care of the fill — 
burying it or exposing it to sunlight. 

Even though the chemicals would 
probably stay in the clay if buried “no 
one can promise you the chemicals would

not move out through the groundwater,” 
said Hynes. 

“Personally, I would like to see this 
type of fill under a parking lot, where 
there is no chance of water getting to it,” 
she added. 

And exposing the fill to sunlight would 
be worse, she said, because the 
chemicals are likely to be blown around 
on dust. 

“The problem with that route is that it 
does expose the chemicals to air, and 
they do carry on dust,” she said. 

“To turn it, dig it, and turn it again, 
you would usually do that in special 
laboratory conditions,” she continued. 
“Not in a housing development.” 

Upon hearing the reports, Amber¬ 
wood drive residents and neighbors 
demanded the fill be removed. 

“In view of the fact that the DEQE 
toxicologist said these chemicals are at 
10 times the normal level, it is difficult 
for anybody to accept the fact that this

material is safe to leave there,” said 
Nelson Lovins of Thornberry rd., who has 
been following the case for the neighbors. 

“One doesn’t need a chemistry 
background to conclude it is difficult to 
stop the chemicals from leaching, since 
the best place for them is under a parking 
lot,” he continued. “The best method for 
taking care of the fill is to ship it out.” 

And after a 10 minute conference, that 
is exactly what the Board of Health 
decided to do. Both members voted for 
removal. The third member, Lawrence 
Quigley, is out of the country. 

Hynes recommended that in 
removing the fill, workers wet the fill 
down to prevent chemical-laden dust 
from blowing over the neighborhood. 

Weinstein incorporated that 
suggestion into his letter to Pittarino. He 
also noted that the removal would be 
supervised by his office. 

But first, Pittarino must be found.

Local Man Indicted In 


National Fraud Scheme

A Valleywood circle man claims FBI 
agents made a mistake when they 
charged him with mail and wire fraud 
last week. 

Richard J. Piazza, 42, was arraigned 
yesterday in the Eastern District Court 
of Pennsylvania in connection with a $1 
million fraud scheme. 

Piazza and James A. Silva, 25, of 
Arlington were indicted last week on the 
two fraud charges by a federal grand 
jury in Philadelphia. Silva was also in¬ 
dicted for interstate transportation cf 
stolen property and credit card fraud, 
according to Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Peter Schenck in Philadelphia. 

FBI officials said they are still trying 
to determine the identity of three other 
men they believe were involved in the 
scam. 

Schenck said the five men established 
a religious organization called the 
Universal League of Clergy which they 


claimed had a national membership of 8 
million people who sold merchandise to 
help churches and charities. 

Schenck said the men posed as clergy 
and used phony credit references to 
obtain goods under a delayed payment 
plan. 

One million dollars worth of razors, 
vitamins, pens and other goods were 
delivered to the organization’s 
warehouses in Pennsylvania, according 
to FBI officials. The bills for those goods 
were never paid, Schenck said. 

Piazza told The Star he w'as a member 
of the Universal League of Clergy, but 
that he was never involved in any illegal 
business transactions. 

“Of course I’m not guilty.” he said in 
a telephone interview Monday from his 
office in Everett where he works as a 
sales manager for Community Suffolk. 
Inc. “I wasn’t part of any flim-flam deal 
I’m innocent of those charges.” 

FBI officials began investigating the 


Universal League of Clergy in April of 
1979 when the Norelco company com¬ 
plained of having a difficult time 
collecting their bill payment from the 
organization. 

“The sales rep was suspicious that the 
company (Universal League of Clergy) 
was not what it was purported to be 
because they weren’t paying their bills 
and they kept giving him (the Norelco 
rep) explanations as to why :♦ was late,” 
Schenck said. "They were giving him the 
runaround.” 

Piazza said that he left the 
organization in November of 1978 to 
“pursue other things.” 

Saying that he was acting on the 
advice of his lawyer. Piazza declined to 
discuss his role in the organization or the 
length of time that he was affiliated with 
it. 

“I resigned all affiliation with the

Developer ‘Dodges’ Board On 


Resident Found Shot In Forest 


Removing Contaminated Fill

The body of a 39-year-old Winchester 
taxi company owner was found in a 
heavily wooded section off Cambridge 
street Tuesday afternoon. 

Two Woburn youths riding a motor¬ 
cycle discovered the body of Richard 
Terzian of 68 Johnson rd. at 3:40 p.m. in a 
small clearing almost one mile from the 
nearest home, according to Winchester 
Detective Lt. Joseph N. Perritano. 

Terzian, the owner of Green’s Taxi, 
was shot once in the chest with a .32- 
caliber pistol, according to Perritano. 
The gun was found near the body. 

According to Winchester Police Chief 
John McHugh, Terzian was wounded just 
below the left side of his chest. The bullet 
entered there and then travelled 
downward toward the abdomen, McHugh 
said. 

“It is too premature to say whether 
the wound was self-inflicted,” said 
McHugh, adding that an examination 
revealed Terzian had sustained no other 
injuries. 

Perritano said that the full results of 
the autopsy, conducted by state 
pathologist Dr. George Katsas, would not 
be available until today. 

Terzian was last seen alive at 10:30 


tarino had been sent a copy of the board’s 
July 7 order by certified mail on July 12. 

Pittarino has apparently not accepted 
delivery of the order, said Weinstein, 
since the town has not yet received the 
signed stub indicating the letter had been 
delivered.

“You are hereby ordered to remove 
forthwith the above-mentioned from your 
property,” the letter continued. “All 
digging, transportation and disposition of 
the fill should be done in a safe manner.” 

The letter recommended that all 
workers at the site wear masks, and the 
fill be wet down to avoid dust before 
moving it. 

But the letter was never delivered, 
leading to the Board of Health’s decision 
Monday night to send a constable to 
Pittarino’s Acton office. 

On Tuesday, the constable carried the 
order that the fill be removed within five 
days. 

Quigley said that if the constable 
could not reach Pittarino, he was in-

reported to Woburn police by two youths 
who had been riding a motorcycle 
through the woods behind Cambridge 
street.

According to Perritano, trails to the 
spot Terzian was found lead from 
Johnson road, Cambridge street and 
Wainwright road. Terzian was found half 
to three-quarters of a mile from Wain¬ 
wright road, Perritano said. 

The gun police believe was used in the 
shooting was found 20 feet from the body, 
Perritano said. However, McHugh noted 
that police have not yet received a 
ballistics report.

You could almost hear Tuesday’s rain 
hissing as it hit the sidewalks of Win¬ 
chester.

But according to Bill Smithhurst, 
head nurst at the hospital emergency 
room, the heat “brought every pregnant 
lady in the area in”. 

“They were all figuring they were in 
labor, but they were just uncomfortable 
because of the heat,” said Smithhurst. 
“But it wasn’t excessively busy. People 
seemed to be taking it slow in the heat.” 

Many of the people in town were 
takiing it slow at the beach. All three of 
the town’s beaches — Sandy Beach, 
Wedge Pond Beach and Leonard Beach 
— were packed over the weekend with 
swimmers and sunbathers. 

At the two beaches run by the 
Recreation Dept., hundreds of people 
cooled off. Leonard Beach crowds 
reached a peak of 250 on Saturday and 
another packed house on Sunday, when 
300 were on the beach during the busiest 
time. The story was the same at Wedge 
Pond, where 75 swam on Saturday and

Residents Receive 35-Cent Break In Tax Rate From State 

State To Send Town Extra $745,328 In Aid

Changes in Middlesex County’s 
MBTA's management, increases in 
school aid and a jump in state revenue 
sharing combined to give Winchester an 
extra $745,328 in state aid this year. 

The increase was so generous it 
caught town officials by surprise. In 
preparing this year's budget, the officials 
had counted on $193,000 less in state aid 

and as a result, Winchester taxpayers 
will get a 35 cent break on the tax rate. 

In a $100,000 home - the average for 
Winchester according to ‘he latest 
assessment - that 35 cent break tran¬ 
slates into a $35 savings yearly. 

Town officials discovered the good 
fortune when Gov. Edward King released 
the state’s Cherry Sheets — a listing of 
state charges and payments to towns 
July 14. 

The Cherry Sheets, so called because 
of their color, showed W inchester will be 
charged $1,039,077 to fund Middlesex 
County, the Metropolitan District 
Commission, the MBTA and other, 
smaller state agencies. 

Some of those charges will be off-set 
by $177,890 the town was overcharged by 
the MBTA and Middlesex County last 
year money which will he used to pay 
this year’s charges. 

As a result, charges to the town will 
drop to $1,409,175 — a decrease of $405,875 
from last year’s bite. 

And that decrease will be added to an 
increase of $339,453 in state payments 
this year. The town will receive $3,554,302 
in school aid and state revenue sharing 
this year, compared with $3,214,849 last 
year. 

When the town officials prepared this 
year’s budget in December, according to 
Comptroller A1 Faggiano. they didn’t 
dream the Cherry Sheet would tell such a 
favorable tale. 

Faggiano said he had estimated state 
charges would run to $1,710,000 minus 
the $177,000 in revisions — at $3,438,000. 

As a result, Winchester has $193,000 it 
wasn’t expecting. That money will be 
applied against a $7 million tax levy, 
resulting in a drop in the tax rate of about 
35 cents per 1,000 valuation. 

Most of the windfall to Winchester’s 
taxpayers, Faggiano said, came from 
reductions in the Middlesex County and 
MBTA assessments, combined with 
increases in school transportation and 
tuition payments. 

Middlesex County charges came in at 
$380,670 this year. Another $48,198 was 
subtracted from that total because of 
overcharges by the county last year, 
giving a net county assessment of about 
$332,000. 

When you compare that figure to the 
county charges of previous years — 
$461,000 in Fiscal Year 1981 and $442,000 


last year you can see what the 
restructuring of Middlesex County has 
done for Winchester, Faggiano said 

“In two years, we’ve had an actual 
reduction in cost of $80,000.” said 
Faggiano. “That’s a 17-plus percent 
reduction in the face of rising labor and 
energy costs, as well as general inflation 
that has increased prices by 22 percent.” 

“It shows the new legislation (which 
last year gave control ot the Middlesex 
County budget to the Middlesex County 
Advisory Board, rather than the state 
legislature) has been effective,” said 
Faggiano. “And it’s prone to have more 
effect as time goes by.” 

Faggiano pointed out that the MBTA 
assessment to the town had decreased by 
$35,000 this year from $425,0(H) last 
year to $390,000 for the current year. 

The town, Faggiano said, had 
estimated the MBTA costs would be 
$60,000 higher, and the county costs 
$22,000 higher. Charges for MDC parks 
did come in $58,000 higher than an 
ticipated, he added, but other unexpected 
reductions off set that increase and 
dropped charges $77.(H)0 below what the 
town had budgeted for. 

The listing of payments from the state 
to the town on the Cherry Sheet also 
contained some pleasant news, Faggiano 
continued. 

New funds for mental healtfi tran¬ 
sportation will bring the town an extra 
$67,000 this year, noted Faggiano. And 
payments for school tuition will increase 
by $23,000, he continued. 

That $90,000 combined with increases 
in state revenue sharing and a bigger cut 
from state Lottery takings, will boost the 
town’s receipts $339,453 over last year. 

Since town officials were only ex¬ 
pecting an increase of $223,000, Faggiano 
said, that will mean another $ll6,ooo can 
be taken off the tax levy. 

This might be the last year the town 
must guess at its Cherry Sheet figures 
guesses which resulted in the $193,000 
underestimate this year. 

In a letter accompanying the Cherry 
Sheets, department of Revenue Com¬ 
missioner L Joyce Hampers stated a 
“top priority” of the coming year will be 
to get the Cherry Sheets out before town’s 
begin their budget preparation. 

Faggiano said that having the figures 
in advance would certainly help planning 
the budgets — “If you know the names 
and numbers of the players, you can 
follow the game,” he said 

And with Proposition 2.5 clamping 
down on the money towns can raise 
through taxes, knowing the state’s an¬ 
nual contribution would avoid un¬ 
necessary cuts or expenses voted in 
Town Meeting. 


But Faggiano isn't holding bis breath 
until the next year’s Cherry Sheets 
arrive. 

Faggiano noted that the state law has 
required for years that the Cherry Sheets 
be issued before the towns begin work on 
their budgets.

Winchester is taking Woburn to court. 

After listening to what might happen 
to Cross street area residents if the town 
doesn’t challenge a proposed Woburn 
industrial building by July 26, Win¬ 
chester selectmen decided 5 to 0 to file an 
appeal in Middlesex County District 
court of a Woburn zoning decision. 

The selectmen instructed town 
counsel Douglas Randall to appeal a 
decision by the Woburn Board of 
Appeals, made last week, that ap¬ 
parently places restrictions on property 
that the Woburn board doesn’t control — 
Winchester property. That decision 
would permit the construction of a large 
industrial building off Cross street in 
Woburn at the Winchester line near the 
old B & M railroad tracks. The decision 
would not allow any access to the 
property through Woburn, requiring 
instead that all access be through an 18.5 
foot-wide right of way which connects 
with Cross street in Winchester at 365 
Cross, st. 

Despite objections to the Woburn 
Board by a Winchester resident who 
abuts the property and by planning board 
member Harry Landmark, the Woburn 
board decided to waive two zoning bylaw 
requirements and allow construction of a 
large industrial-use building on a 4.1 acre 
lot that lies primarily in Woburn. 

Part of the property, however, lies in 
Winchester. The 18.5 foot-wide right of 
way leads from the site directly onto 
Cross street in Winchester. That land is 
in Winchester and that narrow strip of 
land is the only access to, or exit from the 
property. 

Town Manager Tom Groux told the 
selectmen Monday that the Woburn 
board of appeals received a petition in 
March from Alfred Fraumeni of Lynn- 
field, who holds an option on the Woburn- 
Winchester property. 

He sought two waivers of Woburn 
zoning bylaw requirements: an 
elimination of the 150-foot buffer zone 
between residential and industrially 
developed sites; and the l(K)-foot frontage 
on a public way necessary for access to 
the site. 

Groux told the selectmen that Richard 
Riga, the Winchester Resident whose 


“But they keep telling us they can’t 
give us the Cherry Sheets until the state 
budget is complete,” he said “I’ve been 
here 12 years, and we never got the 
Cherry Sheets on time.” 

But at least that provides the town 
officials with an annual surprise 


property immediately abuts the right of 
way onto Cross street, and landmark 
appeared before the Woburn board to 
state their objections to the waivers. 

The objections were based primarily 
on the amount of traffic that already 
travels along Cross treet, a busy street 
made even busier since the Swanton 
street bridge detour began. 

When town officials received word of 
the Woburn decision, Groux said, there 
was no mention of landmark’s or Riga’s 
protests. 

What’s more Grox went on, the only 
conditions set in the waiver decision 
regard directing all the traffic from any 
development on that site directly onto 
Cross street. 

The first stipulation in the Woburn 
board’s decision is that Stoneham, 
Medford and Belmont streets, all in 
Woburn, may not be used for access to or 
exit from the property. 

Another stipulation, Groux reported, 
gives conditions for the use of the Crass 
street frontage as access. 

The frontage and right of way onto 
Cross street are Winchester property 
residential Winchester property — and 
Winchester officials think the Woburn 
board has overstepped its authority. 

Selectman John Williams called it 
“discriminatory.” 

“To force egress through Winchester 
instead of allowing some egress through 
Woburn is, to my layman’s opinion, 
discriminatory.’’ Williams stated. 

Selectman Michael Saraco agreed. 

“All of these (conditions in the 
Woburn decision) refer to Winchester, 
Saraco said,” I realize we try to 
cooperate with each other - but 1 don’t 
think they’ve cooperated.” 

Selectmen Chairman Alan Macdonald 
also agreed. 

“That first condition says to me, 
‘Let’s have commercial development in 
Woburn, but let’s not use any streets in 
Woburn for access," he said. “That 
strikes me as unfavorable.” 

With the Woburn board’s approval, 
Fraumeni can build his 500-foot in¬ 
dustrial-use building and carry on a 
warehousing or trucking operation there, 
greatly increasing the traffic burden on 
Cross street, Randall reported.

The AMC struck the motorcycle which 
was heading south on Bacon street. 

Faulkner reported that Potter was 
being taken care of by EMT Winchester 
firefighters after he was hit.

Offices Special Reduced Rate Calling Option

Barring any (ic-ups with the 
Department of Public Utilities «I)PU> 
Winchester non-residential telephone 
customers will have a money-saving 
service rate option beginning in 
December which is unavailable 
anywhere else in the countrv. 

New England Telephone (NET) filed 
a proposal July 15 with the DPU 
requesting permission to offer a non- 
residential service option in Winchester 
on a one-year trial basis starting 
December 13. 

If the DPU does not respond to the 
proposal by August 15 - 30 days after it 
was filed — NET will be able to offer the 
option to Winchester. II the DPU 
requests additional information, thereby 
suspending the proposal, they do not 
have to make a decision until Feb. 15. 

The combined flat rate-message unit 
service experiment would give 
businesses, churches, and town offices 
the option to purchase telephone service 
at a higher fee per month than the 
present $18 rate, but with expanded 
message unit coverage. 

The fixed monthly rate would be $33 
and include a 250 message unit allowance 
per line under the new option. During the 
monthly billing period, message units 
numbering between 250 and 550 per line 
would be billed at the current rate of 11.63 
cents each and every message unit above 
the 550 cut-off number would be billed at 
9.3 cents each - a savings of about 20 
percent. 

The measured business service now 
available to Winchester businesses, 
churches and town offices would still be 
an option for customers. That service 
costs $18.20 per line per month and in¬ 
cludes a 90 message unit allowance. 
Each additional message unit after 90 is 
billed at 11.63 cents. 

Unlike most surrounding com¬ 
munities including Woburn. Arlington 
and Stoneham. Winchester non- 
residential users do not have the option to 
purchase flat rate service, making it 
more expensive to operate businesses in 
Winchester than nearby towns. That 
“discrimination” has provoked a three- 
year battle between the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce and NET. A 
special Chamber telephone committee 
filed legislation two years ago at the 
State House through Representative 
Sherman (Whip) Saltmarsh and Senator 
Samuel Rotondi asking the DPU to 
demand that NET offer Winchester the 
same flat rate service option given to 
surrounding communities. That bill is 
still in committee. 

The chance for the additional service 
option was welcomed by members of the 
Chamber’s telephone committee. 

“In the past, we met almost monthly 
with telephone officials without results,” 
said committee Chairman Mike Sarno of 
Bonnell Ford. “Now it at last appears 
like they’re prepared to recognize and 
hopefully correct this discriminatory 
situation.” 

When Chuck Paone, NET Rates and 
Tarriffs manager for Massachusetts, 
first presented the trial service proposal 


to Chamber members in June, it was 
different. Instead of offering a reduced 
i ate for message units exceeding 550 per 
line, the cutoff number was 750. After 
several discussions with Chamber 
members, NET lowered the cutoff 
number to 550, thereby making the 
service advantageous to more 
customers. 

“The phone company has indicated 
that they are very amenable to constant 
meetings with us and they seem to be 
willing to give us a chance for input into 
the service proposal", said Chamber 
Executive Director Rita Spence. ‘Since 
this is a test case, we’ll be monitoring the 
results to see how responsive this new 
service is to Winchester’s needs.” 

Town Comptroller Alphonse A. 
Faggiano said that town government 
phones could save about $15,000 a year 
under the new service. The town uses 
about 250,000 message units per year. 

However, Faggiano noted that 
businessss and other non-residential 
users should arrange their phone usage 
in order to save the most money under 
the service. Message units only become 
less expensive when more than 550 are 
used per line. If a business used more 
than 550 total message units per month 
but did not exceed 550 per line, the 
company could not take advantage of the 
lowered message unit rate. 

“If it can be selective to us, we can 
pick certain phones to put on that system 
so that if we have a phone without a lot of 
message units on it, we are not paying 
$31.50 a month,” Faggiano said. “The 
high school alone has 4,000 message units 
a month so we could really save there. 
The school department used about 60 
percent of the town telephone service, so 
they’d be the biggest gainers.” 

Bert Isaacson, President of Rush 
Industries on Lowell street also said his 
company would benefit from the service, 
but only after adjusting usage so that 
most of the calls are made on as few lines 
as possible. 

“I think they (NET) pegged it a little 
high when it was 750 and now that it’s 550, 
it’s better, but people will still have to 
spend a lot of time on the phone to take 
advantage of the system.” he said. 
“You’d have to make essentially over 500 
calls in a month, so that’s 25 to 30 calls a 
day into message unit areas and that’s a 
lot of phone calls to take advantage of the 
20 percent reduction.” 

“It’s not a bad deal and they’re 
thinking along the right lines by giving us 
message unit service for a slightly 
reduced rate,” he continued. “At least 
it’s not an increase. I was expecting the 
worst.” 

Chamber telephone committee 
members noted that they would be 
especially lucky to obtain the service 
option since NET has also filed 
legislation with the DPU asking to 
eliminate the flat rate option so that 
everybody can be billed according to 
message units. 

Although Winchester filed the bill with 
the legislature along with nine other 
towns to demand “a reversal of the 
discriminatory phone practices” in

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communities without the flat rate 
business option, no other towns will be 
given the one-year trial service. 

Paone did say that if the trial proves 
successful, other towns would be con¬ 
sidered as future potential customers 
And Chamber officials noted that they 
have put more time than other towns into 
the battle against NET. 

Paone said Winchester was selected 
to try out the service because business 
subscribers “expressed a desire for an 
additional option” and the town has the 
technical capability as well as a good 
location to easily implement the service. 

But telephone committee members 
think that the years of fighting with NET 
for flat rate service was also a reason 
why Winchester was chosen. 

“I believe it’s a result of the pressure 
we put on them." Isaacson said. 

“They picked us because we ex¬ 
pressed interest in another option, but 
there is euphamism that says, ‘get off my 


back,’’ said Bob Bigelow, the Chamber 
committee secretary and an attorney 
with Bigelow and Saltzberg of Woburn. 
“It makes us feel that all our efforts have 
not been in vain.” 

“It’s no coincidence to us that Win¬ 
chester is being selected as the one 
community in the state to try out a new 
type of phone service,” Spence said. 

Whether or not tbs financial benefits 
to town businesses, churches and 
government phones will be large or 
small, customers will definitely not lose 
money simply with an additional option. 
Which has non-residential customers 
hoping the DPU will act favorably on the 
proposal. 

"Realistically, it’s the next best thing 
we could get other than the flat rate 
option given toother communities,” said 
Isaacson. “According to yesterday’s 
standards, we re discriminated against, 
but dealing with today, I’d say this is a 
fair resolution." 


Housing Authority Refuses 
To Discuss New Director

The Winchester Housing Authority 
has selected a new executive director, 
but members refuse to discuss her 
qualifications until August, after the 
previous director has appealed her 
dismissal to the state Civil Service 
Commission. 

Dorothy Shannon, a Cambridge 
resident and mother-of-two, was chosen 
from over 30 applicants for the position, 
according to authority member Henry 
Van Dyke. However, except for noting 
that Shannon was educated at UMass- 
Boston, the other members declined to 
elaborate further on her qualifications. 

“We’ll send out a resume in August, 
after she's had time to get settled," 
declared Chairman Mary Murphv. “This 
is the worst time for Dorothy, with all the 
rents coming in and adjustments having 
to be made." 

Shannon replaces previous director 
Clara Hewis, who was fired in May after 
being charged with ll counts of 
mismanagement. The charges ranged 
from failure to correct minutes of 
meetings to “unauthorized removal” of 
records and equipment from the Housing 
Authority office. 


However, Hewis denied the etiarges, 
calling them “ridiculous,” “nebulous," 
and “untrue,” and is appealing the 
decision to the state Civil Service 
Commission. The hearing will be held in 
mid-August, and could overturn the 
Authority vote which removed Hewis 
from her position, according to Van 
Dyke. 

“We'd rather not drag that up again,” 
said Murphy. “As far as we’re con¬ 
cerned, Dorothy is our new director.” 

Meanwhile, Shannon appeared 
determined yet realistic in approaching 
the Authority’s problems. 

“I’ve definitely got my work cut out 
for me," she noted. 

Delays in submitting a budget in the 
past, and problems in the authority’s 
accounting and rent collection led to a 
reprimand from the state in the form of a 
low budget increase. 

“We received only a four percent 
increase for this year, but the state has 
promised a 10 percent increase next year 
if we get things in order,” explained 
Shannon. 

“At least now we have someone who 
will follow through for us,” said Murphy. 
“We didn’t in the past.”

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Winton Club Enters 
81st Year Of Service

Everyone who has spent any 
time in Winchester Hospital has 
probably touched or worn a linen 
item either made or provided by 
members of the Winton Club, a 
local organization whose sole 
purpose is to aid the hospital. 

Patients and visitors may not 
realize it, but a large percentage 
of the bedclothes, sheets and 
even bandages used at the 
hospital exist only because of the 
efforts of the Winton Club’s 
members. Down through the 
years — whether they sewed 
items themselves or “simply” 
raised money for use in pur¬ 
chasing items — the club 
members have provided the 
hospital and its patients with 
literally thousands upon 
thousands of linen goods. 

It all seems amazing, 
especially when one considers 
that the club, named for the 
ecclesiastical signature of the 
Bishop of Winchester, England, 
only had 12 members when it 
was founded in 1911. Back then, 
it was strictly a sewing group for 
Cottage Hospital (as Winchester 
Hospital was originally called), 
but it was a sewing group with an 
enormous output. In 1923 alone, 
the club made more than 10,000 
surgical dressings for the 
hospital. By 1957, the group was 
making nearly 5,000 items such 
as syringe cases, sheets, 
bassinet pads and baby dresses 
each year. 

And by then, the Winton Club 
had also branched out into other 
activities designed to raise 
money for the hospital. The first 
fundraiser was a bridge party 
and opera talk in 1914, but it 
wasn’t until 1921 that the club 
started raising money in ear¬ 
nest. That year, the club’s first 
Cabaret was held at the Town 
Hall. It netted $320, a whopping 
figure for the times. 

In 1951, the club opened a 
coffee shop and a gift shop at the 
hospital, and it also started 
operating a gift cart which was 
wheeled from floor to floor so 
that patients could buy items. 
And as the years passed, the 
club’s membership continued to 
increase. It now stands at 279 
total members, including 69 


active members, 15 honorary 
members who have worked with 
the club for 50 years, and 159 
service members who have been 
with the club for at least 10 
years. 

The club’s members don’t do 
much sewing these days, since, 
unlike earlier days, many of 
them are now employed outside 
the home and must juggle the 
demands of being mother and 
wife with those of the outside job. 
The demands of the sewing grew 
harder and harder to meet, said 
club President Mrs. Lane 
McGovern, so in 1979 the 
members voted to discontinue 
that aspect of their club’s ac¬ 
tivities. Now they only sew six 
dozen or so items specially 
requested by the hospital each 
year. 

Instead, the club con¬ 
centrates on raising money and 
giving volunteer service to the 
hospital. The gift shop at the 
hospital is still run by club 
members, who do everything in 
the $100,000 a year business from 
buying the goods to putting them 
out on the shelves. Other 
members work for free at the 
coffee shop and gift cart, which 
are now run by the hospital. 
Altogether, nearly 130 people put 
in at least one day a month at the 
hospital. Last year, they worked 
a total of almost 19,000 hours. 

And then there is the Cabaret, 
which has become a Winchester 
institution. The annual show now 
takes a full year to plan and 
raises about $20,000. “Bravo 
Broadway,” this year’s ex¬ 
travaganza, featured a cast of 
125 performers and was seen by 
2200 people during its five-night 
run at the Town Hall. And it’s not 
just a bunch of residents 
clowning it up onstage; as 
McGovern said, the Cabaret is 
“a highly polished show” with 
talented performers and a 
professional director, music 
director and orchestra. The club 
also puts together a huge 200- 
page program each year. 

Next year’s Cabaret, 
“Kaleidoscope,” which will be 
performed February 1 through 5, 
is already being prepared under 
the leadership of chairman Betty 
Sorger and talent chairman 


Janice Coakley. McGovern 
promised it would be a “fast- 
moving musical revue.” 

A Christmas Fair, which will 
be held Novembers through 10 in 
the hospital lobby and will 
feature special holiday items, is 
now being planned by Gift Shop 
chairman Mrs. George Ravinius 
and her staff. 

The beneficiaries of the ef¬ 
forts of the Winton Club are, of 
course, the hospital and its 
patients. Last year, the club 
gave the hospital more than 
$63,000, with $25,000 of that going 
to the “Gift of Health” Building 
Fund and the rest for purchasing 
“patient equipment," such as 
linens. The club also used $300 in 
memorial gifts to buy two 
rocking chairs for the pediatric 
ward, and it has signed a letter of 
intent to give the Building Fund 
another $25,000 in the next two 
years, although McGovern said 
that figure will probably be 
increased. Through the years, 
the club has also purchased 
special equipment, such as an 
orthopedic table and a fetal 
heart monitor, for the hospital. 

Winchester Hospital 
President Jack Hunter, who has 
been with the hospital for 17 
years now, has seen enough of 
the club’s activities to be able to 
say simply: “They have been 
tremendous. 

“I have tremendous gratitude 
for their support and their efforts 
over these many years,” Hunter 
added. And that ultimate 
compliment comes from 
someone who knows the hospital 
inside and out. 

The Winton Club is more than 
just a sevice club. It is an 
enjoyable group to belong to, 
McGovern said. For one thing, 
she said, the club is made up of a 
“really nice group” of women 
who range in age from 30 to over 
90 (one of the women who fits 
into the latter category is 
Marjorie Mason, who was a 
charter member back in 1911). 
Also, the work the club does is 
“good fun,” she said. “Show 
business is fun, and working at 
the hospital is fun, too.. And Lord 
knows they need the help there.”

Loving Even Spaghetti Chins 


By TERRY MAROTTA 

I’m thinking about our 
children today and the whole 
subject of rewarding them with 
praise and applause. 

1 don’t know what got me on 
this subject - seeing one of those 
“Have You Hugged Your Kid 
Today” bumper stickers, it 
might have been - but I got to 
thinking about the occasions on 
which I dole out scoops of ap¬ 
proval to my two small children, 
when they manage to eat 
spaghetti without ending up 
bearded in orange tomato sauce, 
let’s say. 

And I thought too about the 
times I very definitely withhold 
my praise and commendation - 
like yesterday, for example, 
when the little one tried to save 
her ice cream for later by 
stuffing it into the pocket of her 
sunsuit. 

Well what’s behind this whole 
notion of praise anyway? And is 
it really the best thing, for us to 
bind ourselves to our children by 
the golden chains of our ap¬ 
proval? 

On the one hand, it surely is. 
It’s got to be. Who doesn’t need a 
pat on the head now and then? 
Who can live all his life and 
never miss the word of support of 
the well-timed compliment? 
Even Elizabeth Taylor probably 
needs to be told she has beautiful 
eyes now and then. 

And another funny thing 
about pats on the back: they 
have a short shelf-life. They 
don’t store well somehow. Like 
Vitamin C, they must be ad¬ 
ministered daily. The same 
person you went out of your way 
to show appreciation for 
yesterday, probably needs to be 
shown some today, too....I’ve 
noticed that about human 
beings. 

So it must be a good thing to 
do, to praise and commend our 
children this way. 


But on the other hand, I’m not 
so sure. Maybe the idea really 
isn’t to remark to your child how 
pretty she is, how good he’s been, 
how well she does in school, 
because at some point the child 
could well decide that she’s 
prized for the sake of these 
things. That she’s loved because 
she’s pretty, that he’s accepted 
because he’s so good, that she’s 
welcome in your family because 
of all those A’s. 

Or worse yet, the child may 
come to measure his self-worth 
in terms of your approval. He 
may become the saddest person 
of all, the child-in-adult-disguise, 
the child now in his 40’s or 50’s or 
60’s even, whose parents never 
cut him free of those golden 
chains, who still reproaches 
himself for letting Dad down by 
not entering the family business. 

I’m not saying we shouldn’t 
guide our children toward 
behaviors that will cause them to 
be seen as pleasing and ac¬ 
ceptable individuals. On the 
contrary; part of our role as 
parents is to help them fit 
themselves for a place in society, 
and the kindest way to do this is 
to reward the behaviors that 
society deems good. 

It isn’t wrong, heaven knows, 
to help socialize them. 

But it is wrong to overdo it. 
It’s wrong to praise them too 
much, just as it’s wrong to 
correct them too much. Finally, 
it’s wrong simply to be 
evaluating them too much of the 
time. 

It’s wrong to ask them to sit 
with legs crossed at the ankles to 
show they’re little ladies; to 
have them kiss some ancient 
stranger to make a good im¬ 
pression; to make them take 
themselves out of the room when 
they’re crying because people 
find displays of noisy grief an 
unattractive spectacle. 

Our children are lent to us for 
a time, and not given in per¬ 


petuity. They’re not our toys, or 
our pets, or a part of our estate. 
They’re not even ours: they 
belong to themselves: they 
belong to their own futures. 

We are wrong to fire them 
with our own ambitions, to instill 
in them a compulsion to go to 
college because we never had 
that opportunity. 

We’re wrong to try to live 
through them. And we’re wrong 
especially to make them think 
that their lives should be some 
kind of offering, some poem of 
gratitude and vindication for us. 

I’m fairly new at the job of 
parenting. I’ve been at it less 
than six years so far, but I’ve 
seen a few things in these short 
seasons. I’ve seen how large I 
loom in my children’s eyes, How 
much they want to please me; 
how many finger paintings 
they’ve done that are either of 
me or for me. I’ve seen how they 
call for me in the dark, during a 
nightmare, or when the kid down 
the street calls them a dummy. 

They’re tied to me for good - 
and not because I'm so swell or 
so patient or so kind, but because 
I’m their mom and they love me 
for that fact alone. 

It seems to me the least I can 
do is return the favor. To love 
them without making them feel 
they have to earn it. For what is 
love if it isn’t something given 
free, given without conditions, 
and given for good? 

It seems to me the least I can 
do is to love them this way, love 
them as they love me in all my 
flawed humanity - to love them 
with wet pants, to love them with 
a C in spelling, to love them with 
orange spaghetti chins, to love 
them with those shoes that just 
won’t stay tied... 

To love them finally not 
because they’re smart or they’re 
pretty or they aim to please me, 
but just because they’re here. 
Because they’re here and they’re 
mine to love.

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Economic Development Destroying What We Have Historic Buildings Should Not Be Destroyed For Sports Arena 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

An open letter to J. W. Connery, Chief 
McHugh, The Board of Selectmen and 
The Economic Development Officials 
(whomever they may be) — 

As a businessman in the so-called 
“economically stagnant downtown 
Winchester,” I’ve just about had all I can 
stomach about downtown parking. 

This talk, and I emphasize Talk, about 
the lack of parking downtown is a 
figment of the imagination. In the six 
years I’ve been in business in the 
downtown center, I have rarely failed to 
find a parking space. True, I may have 
had to go around the block once or twice, 
but always find a place in the end. 

It has been mentioned time and time 
again that shoppers can’t find a “con¬ 
venient” space. Their interpretation of 
“convenient space” means right in front 
of the door. 

The same shoppers say there is 
Always Parking at the Malls. True, 
however, after you have parked, the 
distance to the store of your choice is at 
least the same distance as from the Town 
Hall to the Post Office. If you walk that 
distance, you could cover every store in 
the center. 

I feel that Town Meeting members 
were sold a bill of goods on the parking 
lot on Waterfield road. Why did the Town 
buy it? The Town already has more 
empty parking spaces behind McCall Jr. 
High than will be provided by a parking 
garage on Waterfield Road. These spaces 
are always empty. Officials say, “Oh, 
that belongs to the School Dept.” Well, 
who owns and controls the School Dept.? 

I would like to see a bill of sale for the 
property they own. Town Meeting 
authorized buying the Waterfield 
property — why can’t they tell the School 
Dept, to open the McCall lot to business 
owners and their employees for parking? 
Why should we be penalized by being 
forced to pay to park in a garage on the 
periphery of town? We now park for free 
in front of Lincoln School, along the park¬ 
way or in Town Hall parking lot when 
spaces are available. Of course, while 
school is in session, the teachers park on 
the street and the situation is more dif¬ 
ficult - why aren’t teachers in the 
McCall lot? 


No, Mr. Cohnery, my wife and I do not 
like your so-called Economic Develop¬ 
ment Program. We own two stores in 
town and have been supported by some 
wonderful people here. We also have 
customers who are regulars from 
Andover, Milton, Stoneham, Chestnut 
Hill, Wellesley, etc. This “economically 
stagnant downtown” which you had 
declared a “depressed area” has allowed 
us to expand from one store to two stores 
and now to move the second store to 
larger quarters on Thompson street. 
None of our customers complain of no 
place to park. If people want your 
products, they will find some way to get 
to you! 

Mr. Connery, please leave Winchester 
Center as it is. Stop trying to expand it to 
look like Woburn or Medford. They are 
cities - we are a Town. I purchased two 
homes here and have invested over 
$200,000 in business long before you came 
here because I loved the Town as it is. 

A few better street lights, a few trees 
planted along the sidewalks and a few 
benches for our elders to rest on would do 
more than all your plans put together. 
Perhaps you could concentrate your 
efforts more on making our downtown 
center a cleaner and more attractive 
place to shop...maybe then people 
looking to open retail establishments of 
quality would find our town the type of 
place in which they’d want to locate. 
Right now, our center’s appearance 
leaves a lot to be desired. Economic 
Development does not have to mean 
destroy what we have — it could just as 
easily mean improve on what now exists.

sit on the benches if they can’t get 
downtown. 

“Driving around the block two or 
three times might be fine for Mr. Blank, 
but a customer is going to leave after the 
second time around. To make this a 
healthy center, we need a better turnover 
rate of parking,” Connery continued. 

Connery noted that in a survey of 
downtown shoppers, 48.5 said the center 
had a problem with parking. “And when 
half your customers say there is a 
parking problem, you should think about 
doing something.” 

Connery also noted that his parking 
plan, with charges for all-day parking, 
would help pay for the lights, trees and 
benches desired by Blank. 

“Where is the money going to come 
from,” asked Connery. 

“Lights for the downtown will cost 
half a million dollars. The proposal is 
that off-street parking fees support the 
purchase of lights and other im¬ 
provements without putting the cost on 
the back of the homeowner.” 

Connery said he had looked into using 
the lot at McCall Jr. High. “McCall is a 
good suggestion — I wish I could have 
that lot — but it has a couple of big 
problems,” he said. 

“If it stays as a school, there will be a 
couple of big shopping days in the fall 
when it couldnt’ be used, because of the 
football games,” said Connery. “It’s also 
the site of the proposed swimming pool. 

“The School Committee is also 
looking for office space (when it moves 
from Sanborn House), and McCall is a 
very logical place to put that,” Connery 
added. “If you take the parking for that 
school, you limit its future use ex¬ 
tremely.” 

Finally, Connery noted that in the 
year and a half he has worked to develop 
the plan, Blank has never once called 
him to ask questions or raise concerns 
over the downtown plan.

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Murphy Sees Support 
For Lt. Gov. Bid 


“I believe I have the financial and 
political support to win constitutional 
office.” says Evelyn Murphy who is 
running in the Democratic primary as 
the convention-endorsed candidate for 
lieutenant governor. She expects to be 
the first woman elected to constitutional 
office in the state. 

In a recent visit to the newspaper, 
Murphy said that the office of lieutenant 
governor has a potential which has not 
been tapped. She notes that it is an 
executive job for which she has 
management experience, as opposed to a 
legislative job. 

She sees three gaps which the 
lieutenant governor could fill: advocacy 
for the communities, speaking out on 
education issues and taking on the tough 
issues that politicians do not want to deal 
with, such as hazardous waste disposal. 

As advocate for cities and towns 
Murphy says she would bring their in¬ 
terests in at the beginning of the 
governor’s budgetary process. Now the 
budget is developed by first starting with 
state departments and fixed costs, with 
the remainder for communities. She says 
total demands for state tax dollars must 
be looked at early, with priorities set 
among all public programs. 

Noting that there is no secretary of 
education, she says that if the position is 
not filled the lieutenant governor should 
serve the role and speak out on education 
issues. 

Murphy says that in a time when the 
private education system is getting 
prohibitively expensive, we are foolish if 
we do not renew our commitment to 
public higher education. “Someone has 
got to build a broader base of support for 
higher education.” 

Noting the board of regents’ orien¬ 
tation toward technical education, 
Murphy feels that the lieutenant 
governor could bring a balance between 
good technical training and good liberal 
arts. 

Hazardous waste disposal is one of the 
unpopular issues which she feels must be 
addressed. Without facilities “daily 
threats to health and safety because of 
water contamination and illegal and 
improper dumping” will continue. 

Most of the companies that generate 
such waste are high technology com¬ 
panies which are needed in the state. She 
thinks they should be helped. 

The lieutenant governor has nothing 
to do day after day, Murphy observes. 
The job’s strength is that the lieutenant 
governor can then address the issues that 
are not the legal responsibility of 
someone else. 

She thinks she is qualified as the only 
candidate who has had state government 
management experience as the 
Secretary of Environmental Affairs from 
1975 to 1979. Her department had 5000 
employees and a $100 million operating 
budget. 

Because of this background, and her 
Ph.D in economics, and professional 


experience in teaching, health care 
planning, housing and new city 
development, she says she is suited for 
the job. 

“I wouldn't like to run against my 
opponents for Congress or the 
legislature, but this is an executive office 
and I have the management and 
leadership experience in state govern¬ 
ment and am a trained economist. Those 
are the kinds of qualifications which best 
fit the office.” is in the position of being 
the surprise winner at a convention 
which endorsed Michael Dukakis, the 
governor whom she formerly served, 
while she ran as an independent 
Democratic candidate. 

She feels that the convention victory 
was important in demonstrating the 
depth and breadth of her statewide base 
in older communities, rural areas, the 
cities and suburbs. 

The Murphy convention strategy was 
simple as she explains it—spend little 
money . don’t twist arms, don’t trade 
votes, and work hard. 

She says that the political IOUs were 
honored on the first ballot at the con¬ 
vention says that she overcame the 
obstacles of being a woman and not 
following the usual political scenario by 
having a good group of people working 
for her and “creativity.” 

Instead of the traditional open bar her 
people put on a slide show showing 
Murphy’s qualifications. She says, “That 
convention floor may be the best mirror 
we have about the feelings of women in 
constitutional offices. . . . There is a 
feeling of interest and support for 
competent women.” 

She did not ally herself with Dukakis 
or King. She pledges to work with 
whomever wins the nomination. It is in 
order to avoid the personality and 
philosophical issues in that race that she 
has staked out her own issues as a can¬ 
didate for lieutenant governor. 

Noting that she came into the con¬ 
vention a strong number two behind 
Winchester’s Sen. Sam Rotondi, Murphy 
said that both gubernatorial campaigns 
have been far more responsive since she 
won the endorsement. Neither thought 
she would do so well as an independent, 
she says. Now she doesn’t want to lose 
that office by playing political games. 

“I don’t want to destroy the con¬ 
fidence of the (future) governor in the 
process of running,” she explains. 

She admits she liked the power of 
holding state office—of seeing a new park 
or a clean-up project happen and im¬ 
prove the quality of life. “It’s that part of 
what happens if you’re willing to get up 
there and use the full potential of the 
office,” says Murphy, looking forward lo 
having a new role in state government. 

“lam running for lieutenant governor 
because I believe in the office and its 
intrinsic potential and not because I 
found my path to some other statewide 
office blocked, or because I must vin¬ 
dicate some previous defeat.”

TO THE PEOPLE 
OF WINCHESTER 
WHICH COULD 
SAVE A LIFE 


The drinking driver, man or woman, 
is more hazardous than a gunman gone 
beserk, and a deadly serious challenge 
to you, your family and friends, your 
community and the nation. 

In a single year, problem drinkers 
account for nearly one million collisions 
in traffic. More tragic still, they are in¬ 
volved in the deaths of as many as 
26,000 men, women and children; 
in the injury of half a million more, and in 
economic losses exceeding $6 billion. 

One reason the drinking-driving 
problem is difficult to control is be¬ 
cause it is rooted in the American 
culture. Eight out of every 10 males 
over 21 in this country, and two out of 
every three females, are consumers 
of alcoholic beverages. The number of 
motor vehicle operators who drink 
is estimated to be 88.6 million, which 
is three-fourths of the driving pop¬ 
ulation. Not much change in this pattern 
is anticipated, since the percentage 
of drinking teenagers, at age 17, is 
now roughly the same as that of adults. 


The No. 1 culprit is the alcoholic, 
of which there are about nine million. 
Eight million of them drive. Alcoholism 
is, of course, a major medical-social 
problem in all aspects of social and 
economic life; it is of special import¬ 
ance to traffic safety because of the 
grisly death and injury toll form alcohol- 
involved accidents. 

If you are an occasional consumer 
of alcoholic beverages, you can res¬ 
pond to this challenge first of all by 
making sure your own conduct behind 
the wheel is safe — and acceptable. 
That’s a beginning. 

As a citizen and highway user, you 
can actively encourage and support 
community alcohol education projects 
targeted to special emphasis programs 
of law enforcement. Through your 
business, farm, youth, women’s, labor 
or civic organizations, you can help 
focus more attention on this problem, 
thus helping to create a public attitude 
which will demand action. 



Joining with other interested 
groups, such as the local and state 
safety organizations, you can make 
your community a safer and happier 
place to live by getting the drunks off 
the road.

Athletes Run To Sports Clinic

A little ballet dancer had an ankle 
problem diagnosed and treated; a jogger 
learned his “groin pull” was actually a 
groin infection; a registered nurse 
learned the pain she experienced in her 
lower back while jogging was arthritis, 
and was advised not to jog any more. 

What do these people have in com¬ 
mon'.’ They have all been assessed in 
Winchester Hospital’s sports medicine 
program. 

The program, started three months 
ago at Winchester Hospital, has 
evaluated roughly 20 sports enthusiasts 
who have come to the program to see if 
they are physically capable of par¬ 
ticipating in their sports, or who wish to 
have a sport-connected problem 
diagnosed. 


The purpose of the program is to teach 
people how to prevent sports-related 
injuries, and to maintain the par¬ 
ticipants’ maximum abilities to engage 
in sports. 


A team, consisting of an orthopedic 
surgeon, a podiatrist and one or more 
registered physical therapists, conducts 
the evaluations. 


The majority of athletes have no 
restrictions advised as they are found to 
be physically fit. Those who do have 
some abnormality — for example a foot 
or a back problem - can often be helped 
by supports in the shoes, or possibly a 
brace for an ankle or knee. “Soft sup¬ 
ports” are available at the time of the 
evaluation. If a “hard support" is 
recommended, this can be made later by 


a physician using a mold. 

More extensive assessment can be 
made by having the athlete jog on a 
treadmill. While the athlete jogs, a video 
tape* is made of the feet and legs in 
motion, and the tape is shown on a video 
screen at either normal or slow-motion 
speed for the team to study. Abnormal 
gaits often cause problems in many 
areas of the body. 

The sports medicine evaluations are 
conducted every other Tuesday evening. 
There is a fee for the assessment. People 
of all ages may have an assessment 
conducted by the team, and those 
wishing more information or an ap¬ 
pointment for an evaluation may call 
Winchester Hospital's physical therapy 
department. 


$11G School Legal Fees OKed

Selectmen voted 4 to l to allow the 
school committee to spend an additional 
$11,700 in legal fees after school com 
mittee chairman Dr. Roger Bauman 
appeared before the board to explain an 
earlier memo seeking that approval. 

The vote does not give additional 
funds to the school department budget, 
as Bauman pointed out during the 
discussion. It is merely the selectmen’s 
consent to a total expenditure of $20,700 
in legal fees in the fiscal year, he said. 

State law requires that all school 
committees obtain the approval of the 
town board of selectmen if payments for 
legal services exceed $15,000 in a single 
year. 

After last year’s request for ad¬ 
ditional legal spending, then chairman 
Ed O’Connell asked 1 the school committee 
to keep the selectmen informed about the 
need for any additional approvals this 
year. 

Because the law firm used by both the 
selectmen and the school committee on 
various occasions has had a practice of 
billing the school committee only twice a 
year, Bauman said, the school com¬ 
mittee knew only in late June what the 
final legal costs for the year would be. 

He added that he has since talked with 
the law firm, Murphy, Lamire and 
Murphy. They have agreed to bill the 
school committee on a monthly basis, “if 
we continue to use them,” .Bauman 
concluded quietly. 

Final billings totalled $400 less than 
initial estimates, Bauman reported to the 
selectmen. Of the $2(>,70() total, only 
$16,:i()0 represents collective bargaining 
costs, he explained. 

“Negotiations in themselves 
represent only about $5,000 of the total. 
“Bauman explained. 

He noted that the school committee 
employed outside counsel to negotiate 
with only two of the five unions 
representing town school department 
employees: the custodians and the 
teachers. 

Bauman stated that the school 
committee had spent $1900 in 
negotiations with the custodians union 
because in the past year the custodians, 
once a strictly local group, had voted to 
be represented by a national union. 

“We presumed that since it was their 
first year in the union, the national group 
would want to impress their new 
members and send out one of their best to 
negotiate the contract for them,’’ 
Bauman said. 

The remaining costs involve on-going 
negotiations, with the Winchester 
Teachers Association, he said. 


School committee members feel they 
should employ outside counsel for WTA 
negotiations for several reasons, 
Bauman explained. 

“First they (the teachers) have 
skilled negotiatiors sent out by the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association 
who know what other communities have 
offered the teachers in similar towns,” 
he noted. 

“Second, we have a particular con¬ 
cern with the contract language,” he told 
the selectmen. Bauman said the teachers 
in Winchester had shown the school 
committee “time and again” that they 
pay very close attention to the wording of 
that contract. 

Much of the remaining money 
allocated to collective bargaining costs, 
he said, represents school committee 
defense in labor actions regarding ar¬ 
bitration of grievances. 

“The town has won every arbitration 
this year,” he noted with some pride. 

The remaining $10,400 in general 
legal costs deal largely with legal 
struggles over the town’s special 
education obligations, Bauman ex¬ 
plained. 

“Winchester has the advantage of 
parents who are good advocates for their 
children,” Bauman told the selectmen. 
The school committee, on the other hand, 
has a dual role as advocate for each 
child, and fulfilling the town’s legal 
obligation to educate the children in both 
an economical and proper way, he added. 

In some cases where the town has 
sought a method different from the one a 
child’s parents sought, the town has been 
driven to court to prove its case, Bauman 
said. 

In one case he cited, the town wanted 
to move a student, attending a private 
special education school outside of town, 
into a SEEM collaborative classroom 
within the multi-town system of which 
Winchester is a member 

When the courts overruled the 
parents’ protests, the town saved $f>,00() 
in tuition and $1,000 in transportation 
costs for that one student. Bauman said. 
The transportation, he added, was 
minimal. 

Selectman Mark Lombardi then 
asked Bauman to comment on the 
possibility of closing the Mystic portable 
classrooms as a cost saving measure. 

Bauman replied that the school 
committee had examined the value of 
keeping the buildings open, in contrast to 
savings if the units were closed, several 
times during the year. 

He added that he and the superin¬ 
tendent had reviewed the situation once 
again after Lombardi had raised the 


issue on the floor of Town Meeting, but 
that the decision to keep the portables 
open stands. 

Lombardi then challenged Bauman’s 
statement that the school committee had 
decided to keep the portables open. 

Lombardi said that Jack Fallon had 
told him. at an energy committee 
meeting, that the school committee 
would like to close the portables, but the 
principal of Mystic school wanted to keep 
them open. 

“The electricity alone costs $7,000 for 
one classroom,” Lombardi said, adding 
that the existing Mystic school could hold 
all the children currently enrolled in that 
school. 

He added that he had been told that it 
costs about $(>.()()() to heat the unit, and 
$6,000 to take it down, so they might as 
well use it 

Lombardi pointed out that taking the 
portable unit down would be a one time 
cost; he also felt that a buyer might be 
found for the portables. 

“But what really burns me," Lom¬ 
bardi said angrily,” is getting a memo 
from Jack Fallon saying if you’re really 
interested, (in getting the portables 
closed,) talk to the principal. Well, I don’t 
want to talk to the principal, I want to 
talk to my peer! That’s why I insisted you 
(Bauman) come in here.” 

“It takes four out of six votes on the 
school committee to close the Mystic 
portables,” Bauman said in a controlled 
voice. 

“In the two open sessions we held to 
discuss the Mystic portables this past 
year, not even one school committee 
member moved, much less voted to close 
them. 

“If Mr. Fallon did indicate the school 
committee wanted to close them, then he 
was being extremely presumptuous,” 
Bauman told Lombardi. 

He added that the stated capacity of 
the Mystic building was higher than 
current enrollment, but that several 
years ago three classrooms had been 
opened out into one room. The costs of 
restoring that space as three classrooms 
would only be one factor to consider in 
such a decision, Bauman told the board. 

Another factor would be an overall 
approach to the town’s problem with 
continually declining enrollment. 

“We have a high enrollment in the 
fifth and sixth grades,” he told the board. 
Enrollments do level off for a few years 
after that, he said, but the schoofcom¬ 
mittee’s decision to keep the portables 
open right now is “a bit of insurance as 
well.”

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Book About Anecdotes And Insights Of Pulitzer Prize-Winning Poet Featured At Library 


"The links between the poets in the 
generation born around World War I 
were beginning to be forged by the time I 
met them in the early forties. On a 
Friday afternoon in February 1942,1 wns 
in Pennsylvania Station waiting for a 
train from Boston. John Berryman, with 
whom I had fallen in love the previous 
summer, was arriving with Delmore 
Schwartz, for the weekend." 

So begins a delightful memoir, full of 


anecdotes and insight, by Eileen Simp¬ 
son. 

Her book, "Poets in Their Youth," is 
centered for the most part on Pulitzer 
prize-winning poet John Berryman, 
whom she married the following year. 
Their married life began in Boston, 
moving later to Princeton where they 
remained for a number of years. 

With John teaching at Princeton, the 
Berrymans came in contact with 


Richard Blackmur, who also taught 
there, and who with his reputation as an 
outstanding critic attracted many an 
aspiring author. 

Blackmur had trouble with his 
marriage and so did most of the poets 
who came: Robert Lowell, Randall 
Jarrell, Theodore Roethke. Richard 
Blackmur’s wife, Helen, was not noted as 
a hostess in a community which expected 
hospitality. 


The author relates. "When T. S. Eliot 
came to town, and Richard told Helen, 
somewhat diffidently, that he had invited 
the great man to dinner, she snapped, 
‘Tell him to bring his own chop'." 

Recognition came slowly to John 
Berryman. Throughout their married 
life, his struggle to establish himself, to 
secure a steady income, and to get 
published, brought on tension and 
alcoholism. Insecurity, stemming from a 
family debacle in his childhood, and 


undoubtedly other factors, made him 
often consider suicide. 

The author writes: "I wakened in the 
middle of the night in panic: Where was 
John'.’ ... The French windows, which 
opened onto a narrow balcony, were ajar. 
In the glaucous moonlight. 1 could just 
make out his pajamaed figure, poised on 
the balustrade." 

It wasn’t until years later, in 1972, that 
he jumped from a bridge above the 
frozen Mississippi River. 


His friends and fellow-poets had 
preceeded him: Delmore Schwartz, 
Dylan Thomas, Randall Jarrell. Eileen 
Simpson’s portrait of them and other 
authors: Jean Stafford, Mark Van 
Doven, Caroline Gordon, Robert Lowell 
is touching and laced with humor 
The Winchester Public Library has 
two other books by her. "Reversals" and 
‘‘Maze." It has also several of 
Berryman’s. "Homage to Mistress 
Bradstreet," "Love and Fame," etc

A.L. Edges Revere 
In Crucial Game

N.L., 11-6

The 11 and 12-year-old Winchester 
American League All-Stars, after im¬ 
pressive victories over Revere, Mill 
Stream and the Winchester N.L. All 
Stars, won the Eastern Mass. Bambino 
Division Babe Ruth Championship 
Sunday bv handing Revere its second 
loss in the double elimination tour¬ 
nament. 

The A.L. Stars entered the cham¬ 
pionship doubleheader with a perfect 3-0 
record, while tourney-host Revere had 
already suffered their first setback, a 5-2 
loss, at the hands of the same A.L. Stars 
in the tourney opener.

John Kirkpatrick started the inning 
by reaching on an error. Frank Gianci 
followed with a single, moving Kirk¬ 
patrick to second. Todd DelVecchio then 
singled, scoring Kirkpatrick for the first 
A.L. run of the match. 

Shane Wyse singled, scoring Gianci 
for the second run. Greg Wyse grounded 
out. scoring DelVecchio, and Paul 
Capodanno grounded out, scoring Shane 
Wyse with the fourth A.L. run of the 
inning. 

Revere quickly wiped out the A.L.’s 4- 
2 advantage, scoring three runs in the top 
of the third to take a slim 5-4 lead. 

With two men on in the Revere half of 
the third, tourney MVP Jeff Coveny 
clouted one of his 12 tourney round- 
trippers off A.L. starter John Kirk¬ 
patrick. 

Revere further padded its lead with 
two runs in the fourth and four more in 
the fifth Revere’s four fifth-inning runs 
came on two home runs, a three-run 
blast, and a solo shot by Coveny.

Selectmen approved an application by 
the Society of the Assumption of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary for a license to 
permit them to hold their annual fair as a 
two day carnival on August 13 and 14 at 
Leonard Field. 

John Mercurio and John Mangano 
appeared before the Selectmen to explain 
the society’s plans to expand the affair to 
include carnival rides and fireworks on 
Saturday evening 

Three years ago, the society 
resurrected the feast as a family unity 
event and a fund-raiser, with hopes of 
eventually building a permanent shrine 
in Winchester. However, while society 
members feel the family unity goal is 
being achieved, the fund-raising is 
lagging, Mercurio explained. 

The success of Town Day spurred 
society members to decide to expand the 
event and include fireworks, Mangano 
said. He added that they have already 
met with both Fire Chief McElhinney and 
Police Chief McHugh regarding safety 
measures. Both men assured the board 
that they had good relations with the 
neighborhood, and the society would 
make every effort to maintain them. 
“The field and the streets around it will 
be clean by 9 Sunday morning,” 
Mangano promised. 

Selectmen asked for details on the 
carnival organization and operation. 
Mercurio explained that most of the 
operation of the carnival would be 
handled by Larry Cushing, a carnival 
operator from Wilmington The men 
added that the operator is well known in 


the area and has supplied organizations 
in Stoneham, Wilmington. Melrose and 
Lawrence. 

Because the society is working so 
close to the deadline for the event, 
selectmen gave the fireworks license 
their conditional approval, pending a 
license from the state fire marshall and 
compliance with a set of five conditions 
outlined in a report from the fire chief to 
the selectmen. 

Telephone Cable Box 

Selectmen approved a petition by New 
England Telephone company to install a 
box pedestal at the intersection of High 
street and Lockewood road to improve 
communications in that area of town in a 
4 to 0 vote Monday evening. Selectman 
John Williams abstained from the vote 
because New England Telephone is his 
employer. 

The other selectmen met a telephone 
company employee at 6:45 Monday 
evening to look over the proposed site. 
Ths tour prompted Ed O’Connell to direct 
the Town Manager to obtain clarification 
of the town’s obligation to keep the land 
cleared after installation of the equip¬ 
ment. He cited a visibility problem for 
drivers approaching the intersection 
from either direction unless the land is 
kept cleared 

Firefighter Contract 

Selectmen also met with negotiators 
Captain Dave Dalton and Lieutenant 
John Regan to sign copies of the recently 
reached agreement with the town’s 
firefighters. 

Since selectmen had accepted the 


contract in public session at a previous 
meeting, the signing did not require a 
vote 

Members of the board and the 
firefighters complimented one another 
on the negotiating process. 

“It was fast, smooth and in good faith; 
a credit to the town in terms of the 
conditions we had to face.” said Regan, 
alluding to Prop. 2.5. 

(•ift To The Town 

Selectmen also accepted a $100 gift to 
the tow n from Jim Rogue, an otherwise 
unidentified individual. Since the gift had 
no expressed purpose, selectman 
O’Connell asked town counsel Douglas 
Randall if disposition of the money could 
be determined immediately 

Assured that the selectmen could 
assign the gift upon acceptance. 
O'Connell immediately moved to allocate 
it to the Council on Youth. “We fund our 
Council on Aging rather generously,“he 
said.” (Now) we have created a Counsel 
on Youth, but we have given them no 
wherewithal to do their work with.” 

The motion was approved by a 
unanimous vote, and selectmen further 
instructed the town comptroller to try to 
locate Rogue, thank him and inform him 
of the gift’s use. 


Murray Appointed 

Selectmen also re:appointed Fred 
Murray to the town’s Cable Advisory 
Commission at Murray’s request. The 
length of Murray’s term was not 
specified, because Selectmen hope to 
design a system of staggered terms of 
office for the panel. Chairman Mac¬ 
donald explained that the selectmen 
want to fill the nine seats left vacant by 
the expiration of all nine commission 
terms. When that is done, he said, his 
board plans to call them together to 
discuss the best system of staggering 
terms to achieve a balance of senior and 
novice panel members in the near future 

Selectman Mark Lombardi told 
Murray he hoped the advisory com¬ 
mission would encourage Continental 
Cablevision to expand its local 
origination programming in both 
quantity and quality 

Murray said he understands “Con¬ 
tinental’s quest for quality,” but added 
that he hopes to see programming ex¬ 
panded to five days a week He ad¬ 
vocated block programming, using the 
same two hours to show local 
organization programming every day, so 
that town viewers “can get into the 
habit.”

After two undefeated seasons in the 
Bays Division, the Winchester Teamen 
(Boys K-4 team) played this spring in the 
highly competitive Middlesex Youth 
Soccer League, where they proceeded to 
compile an impressive 6-3-1 record.

Macdonald’s comment as state 
representative Sherman W. (Whip)

Norman Padelford 

After a lifetime in classroom and in 
government service, 38-year Winchester 
resident Prof. Norman J. Padelford died 
July 13 in Claremont, Calif., from a 
stroke suffered in January. 

Born in Haverhill in 1903, Prof. 
Padelford graduated from Denison 
University in 1925 and received his Ph.D. 
from Harvard University in 1929, He 
taught Political Science at Colgate 
University, 1929-36, then was appointed 
Professor of International Law at the 
Fletcher School of Law and Diplomacy 
(Tufts-Harvard), 1936-45 

As a consultant in the Department of 
State. 1942-49, Prof. Padelford worked 
with the group appointed by President 
Roosevelt to draft the Charter for the 
United Nations. 

He was an Executive Officer at the 
United Nations Conference in San 
Francisco, a member of the United 
States Delegations to the Dumbarton 
Oaks Conference and to the first postwar 
Conference of Foreign Ministers in 
London. Later, he served in the National 
Defense Executive Reserve, 1951-60. 

At the end of World War II, Prof. 
Padelford joined the faculty at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
inaugurating a course in International 
Relations there for returning ser¬ 
vicemen, scientists, and engineers. He 
was instrumental in developing a new 
department of Political Science, in¬ 
cluding a doctoral program. 

Shortly before his retirement, he 
pioneered a course in Ocean Policy for 
the Department of Ocean Engineering 
and was appointed to President Nixon’s 
Task Force on Oceanography in 1969-70. 

Prof. Padelford’s extensive writings 
include the widely used “Panama Canal 
in Peace and War” (1942); “Current 
Readings in International Relations,” 5 
volumes (1949-55); and text books co¬ 
authored with George A. Lincoln: 
“International Relations’’ (1955 and 
1962) and “Dynamics of International 
Politics” (1967, 3 editions). 

His final works were “Public Policy 
and the Use of the Sea” in 1968 and 
“Maritime Commerce and the Future of 
the Panama Canal” with Stephen R. 
Gibbs in 1975. 

He was for many years a member of 
the Board of Editors of the journal 
“International Organization,” serving as 
Chairman 195". 68, and was a frequent 
contributor to other scholarly journals. 

He was a member of the American 
Society of International Law, the 
American Political Science Association, 
the International Studies Asosciation, 
and the Association for the Advancement 
of Science; and an honorary member of 
Phi Beta Kappa. He was a life member 
of the Board of Trustees of Denison 
University and recipient of an L.L.D. 
from there in 1947. 

Prof. Padelford is survived by his 
wife, Helen Proctor Padelford; their 
three daughters, Grace P. Howland of 
Wash., Carolyn P. Tuttle of N.M., and Dr. 
Margaret P. Karns of Ohio; and eight 
grandchildren. 

Travels took the Padelfords to many 
parts of the world, but their primary 
residence was in Winchester before 
retiring to Claremont, Calif. Summers 
were spent in their home on Sullivan 
Harbor, Maine.

Unusual opportunity for 48 former 
nurses and therapists who want to 
retrain and re-enter their former careers 
as well as job training for unemployed 
and untrained individuals will be 
available at the New England 
Rehabilitation Hospital and Choate- 
Symmes Hospital.

Universal League of Clergy before this 
thing took place," he said. "1 was not 
affiliated with the selling of mer¬ 
chandise. 1 have no knowledge of what 
the organization did when I wasn’t in it." 

Piazza described the Universal 
League of Clergy as a “cooperative 
buying system for religious and 
charitable organizations." He refused to 
identify any of the religious or charitable 
organizations affiliated with the group, - 
saying he did not want to link any 
organizations to what has been described 
as a scandal. 

“It (the group) wasn’t in existence for 
a long time," he said. “I don’t know- 
whether or not anyone would want to be 
mentioned along with a group involved in 
a scandal." 

Piazza said he learned that he had 
been indicted when a friend phoned to tell 
him that he had seen Piazza’s name in 
the Boston newspapers. 

“The first time I heard anything about 
this was when a friend called me at work 
to ask me what was going on," he 
recalled. “I called Philadelphia and they 
told me that I had to appear before the 
magistrate in Boston. 

“I think there was an error made in 
their investigation," he continued. “I did 
occupy an office with someone who they 
know was involved in that so they ap¬ 
parently assumed I was involved in it. 

“It’s a lot of embarrassment and I’m 
terribly enraged," he said. 

“I’m a good guy," he added. “My wife 
and 1 have been active in town doing good 
things. It’s almost as if they (various

structed to deliver it to an employee or 
officer of Pitt Construction. The order 
states the fill must be removed within 
five days of the notice, dated July 19, and 
that any objections to the order must be 
filed with the Board of Health before that 
five-day deadline arrives. 

“If at the expiration of the time 
allowed these conditions have not been 
met, and no cause aforesaid been shown, 
such further action will be taken as the 
law requires," the letter concludes. 

“I feel we should give him five 
working days to remove the fill," said 
Board of Health Chairman Lawrence 
Quigley. “This has already gone on far 
longer than I desired." 

Quigley said he would try and reach 
Pittarino by telephone in the next week. 

“We have to be somewhat careful — 
there may be an illness or some other 
justifiable reason why he cannot remove 
it immediately,” said Quigley. “But it 
does not seem that way." 

If Pittarino does come up with a 
“justifiable reason," Quigley said the 
board should grant an extention of the 
five-day deadline. 

If no extention is granted, however, 
and the fill is not removed, Quigley said 
the Board of Health will take action in 
court against Pittarino. 

Weinstein suggested that the Board of 
Health could also instruct the town’s 
Public Works Department to remove the 
fill, and place a lien against Pittarino’s 
property until he paid the cost of the 
removal. 

Quigley said later that having the 
town remove the fill would be the 
“probable route" the board would take if 
the fill was not taken off the lots by 
Pittarino. 

“But that would tie up town equip¬ 
ment, and be very expensive," added 
Weinstein. “We want to try and do as 
much legal work as we can first." 

If Pittarino is granted an extention by 
the Board of Health, Quigley said he 
would consider ordering the fill covered 
until it is removed. 

Quigley noted that “the biggest 
danger” from the fill would arise if the 
gray clay turns to dust and can be 
breathed by residents. Covering the fill 
with a few inches of dirt would avoid that 
hazard, he said. 

But, Quigley added, the board might 
not be able to cover the fill “without 
running the risk of eliminating the health 


newspaper articles about the in¬ 
dictments) were written about somebody 
else." 

Representatives of several church 
organizations in Boston, New York and 
Philadelpha contacted by The Star said 
that they had never heard of The 
Universal League of Clergy. They 
cautioned, however, that that didn’t 
mean the League didn’t exist. 

Representatives of the Episcopal 
Diocese of Massachusetts, the Catholic 
Archdiocese of Boston, Massachusetts 
Council of Churches, the National 
Council of Churches, and the 
Metropolitan Christian Council of 
Philadelphia said they had no knowledge 
of the Universal League of Clergy. 

“We publish a yearbook that lists 
various ecumenical groups and 
cooperative organizations and theirs was 
not listed in our book," said Harriet 
Ziegler, communications spokesperson 
of the National Council of Churches in 
New York. “That doesn’t mean it doesn’t 
exist, although this is a very com¬ 
prehensive list of hundreds of 
organizations." 

Piazza said that he is not a clergyman 
but would not comment when asked 
whether or not he ever told anybody that 
he was. “I can’t plead my case to a 
newspaper," he said. 

Federal authorities claim that the 
Universal League of Clergy was 
originally headquartered in Pa. and in 
1978 moved to Blue Bell, Penn., a suburb 
of Philadelphia. At a 1978 national con¬ 
vention of consumer-products 


hazard ourselves, and therefore allowing 
building on the lots. 

“Covering the fill may be our wish, 
and it may reduce the danger, but it 
might also be claimed to have eliminated 
the problem," said Quigley. “He (Pit¬ 
tarino) could turn around and say we 
have eliminated the problem, so he can 
build on the land." 

The Board of Health ordered the fill 
removed after tests of the gray clay 
material showed traces of 16 chemicals 
considered “priority pollutants" by the 
federal Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

The Board of Health ordered the tests 
after Amberwood neighbors discovered 
the fill came from the construction site of 
the MBTA Alewife transit station in

But swimming wasn’t necessarily the 
best way to cool off over the weekend. 
Nine people got in hot water this weekend 
for swimming in or cooling off near the 
town’s reservoirs. 

On Friday, police on detail for the 
town Water Dept, arrested seven during 
a four-hour sweep of the town land 
surrounding the three reservoirs. 

Two Medford residents, aged 24 and 
25, were arrested by officers Lawrence 
Hill and Barry Donaghey for 
tresspassing and public drinking on the 
shore of the South Reservoir. 

The two officers continuing their tour 
of the South Reservoir, then arrested two 
other Medford residents, aged 19 and 20, 
for trespassing and swimming in the 
town water supply. 

The officers then found three Cam¬ 
bridge residents tresspassing on the 
roadway near the South Reservoir 
treatment station. Two Cambridge men, 
17 and 20, and a 16-year-old Cambridge 
woman were arrested for tresspassing. 

On Saturday, two Winchester men 
were arrested for tresspassing at the 
reservoir at 7:40 p.m., after police 
received a call that two men were 
swimming in the North Reservoir. 

When officers Eric Benson and David 
Poole answered the call, they spotted the 
two — a 21-year-old Cross st. resident and 
a 21-year-old Lloyd st. man — bicycling - 
near the North Reservoir pumping 
station. 
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manufacturers in Chicago, members 
posed as clergymen to obtain mer¬ 
chandise orders, according to the 
authorities. 

Piazza said Monday that he has never 
been in Pennsylvania or Chicago except 
for a short time to switch airplanes en 
route to different places. 

“I have never been to these places or 
done anything like that," he said. “I 
didn’t form a phoney company or pose as 
a clergyman or dress as one. My actions 
have been extremely honorable." 

Schenck said that as a result of 
fraudulent action by the group, the E.R. 
Squibb company lost $250,000 worth of 
vitamins, the North American Phillips 
company lost $50,000 worth of electric 
razors, and the Bulova, Bic and 
Honeywell companies also lost a con¬ 
siderable amount of money as a result of 
actions by representatives of the 
Universal League of Clergy. 

“They (those representatives) would 
contact various companies like Squibb 
and Bulova and order merchandise from 
them and set up a delayed payment 
plan," Schenck said. “They presented 
false credit references and set up fic¬ 
titious answering services so that they 
could return calls about credit references 
themselves. 

“They set up a bank account in the 
Grand Cayman islands because the 
secrecy laws are extremely strict there," 
he continued. “These guys knew what 
they were doing." 

Schenck explained that companies 
would call the answering service or write

letters to a post office box number asking 
for credit references or financial in¬ 
formation. The members of the 
organization would then answer the 
inquiries themselves. 

“These clergy people would write 
back to the companies and say that their 
organization has been a very good 
customer for 10 years." Schenck said. 
“They had a post office box in the Grand 
Caymans which they would give as the 
address of the Bank of Nova Scotia in the 
Grand Cayman islands. They would 
write to companies and report that they 
had a balance of $35 million there." 

When companies were satisfied about 
the reputation of the Universal League of 
Clergy, Schenck said, the goods would be 
delivered, but the companies were never 
paid. 

“After they got the credit references, 
the company would ship the merchandise 
in a week." he said. “And when it arrived 
in Philadelphia, it was taken out of 
warehouses there in Ryder rental trucks 
which were then returned. 

“We don’t know what happened to the 
merchandise then," he added. “It was 
sold, but we don’t know where or how or 
to whom." 

Shortly after the F.B.I. investigation 
began, Schenck said, the organization 
suspected that the government was in¬ 
vestigating the League so the operation 
in Blue Bell was quickly closed up. 

“When the group realized the Norelco 
representative was going to go to the 
F.B.I., they took off," Schenck said. 
“They cleaned out the warehouse and left 
the Blue Bell office in April of 1979.

The fill was removed from tunnels 
dug under a W.R. Grace chemical dump 
site, a site deemed by the state Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Quality 
Engineering to be a “confirmed 
hazardous waste site." 

Tested by the state Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering 
showed the chemicals were found in 10 
times greater amounts than would be 
expected naturally. 

And according to the EPA, one 
chemical, benzopyrene, was found in 
quantities 2,000 times greater than 
recommended by the EPA for long-term 
exposure. Benzopyrene is a confirmed 
carcinogen, EPA’s environmental 
engineer Pat Hynes told the Board of

After hearing reports from both the 
EPA and DEQE, the Board of Health 
ordered the fill removed from two lots 
owned by Pittarino. Gray fill on a third 
Amberwood lot, owned by Robert 
Johnson of Amberwood drive, was 
allowed to remain because tests showed 
only two chemicals present, and in small 
quantities. 

Removal of the fill from Pittarino’s 
lots will be an imposing task. 

Board of Health member Jeanne 
Thomas estimated Monday there were 
200 to 300 truckloads of the gray clay on 
the two lots. And Weinstein said that he 
understood removal would take two to 
three weeks.

The shooting death of Winchester taxi 
company owner Richard Terzian last 
week was ruled a suicide by the Mid¬ 
dlesex County Medical examiner. 

Terzian’s body was found July 20 in a 
forest clearing off Cambridge street by 
two Woburn youths riding a motorcycle. 

After an autopsy conducted by state 


pathologist Dr. George Katsas, medical 
examiner Dr. John Peretsman ruled this 
week that the death was due to a self- 
inflicted gunshot wound. 

According to Winchester Detective Lt. 
Joseph N. Perritano. police believe the 
32-caliber gun used in the shooting was 
owned by Terzian. Perritano said family 


members identified the pistol 
belonging to Terzian. 

The gun was found approximately 20 
feet from Terzian’s body, which was 
found lying face up in a small clearing 
near a trail leading from Wainwright 
road. 

Perritano surmised Terzian threw the

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Amberwood Developer To Fight Fill Removal

The chemically contaminated fill on 
Amberwood drive won't be going 
anywhere for at least ll days. 

Developer Eelix Pittarino. the owner 
of the Amberwood lots covered by the fill, 
has appealed the Board of Health’s July 
7 order to remove the fill from his two 
lots. 

After a week of unsuccessfully trying 
to reach Pittarino by mail, the Board of 
Health sent a constable to Pittarino's 
Acton office July 20 to deliver the order 

The letter carried by the constable 
told Pittarino he must remove the fill 
within five working days by July 27 
or the board would take legal action. 

On the day the order was delivered. 
Pittarino contacted the Board of Health 
and informed it that he would appeal the 


ruling, according to board Chairman 
Lawrence Quigley. 

Pittarino will make his arguments 
against removing the till on Aug. 2. when 
he and his lawyer will meet with the 
Board of Health and Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall at a public meeting. The 
meeting will begin at 7:30 p.m 

It the Board of Health decides, despite 
Pittarino's plea, that the fill should be 
removed, it will probably give Pittarino 
another live days to begin removing the 
fill. Quigley said. 

"lie does have the right to appeal, and 
we must permit him to do so.” said 
Quigley ‘Because he has asked lor a 
hearing, town counsel has advised us we 
must delay on our order until we hear 
him.' 

Quigley said that after hearing Pit¬ 


tarino present his case, the board will 
make a decision whether to re-order the 
fill removed. The board will take a vote 
on that decision on the same night as the 
hearing. Quigley said 

And if the decision is made lo have the 
fill removed, there will “very definitely” 
he a time limit within which Pittarino 
must begin hauling out the blue clay fill 
“I feel strongly there is a limit to what 
the patience of the board can be.” said 
Quigley.

Town Takes Over Parking Lot; 
Bans Early Morning Use 


Beginning Monday, travellers to 
downtown Winchester can park their 
cars in 35 spaces with no fear of feeding 
the meters or ending the day w ith $3 gifts 
from the police on their windshields 
Unless they happen to waul lo park in 
those spaces from 6 a.m. until 8:35 a.m. 

The town finally acquired the railroad 
station parking lot on Watcrlield road 
from Dartmouth street resident Richard 
Murphy Monday, in a 9 a.m closing. 

Bv the same evening, selectmen 
decided on regulations lor the lot 
designed to leave the lot’s 35 spaces free 
for shoppers and downtow n employees. 

At the suggestion of Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery, 
the selectmen voted 4-1 to posl the lot off 
limits from 6 a.m. to 8:35 a.m 

By closing the lot for those few hours, 
Connery said, the selectmen would force 
commuters leaving from downtown 
Winchester to park in either the Post 
Office lot or the Jenks lot. rather than in 
the town’s newest parking lot 

“We want to encourage commuters 
not to gobble up those spaces by 7 a.m.,” 
said Connery. “The last commuter train 
leaves at 8:30. The next leaves at 8:50 
and arrives in Boston at 9:10. so anyone 
who takes that train is going to he late for 
work.” 

Anyone parking in the lot between 6 
a.nv and 8:30 a.m. would be ticketed by 


the police, noted Connery. 

The lot will open for parkers on 
Monday, after the town repairs pot holes 
and cleans up the lot. Work began on the 
repairs Wednesday. 

Only the lot formerly owned by 
Murphy would have restricted hours. The 
adjacent “Renton” lot. also owned by the 
town, would continue as a two-hour 
metered parking area 

Selectmen, although loathe to make a 
quick decision on the regulations for the 
lot. fell they could not own the lot and 
leave it w ide open for all 

The need for a decision came at 9 a.m. 
Monday, when Selectman Chairman 
Alan MacDonald and Murphy closed the 
deal for the sale of the lot 

The sale has been in the works since 
Tow n Meeting, when TM members voted 
to appropriate $120,000 to buy the 27,000- 
square-foot lot from Murphy, a local 
realtor. 

After weeks of negotiations, select¬ 
men and Murphy came to an agreement 
the lot would sell for $395,000 with the 
town paying another $5,000 to Murphy for 
closing costs. 

The contract was signed on June 28. 
hul the closing was held up until Monday 
because Murphy and the selectmen were 
waiting for the state to come up with its

Aberjona, Wedge Pond To Be 
Dredged With State’s $150G 


By DAVE LEECO 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh dredged up 
enough support in the State House to give 
Winchester $150,000 in this year’s state 
budget for cleaning out Wedge Fond and 
the Aberjona River bottoms. 

Saltmarsh said the money was not for 
any specific dredging project rather, 
the town and the state would determine 
what areas of the pond and the river most 
need the work. 

The project will be overseen by the 
state Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering’s Waterways 
Division. 

Saltmarsh said that he included the 
money in the state budget because it had 
been years — “longer than I want to 
think” — since either the Aberjona or 
Wedge Pond had been dredged 

“The Aberjona where it runs by the 
high school (behind the Jenks Center) 
and at the Wedgemere train station 


should be cleaned out and dredged — it’s 
really a mess down there,'' said Salt¬ 
marsh. “And the part of Wedge Pond 
where Horn Pond Brook comes out needs 
some consideration.” 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia agreed 
with Saltmarsh that those three areas 
are the three spots he would dredge first. 

Ciarcia noted that he had been trying 
to get money to dredge the Aberjona 
behind Fenwick road and across from 
Wedgemere station for five years, with 
no success. 

The channel between the mouth of 
Horn Pond Brook and the outlet on Main 
street “is ready for some more 
dredging,’’ continued Ciarcia, and 
“behind the Jenks is silted up pretty 
badly.” 

However, Ciarcia doesn’t believe all 
three areas can be dredged for $150,000. 

“You wouldn’t do all three for $150,000 


- I’m pretty sure of that,” said Ciarcia. 
“We’ll have to sit down with the DPW 
and evaluate which areas should be done 
first.” 

Saltmarsh said he wasn’t expecting 
the $150,000 to clean out all of Win¬ 
chester’s waterways. He said he would 
hope to get a similar appropriation from 
the state next year. 

“This is something that can be done 
gradually over a period of time,” said 
Saltmarsh. “In a period of years, 
perhaps we can accumulate enough 
money to dredge most of the Aberjona.” 

Saltmarsh tacked the appropriation 
onto Gov. Ed King’s budget on the floor of 
the House of Representatives, and 
shepherded it through the combined 
House-Senate conference committee. 

The state appropriated $1.3 million 
this year for dredging projects around 
the Commonwealth.

The fill came from a subway tunnel 
located under a chemical waste dump 
owned by the W.R. Grace Co. The dump 
has been declared a “confirmed 
hazardous waste site” by the State 
Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering. 

The Board of Health decided to have 
the till removed after their July 7 
meeting, when engineers from DEQE 
and the federal Environmental 
Protection Agency stated the fill was 
potentially hazardous. 

DEQE senior sanitary engineer Ed 
Palowski told the hoard it could take 


three steps to insure against a health 
hazard either cover the till to prevent 
the chemicals being carried through the 
neighborhood as dust, expose the fill to 
sunlight to break down the chemicals, or 
remove the fill 

KPA environmental engineer Pat 
Hynes offered two alternatives cover 
the till or remove it. She rejected 
DEQE's suggestion to turn the fill over 
and expose it to sunlight, she told the 
hoard, because that would increase the 
possibility ol the chemicals being carried 
on dust particles. 

Hynes said July 7 that “the best 
solution is not lo expose people to (the 


contaminated till • And that means move 
it ” 

Quigley surmised that Pittarino would 
base his appeal of the hoard's order on 
the fact that only one ol the options 
presented by DEQE and the KPA was 
chosen 

“It's hard to surmise what a 
reasonable excuse would be.' said 
Quigley lie claims where there were 
several methods for taking rare ol the 
problem, the only one we were willing to 
consider was removal ' 

Quigley added that “we have as \el

Assessments 
Displease 
Almost Half

Despite months of review, revisions 
and repairs of the town’s assessment, a 
substantial percentage of Winchester’s 
taxpayers may still be dissatisfied with 
the valuation filled in on their tax bills. 

A random telephone survey of 23 
residents by The Star showed that nearly 
half — 10 — felt their assessment was too 
high. 

The months of work by the Board of 
Assessors, which resulted in changing 
nearly 1,000 values, did help out some 
taxpayers, however. 

Two taxpayers contacted by The Star 
said that thanks to reductions in their 
assessment, they could live with their tax 
bill. 

And another dozen citizens said that 
they thought the assessments on their 
homes were close lo the market value of 
the house. 

But even among that group, there was 
some grumbling that “Proposition 2.5 
didn’t do a thing for me.”

Odds On 
Abatement

Knights And Scuba Divers Find Learning Fun

* Scuba divers and surgeons mingled 
excitedly with knights-in-armor and 
detectives at Winchester’s Lynch School 
last Friday, creating a Halloween party 
atmosphere. 

However, the costumes weren’t for 
trick or treat, but to demonstrate the 
“What I Want To be When I Grow Up” 
Theme Day at the College Gate 
Program, a three-week summer school 
for academically gifted children. 

College Gate is a new program which 
enrolls children from the Kindergarten 
level through grade three, one ol our 
mottos is that learning should be fun at 
any age,” said Dr. Joseph Harrington, a 
Framingham State College history 
professor who founded the program 
along with his wife. Brenda. 

Following that motto, the school holds 
different Theme Days such as “What I 
Want To Be Dav” or “Watermelon Day” 


lo give the students a chance to use their 
imaginations and dress up. 

The school’s cirriculum is also 
greared toward having fun. offering 
creative topics that the kids wouldn't 
ordinarily take In “Super Structures”, 
pupils learn about architecture by 
building a model football stadium, and in 
“Beyond Castle Walls”, they get to fence 
in full attire, to see what it felt like to be a 
knight 

College Gate’s parent program, 
College Academy, enrolls older students 
and was founded by the Harringtons in 
1979. 

“Basically, I started the program out 
of my frustration at my own daughter’s 
inability to be challenged by her school 
work,” Harrington explained in a 
telephone interview. 

“This is the lirst year we’ve tried it 
with the younger kids, and it’s been very 
successful. ” lie added. “They’re 


definitely not too young to learn.” 

To enroll in the program, children 
must have scored 125 or above on a 
standard IQ test, or show ability in an 
accelerated academic program 

“We generally try for an IQ of 125, but 
with the younger kids that isn’t always 
possible, since they usually haven’t taken 
an IQ test yet.” said Harrington. “In that 
case, we look for performance in an 
accelerated curriculum, and a recom¬ 
mendation from a teacher. 

“Basically, we’d like to let bright kids 
know that it’s all right to be bright,” said 
Harrington. “Especially us they get 
older, children get hang ups about being 
like everyone else, that it’s better to be 
average instead of outstanding. By in¬ 
troducing them to interesting topics at an 
early age, we hope to show them that it’s 
o k to be excited about learning.” 

Presently, College Gate is operating 
on two campuses, the one in Winchester 


and another in Natick. Classes are held 
from 9 a.m. until noon, with a short snack 
break. Students choose three different 
courses, each of which meets for 50 
minutes a day, Monday through Friday. 

Courses offered cover a wide variety 
of topics, most of which are not or¬ 
dinarily taught at this age level. They 
include “BonJour” and “Buenos Dias” 
(French and Spanish), “Morsels of 
Fossils” (archaeology), “Electricity”, 
“Kitchen Chemistry”. “Beyond Castle 
Walls” iMedeival history), “Folk 
Dancing”. “Super Struc 
tures’’< architecture), “Chizanbop” 
(Chinese mathematics, using the fingers 
as calculator), and many more. 

Some of the topics appear rather 
complex when the age of the children is 
considered, and the program’s ad¬ 
ministrators were not without doubts in 
the programs’ early stages. 

“1 guess you might say the program 


for the younger children was sort o! an 
experiment, but one which has worked 
out very well,” said Rita Macadino, one 
co-ordinator of the Winchester program. 
“Some of the subjects are ambitious, and 
we didn’t know how they would handle 
them. But they've been great, very en¬ 
thusiastic, and not one child has with¬ 
drawn from the school.” 

Macadino explained that although a 
child may be intellectually gifted, at such 
a young age he or she may not be able to 
handle the social setting in which the 
courses are taught. 

“Sometimes even very bright 
children can have behavorial problems, 
so we watched them very carefully at 
first from a maturity viewpoint as well as 
an academic one,” she said. “If we had 
fell that it was too much for a child to 
handle, we would have suggested that the 
parent withdraw the child and wait 
another year to enroll him or her. as we 


have occasionally done with the older 
students ” 

However, none of these problems 
surfaced, to the delight of everyone in 
volved. 

“It’s been great, I don't feel that 
they’re pushed too hard at a young age 
competition isn't stressed at all,” said 
Macadino. “Rather, it’s more like Hey 
there’s someone else like me' It in 
troduces them to non-traditional topics in 
a fun way. They’re not given exams ol 
any sort, so there’s no pressure to 
achieve ” 

Macadino’s positive statements were 
verified by Dan Davis, who directed the 
College Academy program at Holy Cross 
in Worcester last year 

“l saw the kids in Winchester last 
week, and they have miraculously long 
attention spans,” he said “Of course

Price Jumps From $2 to $5 

Selectmen Increase Residents 
Book Price For Residents 


Fees for next year’s Residents Book 
will increase to $5 for residents, although 
the $5 charge for businesses and the $10 
charge for out-of-town residents will 
remain the same. 

Selectmen voted 3-2 for the change 
from the $2 fee after Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward informed them the price of the 
book did not cover the cost of printing. 

Winchester normally prints 500 books, 
she said, at a cost of $2,000. 

Selectman John J. Williams, one of 
the three who voted for the increase, said 
that “I think this is a fair price for the 
book. If you look at w'hat other towns 
charge, they’re all at or above $5.” 

But Selectmen Michael Saraco and 
Mark Lombardi didn’t think the price 


was fair. 

Ixrmbardi pointed out that since many 
of the books are given out free to town 
officials and boards, the person who 
bought the residents book was beini 
asked to pay for the town’s supplies. 

Ward said that out of the 500 books 
printed, 341 were sold. The town usually 
distributed all 500 books printed each 
year, she said. 

Saraco also felt the town shouldn’t 
increase the charge for the book. 

“The $2 charge is sufficient,” said 
Saraco. “In the last two years all we’ve 
been doing is increasing fees. The tax¬ 
payers are paying, paying, paying, and 
that’s double taxation. 

“We’re getting money hungry.” said 
Saraco. 


“I'm hoping a lot of the small 
businesses come forward and take out 
loans, he said. “Ann Blackham’s loan 
shows we are making money available 
for the smaller businesses as well as 
larger ones.’’ 

Beginning last May, all the Win¬ 
chester banks joined together in the 
hopes of spurring downtown business 
improvements in Winchester 

“Our goal is to provide the financial 
backing and the lending expertise for 
projects having to do with the 
revitalization of Winchester,” said 
Winchester Savings Bank President 
Robert Nickerson.

Friends Of Winchester Hospital Donate Almost 
20,000 Hours And Thousands Of Dollars 


By CRAIG STEDMAN 

Life at Winchester Hospital is 
a lot easier for both patients and 
staff because of some friends — 
545 of them, to be exact — who 
volunteer their time and energy 
to the hospital. 

The Friends of Winchester 
Hospital, a group of men, women 
and children who hail primarily 
from Winchester, Reading and 
Wakefield, perform a variety of 
services at the hospital, from 
waiting on customers in the 
coffee shop to working with 
cancer patients. In the past year 
alone, the 215 Friends who ac¬ 
tually work in the hospital put in 
a total of 18,395 hours there, 
saving the hospital staff a lot of 
time - and the hospital a lot of 
money. All the Friends do their 
work for nothing more than the 
satisfaction of knowing that they 
lent a hand to someone in need. 

This is the Friends’ 32nd year 
of helping at the hospital. Before 
the Friends organized in 1950, 
the hospital had been without a 
direct service volunteer group 
(although it did have the Winton 
Club to provide linen) since 1933, 
when the Winchester Visiting 
Nurse Association separated 
itself from the hospital. In the 
late 1940s, the female members 
of the hospital’s Board of 
Directors began talking about 
forming a service group, and in 
1948 they were granted per¬ 
mission to proceed. Two years 
later, the Friends were born, 
with 70 members performing 
nine services. 

The original members of the 
Friends were all women, but by 
their second year of existence 
the group was using student 
volunteers during the summer. 
Eventually, teenagers began 
working after school as well, and 
in the mid-1960s they officially 
became the Junior Friends of the 
Hospital with their own officers. 
Finally, in 1971 men joined the 
ranks of the Friends for the first 
time and they’ve been a growing 
and important part of the group 
ever since. Men now staff the X- 
ray transport service entirely, 
and they also work in areas such 
as evening patient care and the 
messenger service. 

The Friends, said President 
Nancy Hunter, has always been 
an organization that anyone can 
join at any time. And the group, 
Hunter added, wouldn’t have it 
any other way. "We are open to 
everyone," she said. "We don’t 
have an exclusive membership 
like some other groups, and I 
think that’s one of our greatest 
strengths." The membership has 
grown by leaps and bounds since 
1950; of the 545 total members, 
323 of them are now active. Even 
more impressive, there are 60 
more members this year than 
there were last year, which 
pleases Hunter. "It’s an in¬ 
teresting fact in these times 
when so many people are going 
back to work and volunteerism 
seemed to be on the wane," she 
said. 

The number of services the 
Friends volunteer for has also 


increased by leaps and bounds 
since the group was formed. 
Today, Friends work in 19 dif¬ 
ferent areas at the hospital, 
doing such things as running 
errands, giving tours to school 
groups, helping patients prepare 
for bed, staffing the coffee.cart, 
delivering and caring for 
patient’s flowers, assisting the 
emergency room staff and 
registering and admitting 
patients. The messenger service 
is the most popular among the 
Friends, with 56 people volun¬ 
teering for it, while the newest is 
the oncology service, which 
involves working as hosts or 
hostesses with cancer patients. 

The Friends have other ac¬ 
tivities in addition to in-hospital 
services. Two groups of Frinds, 
one led by Mrs. Russell Car¬ 
penter of Winchester and the 
other by Mrs. Augustus Dutton of 
Reading, make Winnie-the- 
Puppet hand dolls which are 
given to all children who are 
admitted to the pediatrics ward. 
Last year, more than 300 of the 
dolls, which were first made in 
1957 and are dressed in 
miniatures of the Friends’ 
cherry-red uniforms, were 
handed out. 

The Friends also raise 
money. Each year, they sell 
hand-made items at "The 
Friendly Table" at the Winton 
Club Christmas Fair. They also 
have an annual social function, 
which is primarily for the en¬ 
joyment of Friends members. 
Together, the two fundraisers 
allow the Friends to make an 
annual donation to the hospital. 
Last year, $2,000 was given to the 
hospital’s "Gift of Health" 
Building Fund, with The 
Friendly Table, chaired by 
Jeanne Bernard, and the first 
annual Champagne Brunch, 
planned by Ann Merry, both 
raising about $1,000. The brunch, 
which replaced the Friends’ 
traditional Hospital Ball, was 
attended by nearly 200 people 
and took place in March at the 
Jenks Senior Center. 

The group also puts an em¬ 
phasis on health education, 
presenting two programs for the 
general membership every year, 
and on awarding their members 
as they reach in-hospital service 
milestones. Ruth Kerr and 
Janice Heaton, two long-time 
volunteers, received their 4000- 
hour pins this year. 

The Friends plan on being 
around long enough for many 
more to get their 4000-hour 
awards especially, Hunter 
said, since the hospital is more 
needy than ever. "With the 
completion of the expansion and 
renovation of the hospital in the 
next few years, there will be a 
greater need than ever for our 
services," she said. "And as long 
as there are caring and giving 
people, the Friends will continue 
to respond to that need." 

If past is prologue, there will 
be more and more caring, giving 
people helping the patients of 
Winchester Hospital in the 
future.
